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I • I 'HIS volome contains a select list of monumental inscriptions relating to 
' Europeans buried in the Madras presidency. It includes all epitaphs of 
adults earlier than 1800 and such entries of later date as possess historical or 
local interest. Numerous translations from foreign languages have been added, 
and attention has been paid towards annotating the names of persons and places 
of importance.) 

2. At the beginning of the last century an attempt to form a similar collection 
was made by William IJrquhart of Madras in his “ Oriental Obituary,” printed at 
the Journal Press in 1809. This “ Impartial Compilation,” as it is termed, on 
the title page, was originally projected in three volumes, but two only were 
published. An advertisement to the first number contains the announcement that 
5t Volume II is preparing and will be put to press so soon as paper can be procured, 
at present there being none in Madras which could possiblv answer the purpose.” 
It is believed that only two copies of this curious book survive, one in the library 
of the late Archbishop Goethals at Calcutta and the other in the private collection 
of Mr. Edward Wenger of the Bengal Secretariat, who has lent his copy for the 
purposes of the present work. The British Museum possesses only a copy of the 
first volume. Urquhart’s precursor had been Asiaticus, whose “East Indian 
Chxonologist ” (1801) “ from the commencement of the East India Trade by David 
and Solomon,” and “ Monumental Begilte?” were printed at the Hhroarrah 

Press, Calcutta, by Mr. Hawkeswokth. Many of Asiaticus’ gleanings were repro¬ 
duced in 1815 in M. DeRozario’s “ Complete Monumental Register of epitaphs 
in or about Calcutta.” Lastly in 1848 appeared the time-honoured “Bengal 
Obituary ” of Messrs. Holmes & Co. of Cossitollah. This book was the product cf 
a firm of undertakers, who traced the origin of monuments to the Detfige, ** when 
the rainbow was made or selected as a standing token,” and engnu ragea rhe public 
to proper ideas of sepulture by the 'argument of, the resuri. vetiou of the body. 
Since the appearance of this work, only occasional' atfeffipts have' ipen made 
to preserve in print the crumbling memorials of European dead in India. In 1861 
Mr. Augustus F. Bellasis of the Bombay Civil Service compiled a monograph on the 
old tombs at Surat, and in 1877 Mr. Leopold Ludovici, Editor of the “ Ceylon 
Examiner,” collected the Dutch inscriptions of that island into the Lapidarium 
Zeylandicum. Little was done in Madras till Mr. LePanu in his " Salem Manual ” 
(1883) set the example of registering the names of all Europeans who had found 
a last resting place in the cemeteries of his district. In 1880 facsimiles of the 
tombstones round St. Mary’s Church, Fort St. George, were executed by the 
Survey department under the orders of the Duke of Buckingham, who was then 
Governor. This album was prepared for private circulation, and only two copies 
were left in Madras. Within the last few years a systematic recension of 
inscriptions from European graveyards throughout India has taken place at the 
instance of the Secretary of State, and lists have been published from every district 
in Madras. The prasent volume is a selection from those lists with additions and 
corrections. It is intended as a companion volume to the “ List of Inscriptions on. 
Tombs or Monuments in Bengal,” edited by Mr. C. R. Wilson in 1896. 
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3. The history of old Madras is in no small measure written upon its 
tombstones. Especially interesting are the memorials of the Company’s earliest 
servants. They and their families lie buried in every ooast town, and often a 
ruined cemetery is all that remains of a famous factory. Their Puritan names 
such, as Ordonicus and Tryphena are landmarks which bind together successive 
generations. Like the Pilgrim Fathers, who colonised America, our stout-hearted 
forbears in the Land of Regrets were all of them trueborn Englishmen of credit and 
renown. Indeed, pioneering would seem to be the peculiar province of the Anglo- 
Saxon all the world over. The Scotchman follows at a later stage in the race. 
Our original Cape Merchants, Levant Traders and East India Venturers were typical 
sons of John Bull ; men of London, Bristol, Devon, and the Home Counties. As 
we travel down the centuries, there are associations with many names that have 
won recognition at home. A descendant of Cromwell in the person of John Russell 
was President at Fort William in the days of Queen Anne. Another, Nicholas 
Morse, ruled as Governor in Fort St. George almost at the same time that Milton’s 
grandson, Caleb Clarke, was parish clerk of St. Mary’s, Madraspatam. In the 
shadow of the towers of the High Court sleeps little David, the four-year old son of 
Elihu Yale. His father is remembered as the founder of an enlightened university 
and forgotten as the Governor of a benighted presidency* Every schoolboy knows 
that, Thackeray was the son and grandson of Bengal Collectors; but the tomb at 
Ootacamund of Sir Henry Davison, the Madras Chief Justice, to whom he dedicated 
the “ Virginians,” is as unremembered as the grave of his uncle Webb Thackeray 
at Cuddapah. Another grave interesting to lovers of literature is that of Charles 
Reade’s. civilian brother at Calicut, laid to rest beside Collector Coholly who was 
hacked to pieces by Moplas in 1855. This presidency can also claim a brother- 
in-law of Sir Walter Scott in Charles Carpenter, a former Commercial Resident of 
Salem; while at St. Mark’s Church, Bangalore, is a tablet to the poet’s son and heir, 
a Colonel of Hussars, who perished on his voyage to the Cape, and another son 
sleeps in far-off Teheran. Trichinopoly has memories only for Heber, who, after 
Ihree short years of India, died there in 1826; so that few visit its Fort Church, 
in the chancel of which reposes Rebecca Darke, a lady who has some claim on 
posterity as being the grand-mother of Julia, Lady Peel, wife of a Premier and 
mother of a Speaker of the House of Commons. In Madras the tombstone of 
Hugh Boyd, a reputed Junius, has entirely disappeared. There is no ti’ace of any 
monument on the solitary Ganjam coast to Alexander Maerabie, the devoted 
brother-in-law and adherent of Francis, an even better claimant to the authorship 
of “ WoodfaH’s letters. ’ A son-in-law of de Quinoey lies buried at Madras in the 
person of Colonel Baird Smith of the Bengal Engineers. Two of Addison’s brothers, 
one a Governor of Madras, the other a free merchant, died at Fort St. George. 

It was the inheritance of the Governor’s fortune that enabled the essayist to bring . 
off his marriage with the Dowager Countess of Warwick, the “ Chloe” of Holland 
House with whom he had so long been in love. A son of Charles Dickens, 
for whom a cadetship had been procured on the Bengal establishment, finds a last 
resting place in Calcutta. His godfather, Walter Savage Landor, in England paid 
the tribute of verse to Rose Aylmer, who came out to her uncle, a Judge of the 
Supreme Court at Fort William, and died therein her twenty-first year “in the 
bloom of youth and in the possession of every accomplishment that .could gladden 
or embellish life.” The same, writer in his “ lines to Theodosia Garrow,” the 
kinswoman of Anthony Trollope, celebrates a near relative of British Nabob's, of 
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whom three repose in the cemetery beside the Cooum. Madras itself is not 
without a poet. In 1803 John Leyden, m.d., of St. Andrew’s arrived on the 
Coromandel Coast as Assistant Surgeon and ended his life at Java, in 1811, bewailed 
by Scott and Malcolm. Another well-remembered lament is that of Matthew 
Arnold over his brother in the Punjab Educational Service, the author of “ Oakfield 
or Fellowship in the East,” who died at Gibraltar, on his journey home, and 
sleeps off his sorrows there beside “ Lucknow ” Kavanagh. South India has as 
many classic memories in her birth places-as in her death places. Those who have 
read Lawrence Stormy and remember his heroine Eliza of the Sentimental Journey, 
the pure and sprightly Eliza with all her refined tastes and elegant accomplishments, 
will marvel to call to mind that it was in no more magnificent city than Anjengo 
that Elizabeth. Draper, nde Sclater, was born in 174 k Nineteen years passed and 
Tranquebar, the Queen of the Coromandel Coast, gave birth to Catherine Noel 
Werlee, “ cette rare et nonchalante beautd indienne,” destined to bewitch historical 
characters of high renown. Half a century later at Hyderabad in the Deccan was 
born Kitty Kirkpatrick, the heroine of one romance and the offspring of another. 
Other names there are that have made history as well as literature. More than one 
mouldering monument testifies to the men of the eoast army who fell fighting the 
battles of the Carnatic under Lawrence and Clive and Dalton and Draper. Our 
public highways are strewn with broken-down memorials to others who died on 
the march and made the roadside their resting place. Nor were all these heroes 
Englishmen. Upon Seringapatam tombstones may be read the foreign names of 
De Meuron’s Regiment and its officers, names which have disappeared so long ago 
from the Army List that few of us know now-a-days that such a corps of Switzers 
ever formed part of our army during twenty most eventful years of India’s Military 
history. Even in the paths of peace there are notabilities : the great and good 
Munro; Governors Morse, Ward, Adam, Lords Pigot and Hobart; Bishops Oorrie, 
Deal try and Caldwell; missionaries like Swartz, Ziegenbalg, Noble and the Jesuit 
Beschi; artists of the calibre of Colonel Swain Ward, Lieutenant Payne and the 
miniaturist Casselli; surgeons like Anderson, Harris, Griffith and Pasley, worthy 
followers of the succession which began with Hamilton, Boughton and Hoi well and 
has produced in our own day warriors such as Brydon and writers such as Busteed; 
General Carnac, Clive’s colleague at Plassey, whose wifels portrait by Reynolds adorns 
the Tate Gallery; the DeMorgans, father and son; Binny, Parry and DeMonte, 

* founders of the three great merchant houses of Madras ; the Palmers and Rumbolds 
of Hyderabad, and a host of others. The Civil Service is well represented by young 
Lushiugton, Heber’s companion on his tour in Upper India; by a Roebuck, uncle of 
the Sheffield reformer; by F. W. Ellis, whose unassisted scholarship is so warmly 
praised by Burnell, the Prince of paiasograpbists; by Josiah Webbe , by Rous Peter 
“ the- Pandyan ” ; and by a multitude of once potent civilian names. Then was 
the Augustan age of John Company; and among its ruling families rah some of 
the bluest blood in the three kingdoms. Englishmen of birth were indeed no rare 
exceptions in India a hundred years ago. The most noteworthy feature in the 
Allahabad graveyard was a broken column over the resting place of a FitzClarence, 
brother of the Earl of Munster, and son of his Majesty King William, the Fourth. 
An old Bengal Civil List counts no less than nine baronets and eleven younger 
sons of peers in its ranks. The annals of the Indian Civil Service have yet lo be 
written; but to their chronicler the “Book of the Dead” is likely to prove a 
genealogical?.paper of more than ordinary importance. 
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4. As the oldest European presidency, Madras is exceptionally rich in memo¬ 
rials of other Western nations than our own. The Portuguese entered India as 
far back as 1498 with (as has been said) the sword in one hand and the crucifix 
in the other; but their inscriptions are very few. If we except the epitaphs at 
Goa, San Thom4 and Cochin, no monuments to the contemporaries of Camoens are 
traceable. The Cochin slab, dated 1524, recently disinterred near the new Port 
office, is apparently the oldest 'memento mori of this nation in the peninsula. The 
Luz tablet is older, but it commemorates, not a death, but the foundation of a 
Church to our Lady of Light, perhaps the Madre de Deos from whom the word 
Madras i3 sometimes fancifully derived. At Colombo in 1898 an even more 
ancient stone was turned up near the old breakwater, bearing the Lusitaniaii arms 
and the date 1501. It seems probable that in India, as in Ceylon, Portuguese 
monuments were destroyed wholesale by the Dutch. There is the recorded testi¬ 
mony of an early Dutch writer Saar that those at Jaffna were broken into pieces 
by the. sailors with sledge hammers. In the south of the peninsula, Mylapore 
Cathedral and the Franciscan Church, at Cochin contain the best collections. For a 
long time a Cochin stone bearing the name “ Vasco ” was regarded as commemo¬ 
rating Vasco da Gama’s death, which occurred there in 1524, until the slab was 
properly examined by the late Bev. A. F. Sealy of Ernakulam College. But 
although the relics of their race may be few, the influence, of Portugal upon 
Southern India was very marked, and it has contributed to the speech of to-day 
Avords that are in hourly use from Calcutta to Peshawar. The boat call of con¬ 
verted fishermen on the cote de la Pecherie is still “ Javier, Javier,” though the cry 
has been less romantically interpreted as a corruption of the Hindustani “ Jahiye, 
Jahiye.” At one time Portuguese threatened to become the lingua franca of the 
Malabar and Coromandel Coasts, and as late as 1776 we find the epitaph of Danish 
Maderup at Tranquebar composed in that tongue. This circumstance takes us hack 
to a period when Tranquebar Missionaries preached in a periwig in Portuguese, 
and read from their prayer books an “ orapao por a illustrissima Companhia da India 
Oriental.” The altar text in their little church is written in Portuguese and the 
next village on the road to Karikal is called “ la grande Ald6e,” aldea being 
Portuguese for village. A favourite Quietorium of the “ naturals de Madras- 
tapatam ” was at St. Thomas’ Mount, where it is recorded that one lady wished tp 
be buried on the steps leading to the summit, because there the devout passer-by 
might read her epitaph and in his charity pray for the peace of her soul. 

5. Mention of the Mount leads on to mention of the Madras Armenians, whose 
earliest inscriptions are found there. These merchants from Persia are a practi¬ 
cally extinct colony now-a-days ; but their little cemeteries are a witness that they 
once had a share in the commerce of the settlement. They settled perrimnently at 
Madras in the year 1666, and from 1688 are found in the service of the Company, 
who, for reasons of economy, had issued orders that, instead of multiplying European 
agents in India, Asiatics should be employed. In Madras the most, notable 
“ Armeniorum fautor” is Coja Petrus Uscan, the builder of the Marmalong bridge 
in 1726, whose documents regarding the Uscan charity are still to be seen in 
the Saidapet Collector’s office. He lies interred at Vepery and the superlatives 
on his epitaph testify to his numerous virtues. The church of his countrymen 
in Armenian street, Black Town, was erected in 1772 on the site of an old burial 
ground and replaced a demolished place of worship on'the Esplanade which dated 
back to some sixty years earlier. Several of its pavement graves, such as the family 
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vault of Sliameer Sultan, are very remarkable. One slab within its recess bears 
the name of the Rev. Arratoon Shumavon, “ by the grace of God a priest from 
Shiraz” and printer of the first known Armenian journal. In Fort St. George, at 
Masulipatam and Negapatam, are other slabs with metrical verses in Latin and the 
vernacular. The Armenians have ever been a purely commercial people in this 
country. They built no cities and carved out for themselves no empire; but to 
England they have rendered services which deserve remembrance and are fitly 
chronicled in Mr.MesrovbJ. Seth’s “ History of the Armenians in India.” Their 
most remarkable tombstone is set not in the East, but at St. Denis in the West. 
“ Vy gist le tr&s noble et tres excellent Prince Lyon de Lusignan, quint roy latin 
du royaume d’Armenie qui rendit I’&me a Dieu a Paris le xxix jour de Novembre 
1’ an de grSce mcgcxiii.” 

6. Of all the European powers that held sway in India, none more genuinely 
felt and observed the culte des morts than the Dutch. In his famous essay on 
the Tombs in Westminster Abbey (Spectator, No. 26), Addison has remarked on 
this characteristic: and Pepys’ Diary contains a similar comment. Their regal 
mausoleums at Surat long ago attracted the attention of travellers like Dr. John 
Fryer (1682) and Ovington (1689); the latter of whom mentions a custom main¬ 
tained by Dutchmen in his day of celebrating convivial feasts over the tomb of 
a toper of facetious memory where, “remembering their departed companion, they 
sometimes forgot themselves.” Of their disused cemeteries in South India, the 
Pulicat graveyard, which has a well-preserved lychgato of 1656 flanked by two 
stanuing stone skeletons, is the most remarkable. Over one of its oldest graves 
may oe seen inscribed the letters V.O.C. ( V ereenigde Oostendische Compagnie), the 
familiar monogram of the Netherlands United East India Company. On another 
slab is a pictorial representation of the Fort of Casfcel Geldria, which Air. Rea has 
reproduced in his volume of facsimiles. The'Dutch stones here and elsewhere 
were elaborately carved by matselaars or masons, who graduated in their profession 
before coming out to India, and handed down much of their skill to Hindoo 
craftsmen. The only European relic at Cape Comorin is an imposing granite 
block to the perpetual honour of a faithful Dutch factor. At Porto Novo the 
bas-relief over the grave of Matthys Pfeiffer’s wife gives a perfect picture of an 
eighteenth century piper playing on a recorder and dressed in a long-flapped coat 
with old fashioned stockings and shoes and armed with a rapier. Further north at 
Bunder is the figure of a bygone mynheer wearing a three-cornered hat of the 
kind in which Gulliver is usually represented, and closely resembling the famous 
European head in one of the upper niches of the Tanjore temple. In Wolfon- 
dahl s Church at Colombo are the state tombs of deceased Governors of thaf< island, 
ornamented with heraldic emblems of the highest degree of excellence. Pieces of 
quaintly sounding rhyme are often added; and the structures themselves are more 
than emblematic of the words of the sculptors that they will endure to the 
“ laaste opstaanding.” 

7. After Dutch settlements it is proper to speak of French; for the two 
nations lived close together. No trace can now be found of any tombs to the 
pioneers of French enterprise in India, though a broken Tamil tablet in the 
precinct of St. Mary’s, Madras, records the name of a native Christian founder 
of the Poudiclifiry Company. Several of the English gravestones brought from 
the esplanade burial ground bear marks of the English cannon balls which helped 
to keep Daily out of Fort St. George in 1758. But the only extant memorial to 
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a Frenchman of that period is Bussy’s little known grave opposite Pondichery 
Cathedral. Of the captains courageous who later sought service in the armies of 
native princes, many died in India. Charles Babel, dit Zephyr, general to the 
forces of Basalat Jung, was buried at Guntoor in 1770 and has those letters 
commendatory over his headstone : “ Cheri de Fortune et favori.de Mars, La Vicfcoire 
suivit partout ses dtendards; D’Hercule il dgala les travaux et la gloire, Mais une 
mort trop cruelle a trornpe riotre esppir.” A still more famous soldier of fortune 
is Raymond, the eponymous hero of the Nizam’s Myseram (Monsieur Raymond) 
Regiment. He sleeps on a lonely eminence outside Hyderabad where the anniver¬ 
sary of his death is still celebrated by Mahomedans. Further south at Udayagiri 
is the family vault of Eustache .De Launoy, who drilled the defenders of the lines of 
Travancore and may well have been a relation of the Governor of the Bastille. Even 
Bamnad, at the very end of the peninsula, possesses the grave of Manuel Martin/, a 
condottiere like de Boigne from Savoy, whose kindly eccentricities in his old age are 
amusingly recorded in the military reminiscences of Colonel Welsh. And here and 
there, as at Tummeracode in the Palnad, are the scattered sepulchres of adventurers 
who have left no other memorials of themselves than that they died there. 

8. Cemeteries to-day are the only witness that there ever was a Danish East 
India Company. Tranquebar has become even more of a city of the dead than 
Serampore in Bengal ; and is famous solely for its missionaries. No less than seven¬ 
teen of these Halle magisters lie buried in its graveyards, and pious hands annually 
repaint the letters on their tombs. There rests Ziegenbalg, the father of Protestant 
missions in India, who died in harness at the early age of 85. There Swartz began 
the career which ended at Tanjore in 1798. There it was that Rottler, Gericke 
and Kiernander laid the foundations of their reputation. In latter days, the seniors 
of the mission turned their attention to scientific research, and this brought 
them wide celebrity even in Europe. An even more eminent name than theirs in 
science is that of the Frenchman Jacquemont, who was cut off like Csoma de Korbs 
in the land of his sojourning. The French Academy conveyed home his remains in 
1881, thus exemplifying the motto over Claude Lorraine’s tomb in the Church of 
Trinita dei Monti at Rome; “ La nation framjaise n’oublie pas ses enfants cel&bres, 
m6me quand ils sont mbits a 1’dtranger.” At Tranquebar two celebrated laymen 
found their last home: Colonel Mhhldorf, from whose veins the blood-royal of 
Denmark has flowed into several Madrassi families; and Sundt, whose sister 
became the wife of Bliicher’s brother. 

9. The Hebrew cemetery in Mint street ana the Beth-haim of the white Jews 
at Cochin preserve the epitaphs of another interesting community. America, which 
gave to India Ochterlony and Alexander Gardner, who lived for many years as 
a fighting Afghan chief, is represented in southern districts by a Bellary cotton- 
planter and a commandant of Ganjam pensioners ; Italy, the mother-country of 
Avitabile, Ventura and the Filoses, by Constantine Bescbi and Nicolao Manned, 
though the latter’s gravestone at San Thomd is wanting ; Greece by a seventeenth 
century Sindbad whose monument has found its way to the presidency Museum. 
Foreigners of every nationality occur in the old East India Company’s service. In 
1764, remarks Niebuhr (father of the historian), its army possessed Polish, Swiss, 
Dutch, and German officers. Among those buried in Madras are Count de Warren 
and Baron von Kutzleben; wflile the Bengal Native Infantry once contained the 
name of Captain Georges Francois Grand, afterwards a Writer and the first husband 
of the future Princesse de Talleyrand. 
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10. That “peculiar people,” the Huguenots, sent no inconsiderable contribu¬ 
tion to the ranks of South Indian notabilities. The Carnacs, Cliardins, Torrianos, 
Trapauds, Mangins, Cauliers, Amsincks and DeVi. 3 mes were, all members of refugee 
families. Of these, the .Carnacs became such a power in the country that according 
to a popular saying they were credited with being the origin of the name 
Carnatic. Lord Pigot had Huguenot blood in his veins through his mother 
Frances Godde, tirewoman to the Queen, who is misspelt in the Baronetages as 
Goode. Another Governor of Fort St. George, Charles Smith, was the descendant 
of a Huguenot emigrant Lefevre, who took the name of Smith (faber). 

11. The literature of the tombstone may often be turned to capital account. 
Unlike the paper of the record-room, these massive slabs, with their thick lettering, 
are practically indestructible, if they but succeed in escaping the privy paw- of the 
native dhoby. For example, the Pulicat inscriptions are first hand contemporary 
authority towards the yet unwritten history of the Netherlands Company. Many 
an exact merchant inscribed his pedigree on his gravestone; and such statements 
of fact are important to genealogists. Some there are that have left more than a 
name behind them. Lawson’s Bay, Vizagapatam, perpetuates the memory of a 
“country captain” of local renown. Robert Sloper, who rests at Tranquebar 
among the missionaries, founded Sloper street, Cuddalore, and there his wife Kitoria 
reposes. One chief of a settlement “ though without the wealth of a Governor, was 
rich in the real worth of a man.” Others, like Paul Benfield and Mr. Snodgrass 
of Rambha, tasted more literally of the fruit of the pagoda tree. At Surat the 
Latin hexameters over Christopher Qxenden (1659), that most brotherly of brothers, 
tell us more of the factory life of our predecessors than many pages of history. 
“Doyou ask, my masters, what is your profit and loss? You have gained sorrow, 
he has lost his life, but per contra let him write * death to me is gain.’ ” Often 
the cause of dying is described with old-fashioned quaintness. “ 1793, August 
14th,” records Asiaticus, “ Mrs. Agatha Andrews. She died of pure sensibility.” 
At Guntoor a young civilian fell a sacrifice “to the incautious use of castor-oil 
nuts.” At Arnee two commanding officers departed this life “most suddenly” 
by reason of duels. At Negapatam lies a fond wife “ whose soul, perfect in all 
earthly ordained virtue, departed at the early call of its guardian author for its 
next assigned function in his eternal Kingdom.” At another place an eminent 
lady’s “ smile was the beam of benevplence, her heart the soul of sympathy, and 
the uniform complacency of her temper illumined her countenance with the 
blended ray of sensibility and virtue.” Even in their epitaphs do our ancestors 
give ns a taste of their quality. 

12. In the following pages, notes have been added, wherever possible, for the 
information of the reader. A. number of these are by Mr. H. E. A. Cotton. 
Assistance has also been obligingly rendered by (amongst others) Rev. H. Jensen; 
Father van de Westelaken and Mr. R. Morris, Collector of Kistna ; Rev. A. M. 
Teixeira; Mr. M. J. Seth; and Mr. H. LeFanu. The late Mr. A. T. Pringle, the 
Rev. Frank Penny and Mrs. Frank Penny have kindly read the proofs and made 
many valuable suggestions. The full names of officers, whose initials alone appear 
on their tombstones, have been traced, wherever possible, from old Army Lists. 
The index has been prepared by Mr. E. Gaudoin and Mr. Coombes. Thanks are 
due to Mr. R. Hill and Mr. T. Fisher for the careful printing of the work.

Aaron Baker was the first President and Governor of Fort 
St, George. H» arnved from Bantam by the Roebuck on 
September. 1st, 1652. From the original correspondence 
collection m the India Office, 2274, and 2294, the Roebuck 
appears to have left England uttc end of 1651, quitting the 
Isle or Mr ight on Deoemb r 30th and clearing the Land’s 
Ena on January ist, 1651-2. She passed the Cape on April 
22nd, 1652, came m eight of Java on June 17th, and anchored 
m Bantam Beads on June 26th. H aving embarked President 
Baker, she sailed again on the Wet. July, and reached 
Madras on September 1st, 1652 The date is confirmed by a

He had been Agent of Madras before it was raised to a Presi¬ 
dency under Baker in 1652. There is a dooument of that 
year signed “ President Aaron Baker, Agent Henry Greenhill 
and William Gurney. v ’ He was one of the first settlers in 
the Fort and built a house of his own on the river bank 
known as Agent Greenhill’s House. See Mrs. Frank Penny’s 
History of Fort St. George,” from which much of the 
information in the following notes has been borrowed.

[No age 
mentioned.]

Here lyeth the body of Nathaniel Foxcroft, son of George 
Foxcroft, Agent and Governor in Port 8t. George. He was 
borne into this world the 6th of September 1635 and trahs** 


blessed. Prov. 10. 7. The righteous shall be in everlasting 
remembrance. Ps. 112. 6. 

George Foxcroft was appointed Agent and Governor on the 
resignation of Sir Edward Winter,’ and took over charge of 
the factory in June 1665. In the following September, he 
was forcibly deposed by Winter and kept in imprisonment, 
together with his son Nathaniel, for three years. The 
Directors, on receiving news of what had occurred, sent out 
Commissioners with a formidable armament of ships and 
.instructions to blockade the Fort. But Winter yielded up 
peaceable possession. Foxcroft was released and reinstated 
on the 22nd August 1668. and remained in office until 1670, 
when he was relieved by Sir William Lang-home. His son, 
Nathaniel, died just as they were on the point of leaving 
India together. An investigation was held into the conduct 
of Sir Edward Winter, who was exonerated but ordered 
to return home on one of the Company’s ships. Winter 
died in England in 1685 and is buried ifc St. Mary’s Church, 
Battersea. * 

Here lieth the body of John Auger, who departed this life, 
in the 54th year of his age, on the 9th of February Anno 
Domini 1679-80.] 

This is the oldest inscription preserved in ITrquhart’s “Oriental 
Obituary ” (1809) of those which have since disappeared. 
They are denoted in the following pages by square brackets. 

lore lyes interred the body of Joseph Hynmers who served the 
Rt. llonble English East India Company several years as 
second in council of Fort St. George, in which situation he 
departed this life on the 28th of May 1680.

Catherine, the widow of Joseph Hynmera, married Eliha Yale 
(Governor of Fort St. George from July 25th, 1687, to 
October 23rd, 1692), of whom it is recorded on his tombstone 
in Wrexham churchyard (July 18th, 1721) that he was 
“ born in America, in Europe bred, In Afrit- travel’! and iu 
Asia wed.” By this marriage there was one son, who died 
an infant, and three daughters: the eldest married 
Dudley North, of the family whioh later produced the 
famous Lord North and the present Earls of Guildford; 
the second, Anne, married a younger son of the first Duke 
of Devonshire; and the youngest, Ursula, died unmarried 
in 1721 a few days after her father at the family seat of 
her sister Lady Anne Cavendish in Bucks. The line of 
direct descendants of Elihu Yale terminated in 1829 with 
the death of his great grandson Dudley Long North, who 
had reached some distinction as a member of Parliament 
and a friend and companion of Dr. Johnson, and is therefore 
embalmed in the pages of Boswell. He was the donor to 
Yale College of Enoch Zeeman’s portrait of Governor Yale 
Pointed in London 1717. ' ’ 

Eis first wife Elizabeth died February 34th, 1682, his second 
wife Elizabeth died August 15th, .1687, and his son diod 2nd 
September 1688, a year old. 

A fragment to the memory of the first and second wires of 
Henry Alford. He married Elizabeth Mellish November 
10th, 1681: she died a year later and in February 1683 he 
married Elizabeth Lott. She died in August 1687. In 
1688 he married a third wife, Elizabeth Brereton. Alford 
who was a company’s servant, died in May 1692, and his 
widow married Mathew Empson the following year. Enip- 
son was in council with Thomas Pitt, Governor from July 
7th, 1698, to September 18tli, 1709. Pitt was succeeded by 
Gulston Addison, the brother of the essayist, who died at 
. Madras in the following mouth. No trace of bis grave 
remains, nor of his brother’s Lancelot Addison, fellow of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, who came out with a licence to 
trade as a free merchant and was buried in the Fort Cemeterv 
in August 1710. 3

cracked, probably from the effects of a cannon bail when the 
Fort guns were turned on the cemetery against the French. 
Another broken stone bears the date 1684 and this inscrip¬ 
tion: “ Mouse Mayo aetaris.sure nxxxiii, alter verb anno 
salutis mdclxxxiv Ootobris xn aetatis sure i.xxxv transacts 
in hoc presidio nn. Requiescant in pace.” ClarkeV, widow 

married the Venetian Nicolao Manucci, who died at San 
rhomb about 1709, aged 74. Manucci lived at Madras from 
1686 till his death. He had had a varied career as stow¬ 
away, Artillery captain to Prince Dara and physician.

Elizabeth, which she bore to her former husband, Charles 
Proby; and Anne and Thomas, the only children she bore to 
her last husband, Thomas Lucas. 

Lucas became a member of Council, June 9th, 1683. At the 
proclamation of “ our dread sovereign King ” James II, 
August 13th, 1685, “a troop was commanded and led by the 
President (Gyfford). Mr. Thomas Lucas, Cornet, and the 
rear was brought up by Mr. Elihu Yale.” Dorothy Lucas 
was the sister of George Toman o (No. 112). She married 
first Charles Proby the heir of Sir Peter Proby. Her boh, 
\\ illiam Proby, c*mo out to Madras in tbe Company’s service, 
was discharged and married Frances Gray (see No. 27). 
William Proby returned to England as heir to the Proby 
estates, taking two children with, him, John and Editha. 
Editha married Sir John Osborne. John Proby became, 
M.P. for Huntingdon. He manied Jane, daughter of John, 
iiret Lord Gower, and had issue John, who became Baron 
Carysfort of Carysfort, Go. Wicklow. His son Jon n Joshua 
was created Earl of Carysfort in 1789. 

Here lieth the body of Diana, daughter of John and Elizabeth 
Styleman, who was born the 28th October Anno Dorn. 
1684, and dyed the 3rd March 1685/6. 

It was to John Styleman, Secretary at the East India House, 
that Governor Pitt wrote in December 1704, “ The Potation 
Government in Bengal ’tis become the ridicule of all India, 
both Europeans and Natives.” Katherine Scarlett was this 
little child’s godmother. 

Job, the son of John Haines and Mary his wife, who was born 
the 30th of December 1685, and died [April 16th, 1687]. 

The stone is a fragment. Haines died, at Port St. David, and 
in 1712 his estate was administered for the benefit of his 
children by Pobert Heriot, his son-in-law, who had married 
Elizabeth Haines, June 29th, 1710.

24 ; Samuel Wales, the Father, Merchant and late Chief of 
Madapollam, died October 3.] 

This tombstone is no longer extant. TJrquhart mentions it, and 
mi spells the name Wates.

Madras, and also of his mother, who for love of her only 
child had come from India to he buried beside him. The 
mother was Mrs. Pavia, a Portuguese Jewess. Yale’s mam- 
age at Madras is the first recorded in the Registers. U Elihu 
Yale and Catherine Hinmera, relict of Joseph Hinmera, 
were married by the Rev. Mr. Richard Portman, minister, 
given in marriage by the Right Worshipfuil StrenBham 
Master, Esq., Govr., Henry Oxeden and John Willeox, 
Bridemen; Catherine Barker and Tryphena Ord, Bride, 
maids.

Job Charnoek’s children. Aug. 19th, 1689. Mary, Eliza- 
beth and Katherine, daughters of Job Charuocb, baptized 
by J. Evans; Francis Ellis, godfather; Ann Seaton and 
Margery Heathfield, godmothers.” Mary Charnock married 
Sir Charles Eyre, the first President of Fort William, and 
is buried beside her father in the Charnock mausoleum 
Calcutta, February 19th, 1696-7. Elizabeth married 

William Bowridge, and survived in Calcutta till 1763 . Her 
husband died in 1724. Katharine, the youngest, became the 
wife of Jonathan White, a Bengal factor, and died in child¬ 
birth, January 21st, 1700, aged 21. She lies in the Charnock 
. mausoleum and is there described as “ Toil uaKamrm: .Tobi 
Cliarnoek filia natu minima.” 

Hero both interred the body of Robert Freeman, Merchant, 
sometime Chief of Metchlepafam, and afterwards of Council 
in tins place, in which situation he deceased, tho 7th dav of 
February 1688. '

Hero lyes interred ye body of Richard Browne, Esq., who 
served ye Et. Rouble Compy. many y ©ares' Chief© for their 
affaires in Yiza^apatnam and departed this life the 26th of 
January Anno Domini 169 f. 

[Here lies interred the body of Elizabeth Gostlin, wife of 
Captain Armjger Gostlin and sister to John Styleman, who 
departed this life April 23rd, A.D. 1691.J 

John Styleinan was in Council in 1694. On February 28th,1688, 
he gave his sister in marriage to Armiger Gostlin, who in 
1667 was commanding- the Company’s Ship James. There 
was a Francis Gostling, a writer, among the Black Hole 
victims. Armiger Gostlin married secondly Lucy Morrow, May 
3rd, 1692. His parents were Simon Gostlin and Mary 
Warner, nee Arinin ger. 

Here lyeth interred the body of Anne, wife to Francis Sis a ton, 
Captn. of the granadiers of ye garrison, who having brought 
into yo world a daughter named Frances did herself in 9 days 
after depart out of it, viz., on the 16 May, 1691, to the great 
regret of her surviving husband for the loss of so deserving a 
wife. With her lie also interred two of her children, a sdn and 
a daughter, viz., Elihu and Frances, who deceased 3rd May 
1691 and 7th May 1692. 

Coat of Arms with the Motto (( Hazard vet Forward.’ 9 Seaton 
succeeded James Bett as Captain of the guard in 1692. He 
was a turbulent character, and was suspended by Governor 
Thomas Pitt in 1704. He then turned against Pitt and 
etarted the famous Story of the diamond, which led to Pitt’s 
recall. Elihu Yale stood godfather to Seaton’s son Elihu. .

John Pitt married Sarah Wavell as his second wife, August 
15th, 1692. The Registers give the name of the deceased as 
John Waved. 

P.M.S. Piero lies interr’d ye body of Capfr. Anthony 
Williams, a Britton. A person respected in his life for his 
true courage, honour and integrity. He dyed the 8th of 
November 1691.

Here lies interred ye body of Mr. Thomas Gray, J uner. who 
served ye Rt. Honblo Compy. some ycares in quallity of one 
of ye Worpl. Councill in this place and departed this life 
Aug. 6th Anno Doma 1692, being the 23 yenre of his age. 

He married Frances English at the Mount, July 28th, 1690, 
John Evans being the minister, and Elihu Ynle “ father ” 
to the btide. After his death his widow married William 
Pxoby (see No. 10). 

[Here lieth interred the body of Mr. James Wheeler, Merchant 
and one of the Councilors of this place, who departed this 
life August the 28th, Anno Domini 1693, aged 37 years.] 

He was accidentally poisoned by surgeon Samuel Brown, (No. 31) 
who handed in the following letter to President Higginson ; 
“ Honorable Sir, 1 have murdered Mr. Wheeler, by giving 
him arsenic. Please to execute justice on me the malefactor, 
as I deserve.” Wheeler’s marriage to Tryphena Ord is one of 
the earliest recorded in the registers; “ 21st July 1681, 
Win. Gyfford, Esq., Govern or, Josiah Andrews, Vincent Say on, 
bridemen, Eliza Mellish and Bridget Trenchtleld, brldemaids.” 
He married secondly Frances Russell, December 1st, .1686 ; 
his first wife and her little son Ordonieus having died at 
Madapollam in 1682 (see No. 1197), 

Here lies interred ye body of Mr. Peter Large, Merchant, who 
having lived 89 years in India, departed this life March 29th 
1694 in the 70th year of his age.

Here lieth int err’d the body of Samuel Brown, who departed 
this life July 15th 1695, together with his father and mother 
Samuel Brown and Ann, afterwards Foqoet, deceased, the 
former December 21st 1698, the latter September 1st 1715; 
with them lieth also intern d the body of Charles Long, by 
Elizabeth his wife, their sister and daughter. He died June 
the 5th 1720. 

Samuel Brown was a surgeon who accidentally poisoned Mr. 
James Wheeler. He married Ann Baker, June 28th, 1688. 
TL& collections of dr it d plants,which lie sent home to England, 
are desciibed in the Philosophical Transactions of 169S and 
1703, and now ferm part of the herbarium of the British 
Museum. In 1700 his widow married J ohn Foquet, a Member 
of Council Charles Long was Chaplain of the Fort from 1713 
to 1721, when he returned to England. Mrs. Long was the 
lad}' who as Elizabeth Brown brought an action for breach 
of promise against Captain Henry Cornwall, Commander of 
the Sherborne, in 1711.

i * Governor Pitt and the Council, with all the inhabitants and 
a company of soldiers, accompanied the corpse to the burying 
place, when the soldiers fired three volleys and afterwards 40 
great guns were discharged.” Beard is called the brother 
of John Pitt, Consul at Masulipatam, perhaps through 
Pitt’s first wife Elizabeth Northey.

Brabourn was Commodore of Anjengo, wh ere he buried his 
first wife Deborah in 1704 (see No. 1480). He married 
secondly Ann Bright, June 26th, 1705. In 1708 he was 
appointed Provisional Governor of Madras in case of the death 
or absence of Gulston Addison, brother of the Essayist. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Edward Montague succeeded as Governor 
on Addison’s death (October 17th, 1709). 
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Hero lyeth interred the body of Carolina Btjrniston, relict 
of John Burniston, Esq., deceased, sometime Deputy Governor 
of jo Island, Bombay, who departed this life the 3rd day 
of July 1708; also two of her grandsons, viz., John, son of 
Will.

Under Gayer, Waite and Aislabie—that is from 1694 to 1715—

and Sir John Golds borough were visitors of this hind. The 
Bombay Governors had visitation powers along the West 
Coast. 

Here lyeth interred the body of Daniel Chardin, Merchant, 
inhabitant of this place, native of France, who departed, this 
life the 7th of September 1709, also Jane, his daughter, wife 
to Ohas Boone, who dyed in child bed the 28th Nov, 
1710. 

Sir John Chardin, the celebrated traveller, had three brothers, 
Daniel, Antoine and Guillaume, born in 1649, 1650 and 1651 
respectively; and a sister Charlotte, who married Jean do 
Laet and had issue. Mrs, Boone was the widow of Joseph 
Lister (No. 46): she married in July 1709 Charles Boone, 
Governor of Bombay from 1716 to 1720. In 1719 Boone 
presented a hell to Bombay Cathedral, which is still in use. 
It bears the inscription .— u Laus Deo. In usum Eccles. Ang-L 
Bomb. An. Dora. 1719, Bine charitate faeti sumus velut res 
sonans.” 

Here lyeth interred Mr. Robert Wkigiite, Merchant, third 
son of Sir Nathaniel Wkighte, some time Lord Keeper of 
the great seal to His late Majesty William the Third and to 
Hor present Majesty Anne, Queen of Great Britain, etc., 
who departed this life the 16th day of October 1709. 

Governor Thomas Pitt’s letter books say in January 1705 “ Mr. 
Wrighie is married to Mrs. Beard and the other Mr. Wrighte 
going to marry Mrs. Hurt.” On February 1st, 1706, Robert 
Wrighte married Elizabeth Hart; and their son Nathaniel 
was baptized in December 1707. His widow married William 
Jennings, June 27th, 1711, and died in childbirth in 1719, 
Sir Nathaniel Wrighte (1654-1721) was junior counsel for 
the Crown at the trial of the seven Bishops. He became 
King’s Bergeant in 1696 and succeeded Lord Somers as 
Keeper of the Great Seal. By his wife Elizabeth Aslibv lie 
had six sons and four daughters. Two of his sons were 
factors in Madras : Robert and Thomas (see No. 13). 

^Here lyeth interred the body of Catherine Nicks, wife of 
John Nicks, Merchant, some time of Council of this place, who 
departed this life the9thof December 1709: also five of her 
children, John, Isabella, Sibella, Catharine and Mary.] 

Her name is mixed up with Elihu Yale’s. “ Mrs. Nicks then 
lived with Mr. Yale at his garden-house, which she and Mrs.

Here lycth intern’d the body of Lucy - , daughter of Robert 
Fleetwood, formerly Chief of Mctchlepatam and wife of 
Gabriel Poirier, Captain Commandant in Fort St. George. 
She departed this life the 25th of October 1712, in the 48th 
year of her age. Here is also interr’d the body of Captain 
Gabriel Poirier, who departed this life the 4th day of June 
1716, in the 46th year of his age, having served the Hon’ble 
East India Company upwards of seventeen years in Military 
employs.

Tho earliest British ship to go up the Hooghly was the Falcon 
in 1679, commandect by Captain Stafford.'* John Powney, 
a sea captain, married Heron’s daughter Mary, February 
15th, 1706. Mickey’s “Gazette” records “'Deaths at 
Madras. May the 7th, 1780, Mrs. Mary Powney, upwards of 
one hundred years of age, the relict of Captain Powney 
commanding n ship out of Madras, and the oldest resident; 
there.” Mrs. Powney had seventeen children, one of whom 
was Thomas Powney, C.S., born 1721. Captain Powney was 
descended from Richard Pow ney, of Old Windsor. 

Tore lyeth ini err’d the body of Richard Higginson, son of 
Nathaniel Higginson, Esq., formerly Governor of Port St. 
George, lie dyed the 7th of June 1726 in the 82nd year of 
his age ; being then 7th in Council. He was a man greatly 
esteem’d for his integrity. 

Nathaniel Higginson, first Mayor of Madras and Governor 
(October 23rd, 1692, to July 7th, 1698) in supersession of 
Elihu Yale, married Elizabeth Richardson in May 1692, 
a few months before lie became Governor. Peter Large 
(No. 29) officiated as the bride’s “ father,” and gave her away.

Secretary. Son of Enoch Walsh and his wife Elizabeth Child 
who were married January 11th, 1690.

Hero lietli interred the body of Anne Fowke, who after 
haveing lived with her husband Randall Fowke, near twenty 
one years, with a character irreproachable, blameless and 
unspotted ; departed this life on Satturday the 3rd of August 
1734, ?eta,t 50. Likewise the body of Randall Fowke, who 
departed this life the 2nd of October 1745 aged 72 years, 
forty of which he spent in the East India Company’s service, 
and many in Council at Fort St. George, with the general 
character of an honest man. 

Fowke married Anne May, December 21st, 1713. Their son 
Joseph, born October 1716, married Elizabeth Walsh in May 
1750. Her mother, Elizabeth Maskelyne, was aunt to 
Olivo’s wife, whose brother was a civil servant. Clive’s 
marriage entry runs: ‘‘.Robert Olive, Esq., and Margaret 
Maskolyno, February 18th, 1753, by Mr. FnbriciusJ’

They profess the Catholic faith “ ex illustri 
Xerimanorum stirpe in Persia oriundi sed vera fide mac is 
laudandi” as recorded on a Calcutta tombstone. In Julfa 
they built their own church arid a Ilammam known as 
Shahriman’s Hammara. A branch of the family is settled in 
Venico. The translation of the Armenian part of this epitaph 
is as follows :—“ This is the tomb and resting place of one of 
noble birth ; his name is called Sahak, son of Khojah Zacha- 
riah, who is of the family of Shahriman of Julfa, and he was 
39 years of age when be delivered his soul to the Lord, la 
the year 1184 of the Armenian era, 6th Damab.”

“ as being well skilled in both the French and Portuguese 
languages.” lie married Susanna Catharina de Dorp ere, 
April 4th, 1725. The Richard Torriano, writer, among the 
Black Hole victims, must have been his son. Another of the 
name, Charles, was in the Madras Artillery in 1756; and 
was probably related to the Bombay officer, Captain John 
Samuel Torriano, who successfully defended Onoro against 
Tippoo in 1783. Another Torriano, William Haroourt, 
was in the Madras Civil Service, 1766 to 1807. Bis wife 
Lydia died at Negapatam, October 17th, 1795, aged 38 (No. 
1817). 

In memory of Mr. Edward Mitchell, son of — Michcll of 
Chiltern in the county of Wilts, Esq., who after having served 
the Hon bio English East India Company upwards of nine 
years departed this life on the 6th day of June 1741 in the 
28th year of his age. This monument is erected in compliance 
with his last will by his executors.

She was a schoolmistress, Ann Pye married Foss We&tcott, a 
merchant, May 3rd, 1743, and her jointure was administered 
by St. Mary’s Vestry. George Westoott, their son, died May 
8th, 1809, aged 61 (see No. 263). 

Here lyes interred the body of Noah Casamayor, who died 
September the 4th 1746, aged 45 years. 

He married, Jane 15th, 1736, .Rebecca, daughter of Captain 
.Tames Powney. and is entered in the Burial Register as 
factor and registrar of the Mayor’s Court. His son James 
Henry had a daughter Jane Amelia, who married Mr. 
(afterwards Sir) Henry Russell, Bart., in October 1808, and 
dying the same year, has a monument to her memory in the 
Fort Church (No. 338). Casamajor’s Road perpetuates the 
family name m Madras. 

Here lieth interred the body of Sophia Wynch, wife of 
Alexander Wynch, Esq., and one of the daughters of Edward 
Croke, Esq., whodepirted this life the 3rd of June 1754, N.S., 
aged 25 years. Likewise the body of Harry Wyncii son 
of Alexander and Sophia Wynch, who departed this life the 
11th of December 1754, aged one year ana eight months. 

The second daughter of Edward Croke, Governor of Fort St. 
David, and sister of the , well-known Begum Johnson (born 
April 10th, 1725, died February 3rd, 1812), who lies buried in 
St. John’s Churchyard, Calcutta, and was the great grand¬ 
mother, by her third husband, William Watts, of Lord 
Liverpool, Prime Minister of England in 1812. Alexan er 
Wynch became Governor of Madras. He married for his 
second wife Florentia Cradoclc in December 1754. She died 
September 9th, 1802, at Royd'on Hall in England (see 
(Nos. 65 and 688). 


Muriell, wife of Mr. Francis Muriell, free merchant of Fort. 
St. George. She died July 22nd 1755 in the 20th year of 
her age. 

u cd to the memory of Mr. John Palmer, late a factor in 
the Company’s Service, who by dint of industry, judiciously 
applied, with a due regard to honour and justice, raised or 
rather created from nothing, a small fortune, greater part 
of which, by his own direction, has been applied since his death 
for the relief of the poor. He departed this life on. the 2nd 
July 1701 in the 31st year of his age. His most intimate 
friends, whom he made his executors, have erected this 
monument.]

Edward Croke or Crook married Isabella Beizor on January 
16th, 1725/6. He was Governor of Fort St. David. Hickey’s 
“ Gazette ” October 14th, 1780, says “ Mrs. Crook fell out of 
her window at her house in the Fort and broke her legs. It 
is thought she will not recover.” (The same letter from 
Madras conveys a list of the officers killed, wounded and 
taken in the last battle under Colonel Baillie with Hyder.)

Coat of Arms. In 1761 he was Land Customer, Military Store¬ 
keeper, I?,entail General and Scavenger at Masulipatam. 

Nicholas Morse, Esq., once Governor of Fort St. George, aged 
72 years. 

The shield on his tomb is not a real coat of arms, but a trade 
mark, such as merchants often used. The Morse family 
were cloth makers of Dedham in Essex and had no arms. 
Nicholas Morse was the Governor alluded to by Macaulay* 
who befriended Clive and gave him the run of his library, 
thereby enabling him to acquire the only book learnino- he 
ever possessed. In 1746 he surrendered Madras to LaBour- 
donnais, and was sent to Pondicherry where, according to the 
story, he and his council were marched through the streets in 
triumphal procession. This capitulation is commemorated 
in more than one French pictorial print of the period : and 
the keys of Fort St. George were to be seen till recently at 
Pondicherry. Morse was the great great grandson of Oliver 
Cromwell, through the Protector’s daughter Bridget, who 
married Colonel Ireton. Bridget Ire ton’s grand daughter, 
Jane Lloyd, married a Morse and became the mother of 
Nicholas Daniel and three daughters. Daniel came out to 
Fort St. George in 1731, but not as a servant of the Company. 
Ho died October 6th, 1761. Nicholas arrived in India in 1718

Gilbert Pasley married Miss Hannah Dash wood September Cth, 
1778.

Barrows in the Civil Service : Edward, 1769 to 1799 ; George, 
1794 to 1838, who died at Trichinopoly; William, 179b to 
1815, who died at Fort St. George on July 16th of that year, 
aged 33 years. His slab is at the base of this monument* 
The Garrows are connected in an interesting way with the 
family of Anthony Trollope. His elder brother Thomas 
Adolphus, also an author, married in 1848 Theodosia, only 
daughter of Joseph Gairow (d.

Left nearly destitute by the death of Jiis father at an early 
age, he chose the law as his profession and went to London, 
where he became acquainted with Goldsmith, Garrick, 
Armstrong and the celebrated Mrs. Maeauley. He was 
most familiar with Mr. Laughlin McLean, the accredited 
agent of Mahomed All, Nabob of Areot, who instructed him 
in the details of the dispute between his client and the 
Company. Boyd then took up the Nabob's cause in a series 
of letters that appeared in WoodfalFs u Public Advertiser ” in 
1777, and this led to his accompanying Lord Macartney 
to Madras, as Second Secretary in 1781. Before he left 
England the Junius controversy was at its height and his 
letters to Woodfall gave rise to a widely indulged opinion 
that he was Junius. Pitt stated his strong belief iri it, and 
recounted an incident of their having jointly reported an Irish 
debate where Boyd’s account of Colonel Barry’s speech 
reminded him in spirit, point, and sarcasm so strongly of 
Junius that he always retained the conviction that the piece 
proceeded from no other pen. Boyd accompanied Sir 
Edward Hughes’ Expedition to. Trincomalee and conducted 
a mission to the King of Kandy. On bis way back from 
Ceylon he was captured by Suffrein’s fleet and imprisoned at 
tlie isle of Bourbon for several months. After his liberation 
he lived for sometime at Calcutta, but was recalled to Madras 
as Master Attendant. In 1792 he started the “Marirajs 
Courier” and in the following year projected the u Indian 
Observer,” a series of papers on morals and literature, and 
founded a weekly journal ‘ ‘ Hircarrah ” (i.e., messenger) as 
a vehicle for the essays. In spite of his Master Attendant- 
ship, which brought him 200 star pagodas a month and 
the profits of his literary work, Boyd became involved 
on account of his convivial habits and w«nt of prudence. 
In 1794 he proposed to publish by subscription an account 
of his embassy to Kandy, and had actually, begun the 
work when ho was earned off by an attack of fever. His 
claims to a place in the History of English literature rest 
very much on the assumption, maintained by Almon and by 
George Chalmers, that he was the veritable Junius. It is 
remarkable that he never contradicted this conjecture. 
Letters reached him addressed ‘Junius Boyd, Esq.,” and 
a copy of Junius superbly bound was kept upon his table, 
with its pages filled with pencil marks and references to 
living names and characters. In 1767 he mimed Miss 
Frances Morphy, and on the death of his maternal uncle 
assumed the uame of Boyd. His Tombstone has now dis¬ 
appeared ; but TJrquhart devotes five pages of prose and 
verse to his memory. 

Olympia Elizabeth Campbell, Captain Alexander Campbell’s 
wife, of H-M.’s 74th Regiment, and sister to Sir John 
Morshead, Bart., of Trenant Park in Cornwall. She died 
at Poonamallee on the anniversary of her birth aged 38 
years, leaving a husband and five young children. 

Her husband commanded the fourth division at the battle 
of Talavera and was created a Baronet. He subsequently 
became Commander-in-Chief of the Madras Army and died, 
December ltth, 1824, aged 6 hi —vide No. 345 in the List of 
Monuments at St. Mary’s Church, Fort St. George. Airs. 
Campbell’s second daughter Isabella Charlotte married tl^e 
celebrated Sir John Malcolm, o.c.b. Her two sons fell in 
battle, the eldest at Assaye and the second at the battle of the 
Pyrenees. The baronetcy was extended by special patent to

29th, 1780, mentions that “ Stephen Popham, Esq., a member 
in the Irish Parliament and a sworn attorney of the Hon’ble 
Mayor’s Court at Madras is, we hear, appointed Private 
Secretary to Governor Whit chill” He died at Conjeeveram 
by a fall from a curricle. His wife was the daughter of Sir 
William Thomas, Bart., and died on Christmas Bay, 1787— 
vide ante , No. 160. Urquhart praises his exertions in ex¬ 
tending the cultivation of cotton at his southern farms, where 
he employed daily no less than 1,400 persons, and quotes these 
verses from the “ Madras Courier ” of November 14th, 1794 :

William Roebuck, a man of science, philanthropy and strict 
probity, who was cut off in the prime of his days, aged 36, 
beloved by all to whom he was known. This tombstone is 
placed by his affectionate brother Benjamin Roebuck. 

Benjamin Roebuck, who was in the Civil Service* (lied at 
Vizagapatam, August 13th, 1809 (No. 2(>7l). He built the 
Mint at .Madras and the public Docks at Coring#. Another 
brother Ebenezer died near Ellore, May 1807. The father 
of these three brothers was Dr. John Roebuck (1718-94), a 
well-known inventor and chemist in his day. Ebenezer was 
the father of “Teariem” Roebuck, M.P. (1801-79), the 
well-known Sheffield reformer, who was born at Madras. 
Ebenezer Roebuck was Master Attendant at Coring'**, and 
his wife, the politician’s mother, was a daughter of Richard 
Tiekell, the brother-in-law and friend of Sheridan. 

M ajor Robert Turing, aged 41. He served his country and 
the Hon’blc Company *5 years in the most distinguished 
manner, during* which period ho was present with the Coast 
army in every battle and siege of importance. 

He married Mary Taylor, nee De Morgan. Turing was Secretary 
to Government in the Military Department. A Captain James 
Turing died at Pennagaram, Salem district, July 23rd, 1793, 
and a Mr. John Turing, a Writer, son of Sir John Turing, 
Bart., at Vizagapatam, June l£fth, 1809. Another Turing 
was severely wounded in Baillie’s defeat, 1780, and was 
subsequently killed in action. 

William Sydenham, Esq., aged 49 years, Major General in 
the H.E.I.C.S. Hia worth and merits in the public stations 
of life are recorded in a monument erected to his memory by 
the officers of the corps of Artillery at St. Thomas’ Mount. 

He was Commandant of Artillery and has a monument at the 
Mount. Sydenham’s road in Madras takes its name from 
him. He married Miss Amelia Prime, November 23rd, 1776. 
His daughter Amelia died September 5th, 1782, aged ten 
days, when he was Town Major of Fort St. George. His 
second son Thomas, born 1780, an officer in the Madras 
army, was Assistant Private Secretary to Lord Morning ton. 
in 1799, Resident at Hyderabad 1806-i.O, chargd d’affaires at 
Lisbon 1811, appointed minister plenipotentiary at Lisbon on 
the conclusion of peace, but died at Geneva, August 28th, 
1816 (see No. 2277). 

James Brodie, Esq., of the Honorable Company’s Civil Service 
on the Madras Establishment. 

Born 17C9. Eldest son of James Brodie of Brodie. N.R., and 
Lady Margaret Duff (who was burnt to death at Brodie 
House in 1786), the daughter of William, 1st Earl Fife, by 
Jean, daughter of Sir James Grant of Grant. The deceased 
was drowned in the Adyor River. He married December 11th, 
1790, Ann, daughter of Colonel Storey. She married secondly 
Sir Thomas Bowser. James Brodie left two sons and four 
daughters. One son, George, of the 3rd M.L.O., died in 1826. 
The four daughters married ;—F. W. Russell, B.C.S. (see 
No. 2280); E. if. Woodcock (seeNo. 1264); CaptainPattullo 
(No. 471) ; and Colonel H. C. Cotton (No. 1122). James’ 
brother W. L>. Brodie, formerly British Consul in Spain, 
joined the firm of Tulloh, Brodie and Hally burton and died 
at Madras in 1826. Brodie Castle on the Adyar takes its 
name from the family.

u Colonel Meuron, with his family and several other passengers, 
embarked on the accommodation boat, for the purpose of 
proceeding to the Union, which lay in the roads. They had 
nearly reached the last surf, which was somewhat high, 
when the boat, as is supposed from the wind blowing at 
that period from the south, veered round and presenting her 
side to the wave, immediately filled and overset; by which 
unfortunate circumstance wo are concerned to add that 
Colonel Meuron, his daughter, a young lady of great 
worth and beauty, and Lieut. Holborn, of the 34th Regiment, 
were drowned. The body of the former only has been 
recovered and was interred with every honour suitable to the 
rank of the deceased .”—Calcutta Gazette , November 10th, !803. 

Thomas Bumbold Taylob, aged 28 years. 

Captain of the Honourable Company’s ship Glory. He was 
killed in a duel by Major Davidson, see Public Depart¬ 
ment Proceedings Sundries for 1804. 

Miss A. E. St dart, aged 33, daughter of his Excellency Lieut.- 
General James Stuart, Commander-in-Chief of the Forces. 

This General Stuart is not to be confounded with the better 
known General of the same name (d. 1793), who arrested 
Lord Pigot in 1776, and was himself arrested and shipped 
to England by Lord Macartney in 1784. He served at the ' 
sieges of Cuddalore and Seringapatam and became Com- 
rnanderdn-Chief of the Madras army in 1801. Two years later 
ho took part in the Mahratta war, Major-General Wellesley 
being then under lus orders. He returned to England in 
bad health in 180 5 and died April 29th, 1815, at the age cf 74* 
Welsh says he was much liked by the Madras army and 
went by the familiar appellation of Old Row. 

Nichol Mein, Esq., a Member of the Medical Board at this 
Presidency, aged 50 years. 

His widow Mary died at Madras, June 10th, 1818. 

Lieut.-Col. James Innes, aged 47 years, of the Honourable 
Company’s Madras Establishment, and late Commandant of 
the 2nd Battalion of the 13th Regiment, Native Infantry.

TJrquhart mentions that “ among other vicissitudes of life, 
he was captured three times and carried to the Isle of France ; 
but his manly bosom ever glowing* with patriotic fire, he 
sought every opportunity, even in captivity, of being useful to 
his country; and lie was so fortunate as to render her a very 
essential service, by being* the first person, who transmitted, 
at the hazard of his life, to our Governor-General, a circum¬ 
stantial account of the proceedings of the enemy, with a copy 
of the proclamation announcing the arrival of Tippoo Sultaim’s 
ambassadors on the island, arid the requisition of raising 
volunteers for his service. On the receipt of this intelligence 
at Bengal, the measures of the Governor-General were 
promptly adopted to frustrate the wicked intentions of our 
enemies; and which terminated finally to the honor of our 
country, to the everlasting disgrace of the French and the 
downfall of Tippoo. Captain TJrquhart was well versed in 

■ polite literature, and many of his poetical effusions have 
occasionally adorned the public prints of this Presidency.”

This epitaph is quoted by Rozario alone. A bust and model, of 
a magnifying glass which originally covered the tombstone 
have now disappeared. On the four corners of the dome the 
word Anderson appears in Tamil, Telugu, Hindustani and 
English characters. He was Physician*General and his 
name is the most distinguished in all the medical annals of 
Fort St. George. His service commenced at the siege of 
Manilla. In 1771 he came down from Yellore to Madras 
as Presidency Surgeon and remained there till his death. 
Anderson is said to have been of Swedish origin. He was an 
ardent advocate of vaccination and an enthusiastic botanist. 
He introduced the cultivation of silk into Madras, and paid 
attention to other plants of commercial value, such as the 
sugarcane, coffee plant, American cotton and European apple. 
He published a series of letters upon these topics in 1781 
(correspondence with Sir Joseph Banks) and also from 1781> 
to 1790. His monument by Chan trey is in the Cathedral.

John Best, Commissary of Stores in the E. 1. Company’s 
Madras Service, M ho died at Yepery 4th March 1821, aged 
50 years. During a military career of 30 years, by his 
bravery and integrity he acquired the friendship and esteem 
of several distinguished Generals, the approbation of the 
Government, and the rank and situation which he obtained 
in the army. In grateful remembrance of his virtues and. 
affection his widow caused the monument to bo erected. 

He was servant to Lord Harris, when the latter was Secretary 
to Sir W. Meadows, Governor of Madras ; and went by the 
name of the '‘Best ” of Johns. He led the forlorn hope at 
the storming of Seringapatam, and in reward for his gallantry 
was offered a Commission, which he refused and asked very 
wisely to be made Commissary of Stores. 

Here lieth the body of William Urqihart, projector and origi¬ 
nal proprietor of the Commercial Circulator Press, the beloved 
husband of Elizabeth, affectionate father of William Gilbert 
and Robert William Urquhart, who after an illness of 5 
months, borne with Christian fortitude, departed this life the 
20th Sept. 1821, aged 51 years. 

Compiler of the “ Oriental Obituary,” (1809), mentioned in the 
introduction. lie married Miss Harriet Bewlwy, June 13th, 
1801. 

Adam Tate Gibbons, formerly a Captain in U.K.’s 10th and 
51st Regiments, and latterly a merchant of Madras. 

Ho married, March 2nd, 1805, Eliza, daughter of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Dubois. 

Mrs. Diana C. J. Christenatj, wife of Mr. Cliristenau, Master 
of the Garrison Band at Fort St. George, aged 26 years and 
16 days. 

Christenau was a private in the Regiment de Meuron and is 
said to have been the soldier who killed Tippoo Sultan. 
Lord Yaleptia, however, after describing shortly his visit to 
Colonel de Meuron at Seringapatam in 1804, where he dined 
with the officers of the Regiment wrote : “ It is still unknown 
Avbo gave the fatal wound to the Sultaun. The invaluable 
string of pearls which ho 'wore round his neck was the prize 
of the soldier, but it lias never been produced or traced. Ho 
had been many years collecting this, always taking off an 
.. inferior pearl where he could purchase one of more value.” 
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Captain Patrick Hat, 73rd Regiment. A.D.C. to the Right 
Honourable S. R. Lushmgton, Governor of Fort St. George. 

Thomas Mainwaring, Midshipman of H.M.’s ship Java , son of 
Sir Harry Mainwaring, Bart., of Peover Hall in Cheshire, 
aged 21 years.

“ In memoriam.’’ 


A granite slab bearing this inscription was placed by order of 
the Duke of Buckingham over a grave and lead-encased coffin 
discovered in 1875 while digging the tomb of Lord Hobart 
in the church. The coffin is supposed to be that of Lord 
Pigot, who died while a prisoner in the hands of Ms Council. 
The vestry records prove that permission was given to bury 
his body in the church, He had been confined under care of 
Major (afterwards General) Matthew Horne, R.A., at St, 
Thomas’ Mount, probably in the Mess House, and was brought 
to Madras for change of air. George Pigot joined the service 
as writer in 1736. When serving at Fort St. David, he was 
sent with Olive to Trichin opoly in charge of a convoy, and both 
narrowly escaped capture. He succeeded Thomas Saunders 
as Governor in 1755 and successfully defended the city 
against Tally. In 1763 he retired upon a fortune of 40 lacs, 
and purchased an Irish peerage. He was persuaded by the 
Directors to return to Madras as Governor for the second 
time in 1775 and found himself at variance with his Council 
over the reinstatement of the Tanjore Raja. The notorious 
Paul Benfield, who, later on in his career, is credited, with 
having returned nine members to Parliament, demanded 
settlement of a claim of 23 lacs, which by a majority of seven 
to five the Council decided to he valid. Pigot thereupon 
suspended first two and then four more of his Councillors 
and ordered 1 the arrest of Sir Robert Fletcher, Commander-in- 
chief. The opposition immediately assumed the Government 
and Pigot was arrested by Colonel James Stuart on the 24th 
April 1776. He died in confinement the following May. 
He was owner of the celebrated Pigot diamond, of which 
there is a model in the British Museum. This stone was 
sold in 1819 for £30,000 to Ali Pasha, who when mortally 
wounded by Reshid Pasha (February 5th, 1822) had it 
crushed to powder in his presenco. There is a curious 
picture of Lord Pigot, signed by G. Willison, 1777, in the 
Durbar room of the Tanjore Palace. Fame is blowing a 
trumpet, which she holds with one hand, while she supports 
in the other a portrait of Pigot, Below her is a mourning 
female. On the pedestal which supports the oval frame of 
the portrait is inscribed, M Siege of Madras raised Feb. 
17th, 1759. Died May 11th, 1777.” 

In memory of Major-General Sir John Burgoyne, Bart.,, 
Colonel of His Majesty’s 23rd Regt. of Light Dragoons, 
who died September 23rd 1785, aged 45 years. 

Seventh baronet and cousin of Sir John Burgoyne, k.c.b., 
dramatist and General, who surrendered in 1777 at Saratoga. 
In 1781 he was commissioned to raise a regiment of light 
dragoons for service in India, the first European Cavalry sent 
out to that country. This corps, originally known as the 
23rd Light Dragoons, was formed out of drafts from other 
regiments. Standards, now in possession of the 19th Hussars, 
were presented to it by George III, and early in 1782 it em¬ 
barked on board the East India fleet under convoy of Admiral 
Sir R. Bickerton, and landed at Madras towards the end of 
the year. Under its changed name of the 19th Light Dra¬ 
goons it subsequently won great renown on Indian battle¬ 
fields. Colonel Floyd, father-in-law of Lady (Robert) Peel, 
was its most celebrated commander (see No. 1984),

By order of the Court of Directors of the East India Company 
to commemorate the distinguished services of the late Joseph 
Moorhoose, Esq., Lieutenant Colonel of the Coast Artillery, 
who was killed at the attack of the Pettah gate of Bangalore 
on the seventh day of March Anno Domini mdccxci. # 

Moorhonse is said to have risen from the ranks, and had greatly 
distinguished himself at the siege of Oarangooly (January 
17bl), at the battle of Porto Novo (July 1781) and at the 
siege of Cuddalore (June 1785). His services were so 
highly thought of by the Madras Government that, on 
receipt of the news of his death, the following General Order 
was published, March 22nd, 1791 : —“ Government having 
received advice of the death of Lieutenant-Colonel Joseph 
Moorhonse, who was killed in the assault of the Pettak at 
Bangalore on the 7th instant, it has been resolved as a testi¬ 
mony of respect to the memory of an officer who has served 
the Company many years with zeal, spirit and ability, that 
his remains, with the permission of the ministers and church- 
wardens, be publicly interred in the Church of Fort St. George, 
at the Company’s expense, and a marble tablet fixed over his 
grave with a suitable inscription in commemoration of his 
merits.” The monument was executed in England by 0. 
Peart. It is of white marble and represents Britannia seated 
on a lion, crowning a medallion head of Moorhonse with, 
laurel. His death at the storming of Bangalore forms the 
subject of a picture by KoKert Home, Moorkouse was 
married on October 13th, 1785, at St. Mary’s Church to 
Augusta, second and youngest daughter of the JRev. Andre 
Boisdamm His age at the time of death was 47. 


her infant son John Hobart, whose remains are here de¬ 
posited in the same grave. The doom of the affectionate 
mother was irretrievably fixed, when her child expired, and 
having struggled for a few months on account of those, whom 
she has left to deplore her loss, she departed this life on the 
7th of August 1796, in the 4lst year of her age. 

Lord Hobart, who gave his name to Hobart Towu, Tasmania, 
was Governor of Madras from 1791 to 1798. Ho married on 
January 4th, 1792, Margaretta. <!Slighter and co-heiress of 
Edmund Bourke, Esq., of TJrrey, and widow' of Thomas 
Annesley, of Innishannon, County Cork. Their daughter 
became the wife of the first earl of Ripen. In 1799 Lord 
Hobart married secondly Eleanor Eden, daughter of the 
first Lord Auck i and. Hor sister, the Hon. Emily Eden, wrote 
the well-known Letters “ Up the country ” and gave her 
name to the Eden Gardens at Calcutta. Lord Hobart’s 
portrait is in the drawing room of Government House, Madras. 


whoso life was one continued effort to imitate the example of 
his Blessed Master, employed as a Protestant missionary 
from the Government of Denmark, and in the same character 
by the Society in England tor the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge. He, during a period of fifty years, “ went about 
doing good/’ manifesting in respect* to himself the most 
entire abstraction from temporal views, but embracing every 
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I opportunity of promoting both the temporal and eternal wel- 
I fare of others. In him religion appeared not with a gloomy 
aspect, or forbidding mien, but with a graeoful form and placid 
dignity. Among the many fruits of his indefatigable labours 
was the erection of the church at Tamj ore. The savings from 
a small salary were, for many years/ devoted to the pious work 
and the remainder of the expense supplied by individuals at 
his solicitation. The Christian seminaries at Ramanadpuram 
and in the Tinnevelly province were established by him. 
Beloved and honored by Europeans, he was, if possible, held 
in still deeper revorenco by the natives of this country of every 
degree and every sect, and their unbounded confidence in 
his integrity and truth was on many occasions rendered highly 
beneficial to the public service. The poor ' and the injured 
looked upon him as an unfailing friend and advocate. The 
great and powerful concurred in yielding him the liighest 
homage ever paid in this quarter of the globe to European 
virtue. The late Hyder Ally Cawn, in the midst of a bloody 
and vindictive war with the Carnatic, sent orders to his 
officers “to permit the Venerable Father Swartz to pass 
unmolested and show him respect and kindness, for he is a 
holy man and means no harm to my Government.” The late 
J. uljajeo, Rajah of Tanjoro, when on his death-bod desired to 
entrust, to bis protecting care his adopted son Serfojee, the 
present Rajah, with the administration of all affairs of his 
country. On a spot of ground granted to him by the same 
Prince, two miles east of Tanjore, he built a house for his 
residence and made it an orphan asylum. Here the last 20 
years of his life were spent in the education and religious 
instruction of children, particularly those of indigent parents, 
whom he gratuitously maintained and instructed. .And here 
on the 13th of February 3 798, surrounded by his infant dock 
and in the presence of several of his disconsolate brethren, 
entreating them to continue to make religion the tint object, 
of their care and imploring with Ms last breath the Divine 
blessing on their labours, he closed his truly Christian career 
in the 72nd year of his age. The East India Company, 
anxious to perpetuate the memory of such transcendent worth' 
and gratefully sensible of the public benefits which resulted 
from its influence, caused this monument to be erected Arm 
Dorn. 1807. 

Swartz was one of the most devoted missionaries India has ever 
see/.. A monument by Flaxman at Tanjore represents Raja 
, Serfojee holding the dying man’s hand and receiving hi 3 

blessing. Below are the following lines composed by the 
Raja himself. They are the first attempt at English versifi¬ 
cation by a Hindoo prince (see No. 1847 ) :_ 

u Firm wast thou, humble and wise, 

Honest, ptire, free from disguise ; 

Father of orphans, the widow’s support, 

Comfort in sorrow of every sort. 

To the benighted, dispenser of light, 

Doing and pointing to that which is right, 

Blessing to princes, to people, to me; 

May I, my father, be worthy of thee ! 

Wisheth and prayeth thy Serfojee.”

Sacred to, the memory of the Eevd. Christian William 
Ge rioke. Destined to labour in a peculiar vineyard (that of 
the conversion of the natives of office) he fulfilled his sacred 
office with, primitive simplicity and purity. Worthy associate 
of the Venerable Swartz, like him, he toiled thro’ life with 
sedulous but temperate zeal, to plant in every accessible soil 
the pure spirit of Christianity. Pagans, uninstructed Chris¬ 
tians, and especially their children, were the object of his 
unceasing labour of faith and love. He was called to receive 
the eternal reward, of his patient and unwearied course of 
usefulness, in tho year of our Lord 1803. 

The monument is by Flaxman and represents Gericke teaching. 


He died at Vellore* October 2nd, 1803, and is buried in 
the family vault at Vepery. He left 1,500 pagodas besides 
valuable house property to the S.P.C.K. His daughter 
Dorothea Sophia married John Hunter, and died May 22nd, 
1796, in her 20th year (No. 533), Gericke says in his will : 
“ My greatest troubles have occurred during the last 7 years. 
My daughter Dorothea Sophia Hunter died aged 20, and my 
son Captain George Frederick aged 30 ” (at Ongole, May 
16th, 1801). Gericke’s wife was a Miss Sophia Hutteman 
(see No. 1124). 

The Reverend Archdeacon Richard Leslie, m.a., departed this 
life on the 28th day of June 1804, aged 58 years. His 
remains are interred in the burial ground of the parish and 
this monument is erected by the unanimous voice of the 
parishioners as a token of respect to his memory. He dis¬ 
charged the office of a minister in Fort St. George for more-

l\) the memory of Josiah Wkbbe, Esquire, for many years 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras, and afterwards 
Resident at the Court of Scindia, where he died the 9th of 
November 1804, aged 87 years. His mind by nature, firm, 
lofty, energetic, was formed by classic study to a f one of 
independence and patriotism not unworthy the best days of 
Greece and Rome. Disdaining the little arts of private 
influence or vulgar popularity, and erect in conscious integrity, 
lie rested his claims to public honours on public merit. An 
extensive knowledge of the Eastern languages forwarded bis 
rise to stations of high trust, where his ambition was fixed 
to exalt the honour and interests of his country . But in the 
midst of a career thus useful and distinguished, preferring 
the public weal to personal safety, he foil a martyr to an 
ungenial climate in the prime of life, beloved with fervour 
by liis friends, particularly lamented by the Governors of 
India, admired and regretted by all To his public and 
private virtues this monument is dedicated by his friends. 

A fine monument by Flaxman representing an officer, a civil 
servant, a Mahomedan and a Hindoo mourning over a 
portrait medallion of the deceased. At the base is a recum¬ 
bent tiger. “ Sree ” Webbe was the one, of most famous 
“ politicalsMadras has produced. He entered the service 
as writer in 1733 and for several years filled the office of 
Chief Secretary.

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In 1803 he was Resident at Mysore, and in 1804, Resident 
at the Court of Scindia. He died at 1 Tussangabad on the 
banks of the Nerbudda. The well-known Purnaiya, Dewan 
of Mysore, erected a monument to Web,be at Serin gapatam 
50 feet high, which is locally known as the Rana-Khambha 
or War Pillar, from having been the scene of a skirmish 
between two bodies of European troops in the mutiny of 
the Company’s army in 1809 (No. 2239).

The monument is by James Bacon, junior, and represents a 
death-bed scene. J. H. Casamaijor, Member of Council, was 
the eldest son of Noah Casamaijor and Rebecca, daughter of 
Captain John Pownev (No. 98) and was born January 3rd, 
1746. His second daughter married Mr. (afterwards Sir) 
Henry Russell, of the Bengal Civil Service, eldest son of Sir 
Henry BusseU, Bart., Chief Justice of Bengal, the uncle of 
Rose Aylmer, who died at his house in Russell Street, 
Calcutta. Of Sir Henry Russell (1783-1852), second baronet, 
who was Resident of Hyderabad in 1810, Lord Wellesley 
said that he was the most promising young man he knew. 
He married secondly in 1816 Marie Clotilda, daughter of 
Baron Motfcet, Seigneur de la Motte et de la Fontaine in 
Picardy (see No. 2199).

George Gilbert Keble, departed this life on the 25th day 
of August 1811, aged 36 years. A circle of affectionate 
friends have caused this monument to be erected to his 
memory. 

The monument is by J. Bacon, junior, and represents a figure 
of Charity with two children. JKeble entered the service in 
1794. He was for some time Secretary to Government and 
died at Cuddalore while Postmaster-Gen oral. Hie monu¬ 
ment bears masonic emblems. 


This monument was erected by the Honorable East India Com¬ 
pany to the memory of Major-General Sir Barry Close, Bart. f 
in testimony of their gratitude for his ardent zeal, and entire 
devotion to their service, equally manifested in the application 
of high Military attainments, and of profound political 
knowledge. His character derived its brightest honors from 
that union of conciliation and firmness, which after contribut¬ 
ing to terminate a successful war, was eminently displayed 
in diffusing the blessings of peace over a numerous native 
population, who without being subject to British rule, felt the 
protecting influence of British counsels in the mild adminis¬ 
tration of authority which succeeded the usurpation of Mysore. 
He departed this life April the 18th 1813, aged 56 years. 

Close entered the Indian A rmy in 1771, At the final siege of 
Seringapatam he was Adjutant-General to General Harris, 
who .stated in despatches that his successes were chiefly to be 
attributed to him. He was Eesident at Mysore till 1801, 
being then transferred to Poona, where he concluded with 
the Peishwa the treaty of Basseiu, the ultimate consequence 
of which was the destruction of the Maharatta power. He 
retired in 1811. Mounstnart Blphinstone wrote of him, 

“ I doubt whether such an assembly of manly virtues remains 
behind him. A strong, erect and handy frame, a clear head 
and vigorous understanding, fixed principles, unshaken 
courage, contempt for pomp and pleasure, entire devotion to 
the public service, formed the character of Sir Barry Close— 
a character one would rather think imagined in ancient 
Home that met within our own age and nation.” Close was 
an intimate friend of Wilks, who dedicated his history of 
Mysore to him and there describes him »s “ having mastered 
the logic, the ethics and the metaphysics of Greece through 
the medium of the Arabic and Persian languages.” The t< »wn 
of Closepett in Mysore was so called in honour of him. There 
is an engraving of this monument in Neills “ History of 
the First Madras European Begiinenl|f page 401. P is by 
Flaxman and the finest monument in the church. 


Near this place aro buried the remains of Vice Admiral Sir 
Samuel Hood, Knight of the Bath and Commander-in-Chief 
of his Britannic Majesty's ships in the East Indies, an officer 
of distinguished merit, whose great public services will live for 
ever in the annals of his country, but in the affectionate memory 
of his friends were lost in the recollection of his private virtues.

1798. In Butleigh Church, Somerset, is a very long and 
llot too felicitous epitaph upon the three Hood brothers by 
Southey, whose brother Thomas, a midshipman on board the 
Mars, had been severely wounded in the engagement. In 
1831 a column 130 feet high was erected on a hill near 
Butleigh to the memory of Sir Samuel Hood. The lines of 
Southey which refer to him are — 

“ One brother yet 

Survived, with ICeppel and with Rodney train’d 
In battles, with the Lord of Nile approved, 

Ere in command he worthily upheld 
Old England’s high prerogative. In the east, 

The west, the Baltic and the Midland Seas, 

Yea, wheresoever hostile fleets have plough’d 
The ensanguined deep, his thunders have been heard, 

His flag in brave defiance hath been seen ; 

And bravest enemies at Sir Samuel’s name 
Felt fatal presage in their inmost heart, 

Of unavertible defeat foredoom’d. 

Thus in the path of glory he rode on. 

Victorious alway, adding praise to praise ; 

Till full of honours not of years, beneath 
The venom of the infected clime he sank 
On 'Coromandel's coast, completing there 
His service, only, when his life was spent.” 

Lady Hood was a daughter of Lord Seaforth. In August 1811 
Sir Walter 8cott sent out bv her a long letter of introduction 
to his brother-in-law Charles Carpenter, then Commercial 
Resident at Cuddalore (No. 1639). 

Charles Robert Ross of the Madras Civil Service departed 
this life on the 26th of November 1816, at the early age of 
thirty-three yearn. “ But wisdom is the grey hair unto men 
and an unspotted life is old age.” He filled his station with 
dignity and honor, yet, humbly exercised himself “ to have 
alway a conscience void of offence toward God, and toward 
men,” charitable, benevolent, frank and generous, his breast 
glowed with universal philanthropy. He was a dutiful son, 
an affectionate brother, a sincere friend : an unspeakable kind¬ 
ness flowed from his heart, regulated his actions, and inspired 
reciprocal good-will. In his public and private affairs, 
integrity was his guide, aud while he did justice to his 
employers, he protected and supported the fellow-oreatures 
committed to his charge. The natives of the Kurpah Collecto- 
rate will long cherish his memory and mourn his loss. 
Deservedly distinguished by his superiors, he advanced 
rapidly on the road to preferment, but, in the midst of health 
and in the bloom of life, lie was called to a better world. A 
consistent Christian, it is humbly hoped he is gone to receive 
the reward promised by the Redeemer to his faithful 
servauts. This monument is erected by a friend, to whom 
the remembrance of his virtues will ever be dear and sacred. 

The monument is by J. Bacon. It bears masonic symbols 
and the pelican representation of self-sacrifi.ee. Ross died at 
Masulipatain at the house of G. E. Russell, the Collector.

To record the loss of Lieutenant Thomas Davies who fell at 
the siege of Mailegaon in Candeish on the 18th of May 1818, 
and of Lieutenant John William Nattks, killed at the same 
siege eleven days afterwards, this monument was erected by 
their brother officers of the Madras Engineers. The first of 
these brave men intrepid and indefatigable, had displayed 
on this as on former occasions at Mauritius and at Naugpoor, 
a courage which no peril could abate, 'while he evinced great 
judgment and resource in difficulty and danger. The latter 
of tenderer growth succeeding to tho same department, has 
testified the same zeal [for the service, and had obtained the 
admiration of those who witnessed in him professional acquire¬ 
ments and early maturing talents with a coolness and resolu¬ 
tion that would have honoured age and experience. 

The monument is by Bacon and represents the siege of Malle 
gaon. Captain Kennedy, 17th Native Infantry, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Wilkinson and Ensign Eagar, 13th Native Infantry, 
were lolled on the same occasion. 

To the memory of Margaret, wife of the Right- Hon. Hugh 
Elliot, Governor of Madras., She died March 1st 1819. 

She was a Mies Jones and his second wife. 

Here are deposited the remains of General Sir Alexander 
Campbell, Bart . and e.c.b., Commander-in r Chief of the* 
Madras Army. Died 11th December lfc2 4, aged 64 years. 
Also of Olympia his first wife, daughter of Sir John Morehead,. 
Bart., of Trennent Park, Cornwall, who died 24th December 
1794, aged. 38 years. The tablet was erected by their grand¬ 
sons, Sir Alexander Coekbum Campbell, Bart., and Lieut,- 
General George Alexander Malcolm, c.b. 

One daughter Olympia married irir Alexander Campbell, hart. v 
uncle of Sir Stafford Northcote ; another, Charlotte, became 
the wife of Sir John Malcolm, G c.b. 


To Ll-Col. Hercules Henry Pepper, 34th Light Infantry, 
who died at Fort St. George, 25th July 1826, aged 42, 
distinguished on various occasions by a rare energy of char¬ 
acter and ardent zeal and devoted gallantry. These qualities 
he particularly displayed whilst commanding a brigade of the 
Madras Army in Legu in the Burmese war. And to Lt.-Col. 
Conry, 3rd Lt. Infantry, Captain Cursham, I st Eur. Regt„ 
Captain Stedman, 34th Lt. Infantry, Lieut. Adams, 8th Lt. 
Infantry, who animated with the same spirit and emulating 
the example of their intrepid leader were killed at Setong in 
January 1826. This monument is raised by several of their* 
friends in the Coast Army. 

Captain John Cambridge Stedman of 34th Regiment, Chieacole 
Light Infantry, commanding centre column of attack, and: 
Captain Cursham were killed at the capture of the Setong 
stockade (midway between Shewgiui and Martaban) on 
the 11th January 1826. I he fire from the enemy was most 
heavy and destructive and the obstacles to be surmounted by 
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our troops were of no common kind ; every man having been 
up to Ms neck in water while crossing 1 the creek.” Colonel 
Conry and Lieutenant Adams were killed on the 7th in 
a preliminary attack which failed. Colonel Pepper was 
slightly wounded and died in Madras six months afterwards. 
This monument is a statue of him by G. Clarke, “ the 
Birmingham Chantrey.” Stedman was a 9on of Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Gabriel Stedman (1744-97), author of the well- 
known work on Surinam, who married firstly Joanna, a 
native of Surinam and secondly Adriana Wiertz von Coelhorn, 
grand daughter of the famous military engineer. John 
Stedman’s daughter by his second wife Sophia Charlotte 
married John Cotton, C.S., October 10th, 1807, and their son 
Captain J. S. Cotton died at Chittoor, October 17th, 1843 
(No. 734).

Near this stone are deposited the remains of Major-General 
Sir Thomas Munro, Bart., k.c.r., Governor of the Presidency 
of Fort St. George, who, after 47 years of distinguished civil 
and military services, seven of which he passed at the head of 
that Government under which he first served as a cadet, was 
suddenly called from his labours on the 6th of July 1827 at 
a moment u when,” in the language of the Honorable Court of 
Directors, “ he was on the point of returning to his native 
land in the enjoyment of well-earned honors from his Sovereign 
and from the Company, having recently manifested a new 
proof of his zeal and devotion in retaining charge of the 
Government of Madras after he had intimated his wish to 
retire therefrom and at a period when the political state of 
India rendered the discharge of the duties of that high and 
honorable station * peculiarly arduous and important ’ 1 iEtat. 
65. Sir Thomas Munro was from the earliest period of his 
career remarkable amongst other men. All those who were 
associated with him at the commencement of his service, many 
of whom have since become illustrious in the annals of India and 
of their country, yielded to him with common consent that 
pre-eminence which belonged to the ascendency of his character. 

' The resources of his mind rose superior to every emergency 
of civil government or military enterprise, and he united to 
these great qualities an unpretending modesty (that exalted 
sign of innate worth) which courted no applause and which 
would have obstructed his advancement had not his transcendent 
merits in the cabinet and in the field forced him into public 


plished statesman nor India, so fertile in heroes, a more 
skilful soldier.” He died of cholera at Pattieondah, near 
Goofy, when making a farewell tour through the Ceded 
Districts on the eve of his retirement from the Government. 
Bis remains were brought to Madras in 1831, There is an 
equestrian statue of him by Chan trey on the Island, and a 
portrait by Sir Martin Archer Shee in the Banqueting Hall. 
He married Jane, daughter of Richard Campbell, of Craigie, 
county Ayrshire, whose picture by Lawrence hangs in 
the drawing room of Government House. Munro’s lather 
was a Glasgow merchant trading to Virginia. His nephew, 
John Collins Munro, Sub-Collector of the Southern Mahratta 
Doab, was killed together with St. John Thackeray, Principal 
Collector, at the reduction of Kittoor, October 23rd, 1824 (see 
No. 1144).

Colonel of the European Regiment, and Town Major of 
Madras ; he departed this life greatly respected and lamented 
on the 9th day of September 1830, aged 42 years. His remains 
are deposited in a vault in this church. 

The office of Town Major was created in 1755 and abolished in 
1860, when the command of the Fort Garrison was given up 
by Sir Charles Trevelyan, the Governor, to Sir Patrick Grant, 
the Commaiider-m-Ohief. 

Sacred to the memory of Captain Robert Scott Wilson, of 
the 21st Regiment, Madras Infantry, who died at slea on board 
the besostt'is on his passage to the Cape of Good Hope on the 
17th of March 1832. This monument is erected by his 
afflicted and disconsolate widow, C. A. Wilson. Affection 
weeps 1 Heaven rejoices ! 

He married December 19th, 1825, Catherine Alicia, fourth 
daughter of John Ewart. 

To the memory of Lieutenant-Colonel Charles Mill, his 
Majesty’s 55th Regiment, killed on the 3rd of April 1834, 
whilst gallantly leading on his Regiment to the attack against 
the stockade of Somarpett, in the territory of His Highness the 
Ra jah of Coorg. Eminently distinguished as a soldier through 
a period of nearly 40 years, he served with the British Army 
during its most eventful epochs: and his example of courage 
and gallantry inspired his followers on all occasions with 
tha,t bravery and fortitude so conspicuous at the assault in 
which he fell. In private life he was universally esteemed. 
Devoted to the interests of his regiment and the happiness 
of those who served under him, his memory will long be 
cherished with sentiments of the highest respect, and his 
premature death continue a source of the deepest regret to all, 
more particularly his brother officers who have in him lost a 
brave leader and a kind friend, and who have erected this 
tablet in tribute to his worth. JEtat. 54.

When on his way to take 
command of the Hyderabad Subsidiary Force, he was seized 
with cholera and died at Nakarikallu near Guntcor in the 
Kistna district. His epitaph there gives his age as 68. 
Conway is called the ‘‘Soldier’s Friend” because he was 
the first to build them permanent barracks. His daughter 
Anne married Lieutenant-Colonel M. Poole and died at 
yizianagaram in 1851 (see Nos. 363, 1155 and 1266). 


Sacred to the memory of Catherine Jane, wife of Guy 
Lushington Prendergast, Esq., of the Madras Civil Service, 
and daughter of James Annesley, Esq., Madras Medical 
establishment, bom the 81st of July 1811, died the 10th of 
August 1839.

Sacred to the memory of Lieutenant-General Sin S. F. Whit- 
tingham, k.c.b. and k.c.h., Colonel, H.M. 71st Highland 
Light Infantry, and. Commander-in-Chief of the Madras 
Army, who departed this life on the 19th January 1841, 
aged 66. 

Sir Samuel Ford Whittingham, familiarly known as 
“ Samford ” by his friends, served in Amerioa and in the 
Peninsula under Wellington, by whom he was placed in 
charge of the Spanish troops. As a boy he had learnt 
Spanish while acting as a commercial traveller in Spain on 
behalf of his brother-in-law’s firm : and in 1810 he married 
a Spanish lady of noble family at Gibraltar. His services 
to Spain were recognized by his appointment as a Major- 
General in the Spanish army, and at a later period the 
Grand Cross of the Order of St. Ferdinand was conferred upon 
him. In 1819 he was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
Dominica, and in 1822 came as Quartermaster-General to 
India, where he was present at the siege and capture of 
Bhurtpore on January 13th, 1826. For his services during 
the campaign he was made a Knight Commander of the Bath 
and received the thanks of the House of Commons. In. 1833 
he became Military Secretary to Lord William Bentinck, 
returning to England with him on his retirement from the 
Governor-Generalship in 1835. While in England, he 
challenged Sir William Napier to a duel on account of the 
slur lie considered Napier had cast upon the Spanish troops 
in his “ History of the War in the Peninsula’ 1 ; but the 
quarrel whs amicably settled. In 1836 he was appointed 
to command the forces in the Windward and Leeward 
Islands ; and three years later, in September 1839, he was 
offered and accepted the Command-in-Chief at Madras. He 
arrived on August 1st, 1840, and died suddenly in the 
following January.

Colonel W. Monteith was a Knight of the Persian order of 
the Lion and Sun. 

Captain Gleadowe O’Connell 31 year? Commissary of Ord¬ 
nance in the Arsenal of Fort St. George, born at Granard, 
County Longford, Ireland, 20th Oct. 1779 ; after an uninter¬ 
rupted service of 45 years, died at Negapatam 24th April 
1842, aged 63, earnestly deserving to fulfil every duty as a 
Christian mid a soldier he lived respected and beloved. Feel¬ 
ings of affection, regard and gratitude have dictated the 
erection of this tablet in commemoration of his many virtues 
by friends of every grade. 

There is a monument to his memory in Tucker's church, 
Broadway. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Edward Archtull McCurdy, of the 
v 27th Eegiment N.I., died on the 28th of December 1842, at 
Eussellkondah. His brother officers have caused this tablet 
to be erected to hia memory, a record of their affection and 
esteem.

Captain and Brevet Major Cowper Eochfort, 27th Eegiment 
N.I.,; died at the Cape of Good Hope, 9th July 1847.

Doveton, g.c.il, of the Honorable East India Company’s 
Service who departed this life on the 7th November A.D. 1847 
aged 77 years in the hope of a blessed immortality. 

Near Eayacotta in Salem district may be seen Doveton’s well, 
close to the mausoleum built by Major Glover. In 1792 
he had charge of Tippoo’s sons when hostages, and in 1826 
was Commander-in-Chief at Madras. Doveton House, 
Niingambaukam, otherwise known as Commander-in- 
Chief s house, where the Gaekwar of Baroda was confined, 
(see Ro. 981), belonged to him and was named after him.

51st K.O.L.I., who was killed on 19th March 1853, whilst 
gallantly leading a company of the 51st to the assault of a 
stockade in the Donibeu district of Pogu. The officers of the 
King’s Own Light Infantry erected this tablet to mark their 
sense of his worth and gallantry. 

'acred to the memory of the Rev. Walter Post hum us Powell 
d.c.l., of Worcester College, Oxford, who for many vears 
faithfully ministered within those walls as garrison chaplain 
of Fort St. George. His untiring and uncompromising 
energy as a pastor, his plain and manly character and his 
affectionate disposition won for him the esteem and love of all 
classes of the community. The scope of his preaching and 
living is well expressed in words which ho inscribed in his will 
“ wretched by sin, dead in trespasses, being saved by grace, 
justified bv faith, I have peace with God, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Ho fell asleep on the 8th of June 1853, n«-ed 
48 years.

George Ward, Kt g.c.m.g., Governor of Madras, who died 
at Madras on the 2nd of August I860. 

Son of Bobert Ward, M.P., and novelist. He was born in 
1797 and served as Lord High Commissioner of the Ionian 
Islands and Governor of Ceylon. In June 1860 he suc¬ 
ceeded Sir Charles Trevelyan as Governor of Madras, but 
was struck down by cholera within a few weeks at the ago of 
63. A statue stands in Ms honour at Kandy. His widow, a 
daughter of Sir John Swinburne, whom he married in 1824, 
survived him till 1882. 

In affectionate memory of Ensign Charles Salmon, of Her 
Majesty^s 43rd Light Infantry, who died at Fort St. George, 
March 19th 1861, in the 24th year of his age and rests in. 
St. Mary’s burial ground.

A life-size bust by M. Noble, of which there is a tfeplica in the 
Senate House. Lord Hobart, horn in 1818, was son of the 
sixth Earl of Buckinghamshire and elder brother of Admiral 
Hobart Pasha (1822-86). He became private secretary to 
Sir George Grey in 1854, but resigned his post in order to 
be free to oppose the continuance of the Crimean War. 
Subsequently he was Director-General of the Ottoman Bank, 
and in February 1872 was appointed Governor of Madras, 
where he died of typhoid fever three years later. He 
exerted himself especially in the promotion of education. 
On August 4th, 1858, he married Mary Catherine, daughter 
of Dr. Thomas Carr, Bishop of Bombay.

In memoriam Lieutenant-General Sir Herbert Taylor 
Macpheeson, k.c.b., k.c.s.i., V.O.v Gonimander-in-Chief of 
the Army of Madras, ob. Oct. 20, A.D.1886. 2Et. 59. He 
died near Prome, on the Irrawaddy, of fever contracted 
through exposure in Upper Burma while commanding the 
Forces in the field during the Third Burmese War. His 
remains lie in the cemetery at Rangoon. A most able leader 
in the field, in quarters devoted to the welfare of his men, 
he was beloved and respected by all. This tablet is placed 
here to mark his too brief command of the Madras Armj^ 
and the regretful sense of their loss by his friends in this 
Presidency. 

Sir Herbert Mdepherson had only been appointed to the chief 
command in Madras in the preceding August in succession 
to Sir Frederick Roberts. Re .entered the Army in 1845 as 
an ensign in the 78th Highlanders (Ross-shiro Bull's) and 
won the Y.C. at the relief of Lucknow. On the transfer 
of the Company’s rule to the crown, he was one of the first 
to join the Bengal Stall corps. During the Afghan War of 
1878-79, he commanded a brigade and received the K.C.B. 
In 1882 he commanded the contingent of Indian troops 
despatched to Egypt by the Red Sea, was present at the 
battle of Tel-el-Kebir, and was made a K.C.S.I. He married 
in 1859 Maria, daughter of Lieutenant-General J. Eck£ord,c.B., 
of the Indian Army. His successor as Commander-in-Chmf 
in Madras was Sir Charles G. Arbuthnot, k.o.b. The Mac*

In him 
were happily united those qualities which elevate and adorn 
the human character, whether in the exercise of liberal and 
enlightened principles or in the practice of the social virtues, 
to which his urbanity and extensive attainments gave a grace 
and attraction beyond the ordinary reach of men. During a 
residence of 37 years in Madras his unblemished reputation 
had justly obtained for him the respect esteem and veneration 
of all classes of the community, and alike endeared him to the 
native and European inhabitants. His loss is irreparably 
felt and unfeignedly deplored. His remains are interred in 
the missionary church, at Cuddalore.

Sacred to the memory of Major George Broadfoot, c.b., 34th 
Madras Light Infantry, of Kirkwall in the Orkneys, and of 
London. His valour, foresight and science mainly contri¬ 
buted to the success of the glorious defence of. Jellajabad, and 
in the ensuing Affghan Campaign, he with his brave Corps 
of Mountain Sappers acquired enduring renown. His diplo¬ 
matic and military services as Commissioner of the Tonasserim 
Provinces and as Governor-General’s Agent on the North- 
West Frontier at a most important crisis of our Indian 
Empire called forth the eloquent eulogy of Sir H. Hardinge, 
that u he was as brave as he was able and second to none 
in all the great qualities of an accomplished officer.” He 
foil at the battle of Ferozsbahar in his 39th year, acting as 
aide-de-camp to the Governor-General. “ Though severely 
wounded, he continued heroically to lead and animate the 
troops in the assault until mortally wounded in the Sikh camp 
at the moment of victory,” the last of three brothers who died 
for their country on the battlefields of Asia. Raised by 
public subscription throughout the Presidency of Madras. 

The career of the Battye brothers forms a splendid parallel 
to the career of the Broadfoots. This monument is in the 
vestibule and shows the deceased recumbent in full military 
dress, watched by two sepoys resting on their arms reversed. 
It is a fine specimen of Richardson’s work. Broadfoot’s life 
waa written in 1888 by his brother Major William Broadfoot. 


Sacred to the memory of Major-General Sir Robert Henry 
Dick, k.c.r., k.c.h., of Tullymet, N.B., one of the heroes of 
the Peninsular war, who after distinguished services in II.M.’s 
42nd Regiment Royal Highlanders, which regiment he 
brought out of action at Quatre Bras, closed along and 
brilliant military career on * the memorable field of Sobraon. 
Raised in grateful admiration by the public of the Presidency 
of Madras where, for some time, he held the Chief Military 
Command. 

Over the inscription is a 42nd Highlander in full uniform rest¬ 
ing against a pedestal, on which is inscribed the battleroll 
of the regiment. For his gallantry at Waterloo, Dick was 
made Lieutenant-Colonel of the 42nd Highlanders, and his 
appointment was ordered to date from the day of the battle.

Dick was born in India about 1785. Thor© is a romantic 
story told of his parents’ marriage to the effect that, when 
H enry Dnndas and Edmund Burke were staying at Dunkeid 
with the Duke of Atholl, they accidentally met, while out 
walking, a farmer’s daughter, who gave them refreshments, 
and, on learning who they were, begged them to help a poor 
doctor William Dick, to whom she was betrothed but who 
was too poor to marry. Dundas gave the doctor an appoint¬ 
ment as Assistant Surgeon in the East India Company’s 
service, whereupon he married and went to India and made 
a large fortune, with which he purchased on his retirement 
the estate of Tullimet in Perthshire. He went to India in 
1781 and retired in 1802. 

Sacred to the memory of Charlotte Anne Beaumon1\ the 
beloved wife of William Ambrose Serle, Esq,, who died 
21st May 1846, aged 22 years. 

Serle was Registrar of the Supreme Court, and married a 
daughter of Major-General Eearon, o.b. Her sisters married 
Mr. (afterwards Sir) A. J. Arbuthnot, C.S., and Sir Ralph 
Palmer, Chief Justice of Madras, from 1825 to 1835. 

Sacred to the memory of William McTaggabt, of the firm 
of Arbuthnot & Co., Madras (only son of the late William 
MoTaggart, of the above firm), who died at sea, on hia voyage 
back from Egypt to Madras, March 15th, 1850, in his 37th 
year; and of Charlotte, his wife, third daughter of the late 
William Raynsford Taylor, of tho Madras Civil Service, who 
also died at sea, on her passage home to England, April 27th 
1850, in her 29th year. “ The sea gave up the dead, which 
were in it.” Rev. xx, 13. Erected by the only son and 
two sisters of the above-named William McTaggart.

To the memory of Captain Samuel Best, of the Madras 
Engineers, who died at Chittoor on the 5th October 1851 of 
jungle fever contracted during a few hours passed in the 
Yaiiegherry Hills, aged 43. This tablet has been erected 
by a few of liis more intimate friends to record the esteem 
in which he was held for Lis many amiable personal qualities 
and the general respect felt for his great intellectual capacity 
and high professional talents. 

Captain Best, f.r.s., was the first to carryout a comprehensive 
scheme of roads for the Madras Presidency. 

Sacred to the memory of Captain Charles Morgan Elliot, 
of the Madras Engineers, who died at M'asulipatam on the 
4th of August 1852. This tablet has been erected by the 
Corps of Engineers, as a mark of respect for a brother officer, 
distinguished in public life by rare professional talent, and 
endeared to his friends by excellence of heart and an amiable 
disposition. 

He was a brother of Sir Henry Elliot, k.cul (1808-1853), 
Lord Hardinge’s Foreign Secretary and author of the 
“History of India as told by its own Historians.” From 
1846 to 1849 he was employed in the Magnetic Survey 
of the Indian Archipelago.

Three of his brothers perished in Afghanistan 
within a year of each other: Captain Edward Conolly, 7th 
Bengal Cavalry, killed in notion at Kohistan., September 28th, 
1842 ; Captain Arthur, the celebrated traveller, who went on 
a mission to Bokhara in August 1840. and was beheaded in 
prison with Colonel Stoddart; and Captain John, who fell 
at the capture of Cabul in July 1842* 

lb the memory of Ralph Hokslky, of the Madras Civil 
Service, who was cut off by the hand, of an unknown assassin, 
at Bellary, on the night of the 4th July in the 26th year of 
his age. , This tablet has been erected by several of his college 
friends.

Robert Caldwell, 
D.D., ll.d., Fellow of the University of Madras; who for 53 
years devoted his eminent talents to the furtherance of the 
Gospel, and the building up of Christ’s Church among the 
Tamil people in Tinnevelly; the last 14 of those years as 
Assistant Bishop tothe Bishop of Madras, excelling ash scholar 
and philologist, intimately acquainted with the Tamil people, 
their history, language, religion, and customs, bringing honour 
thereby to the missionary's calling, and strengthening the 
cause of missions in the church at home; but all his attain* 
ments and fame did not divert him from his great purpose and 
the simplicity of the missionary life. He continued to be an 
earnest, sympathizing, vigilant watcher of souls. By his 
apostolic labours and example, he trained many native agents;

In memory of Norman Robert Pogson, c.i.e., f.ila.s,, Gov¬ 
ernment Astronomer at Madras for 30 years, born at Not¬ 
tingham on the 23rd March 1829, died at Madras on the 
23rd June 1891. By his valuable contributions to Astronomy 
and by bis discoveries and observations of stellar phenomena, 
especially of minor planets and variable stars, he earned an 
enduring name.

Elizabeth, the beloved wife of Major T. F. de Havilland of 
Engineers, and daughter of T. de Sausmaroz of Guernsey, 
Esq., Attorney-General in that Island, died at the early age 
of 35 years. She is gone to her God whom she served with 
zeal and sincerity leaving an afflicted husband and four 
children to mourn her loss and to emulate her example; her 
enlightened mind was an ornament to society in which she 
stood highly respected, and, in the social duties of wife, mother, 
daughter, sister and friend, she shone with superior virtue. 
These virtues emanated from a warm and affectionate heart 
and were confirmed in true piety—to charity ever disposed, 
the deserving were never sent empty away. The Almighty 
Disposer of events hade purity and virtue lead the way, the 
name of this recorded worth here sought repose ere the 
cemetery was completed, and the afflicted husband who was 
forming it for public use submitted with pious reverence to 
the inscrutable ways of Providence which thus made him her 
protector in death as in life. She stands first in the awful 
book and gives a date to the register. 

Eiott de Havilland was a distinguished civil engineer and 
architect. He constructed the sea wall at Madras, and 
designed and built St. Andrew’s Ohurch and Bridge. In 
1808 while at Seringapatam he proposed to bridge the 
Gauvery by five brick arches of 110 feet span with arise 
of only 11 feet. This proposal having been received with 
incredulity, he built an experimental arch in accordance 
with his design in liis garden at Seringapatam. It is still 
known as de Havilland’s arch and a curious feature of it is 
that a man by leaping on the crown or keystone can cause 
the w r hole structure to oscillate. De Havilland, who was 
born April 10th, 1775, died at Guernsey, February 23rd, 
1866. 

Major Patrick George Blair of the Madras Artillery, whose 
remains lie interred at Edilabad on the route from Nagpore 
to Hydrabad. 

He married Miss Jane Baillie in May 1806. 


Richard Yeldham, Esq., late Treasurer and Secretary to the 
Government Bank, aged 68 years. This monument was 
erected by his friends in India as a last tribute of their 
affectionate regard. 

He probably gave his name to Yeldhatn’s Road, Teynampet. 
He was Commissary of Musters, King’s Troops in 1800.

John Monckton Coombs, Lieutenant-Colonel, of the 10th Regi¬ 
ment, Madras Native Infantry, and Commandant of the Can¬ 
tonment at Pallavaram, who after an honourable career of 33 
years in the Indian Army, during which he was frequently 
employed on the general staff and confidentially under 
General McDowell, Commander-in-Chief, and the Honorable 
W. Petrie, Governor of Prince of Wales' Island, was mortally 
wounded, at the cantonment of Pallavaram while returning 
from ball practice with his brigade by a Havildar of the 5th 
Regiment, who, infuriated by passion and blinded by intoxi¬ 
cating drugs, mistook, the person of lps intended victim and 
aiming at the life of another, sacrificed that of his best friend 
and protector. The assassin atoned to the laws for his 
atrocious crime; but what can compensate the. loss of a fond 
husband and indulgent father to his bereaved family, of an 
esteemed comrade to his companions in arms, of a talented 
gentleman to the society he graced, and of an accomplished 
officer to the Government which he served with fidelity and 
zeal ?

Its “ amiable and 
accomplished ” painter was murdered at; Benares, where he 
Avas acting as Governor-General’s Agent, by Wazir Ali, 
January 14th, 1799. Alexander Inglis Cherry, the youngest 
son of J. H. Cherry, entered the M.O.S. in 1821 and died 
January 26th, 1850, at the Cape in his cousin Colonel Peter 
Cherry’s house. Another John Hector Cherry was in the 
Bombay C S. (1813-24) arid died at Ahmedabad, November 
25th, 1824 (see No. 1866).

Pogose is the Armenian for Paul. Khojah is a corruption of 
the Persian il Khw&jeh,” signifying a man of distinction. 
Petrus was tie son of Khojah Woakan or Uscan and a 
grandson of Khojah Pogose of Julfa. He was the most 
notable Armenian of his day in. Madras and is said to have 
been at one time a Member of Council. In 1725 he built the 
Marmaiong Bridge and in 1726 placed steps from the foot to 
the summit of St. Thomas’ Mount. The concluding words of 
his epitaph 44 cuius cor Julfee ” refer to tho bringing of his 
heart in a golden casket from Madras to be buried at Julfa 
in Ispahan. An, oil-painting of the Khojah was executed 
at Madras in 1737 and is now in All Saviour’s Cathedral 
at Julfa. Upon it is painted a heart, with the following 
distich:— 

“ My heart longs for home, where, should I be unable to 
go, I desire that, when my last day comes, my heart be 
sent to my native land, so that 1, Petrus Uscan, may 
have a grave there.” 

Uscan was a Catholic and had bought the ground where he lies 
buried and built a chapel upon it to our Lady of Miracles, 
making the Capuchin Father Severini his executor. After 
his death the Madras Government put the Danish mission¬ 
aries in possession of the church and premises. 


To the memory of Elizabeth Pelling, who died at Wepery 
near Madras, the 4th of October 1776, aged 46 years. 

She was endowed with a meek and pious mind, 

And was benevolent, compassionate and kind

[John Philip Fabricius.] 

He was a German missionary and landed in 1740 at Tranquebar 
from which place he proceeded to Madras. During the 
French occupation lie retired to Pulieat with the children of 
his boarding school, and after 1749 was presented by Admiral 
Roseawen with a new church house at Vepery in place of the 
one he had lost. On February loth, 1752, Fabricius celebrated 
the marriage of Robert Clive with Margaret Maskelyne. He 
was a well-known Tamil hymn writer, and in 1795 Gericko 
reports that ho had brought out at the Missiou Press a now 
edition of “ the late Mr. Fabricius’ excellent book of Malabar 
Hymns.” Ilis latter years were embittered by debt. The 
tombstone has disappeared (see No. 2060). 

[n memory of Dorothea Sophia Hunter, who was a dutiful 
daughter, a good "wife, a devout Christian and became a 
happy mother, but departed this life thirteen days after the 
birth of her infant son John William Hunter, on the 22nd 
May 1796, aged 19 years 1 month and 10 days. 

She was a daughter of the Rev. Mr. Gericke. John Hunter 
wms a partner in the firm of Hunter and Hay (see No. 384).

Conjecturably the w ife of Christopher Breithaupt of the firm 
of Parry, Pugh and Breithaupt, who died at Vepery, Juno 
10th, 1822, aged 61. In 1798 ho was joint Collector and 
Surveyor of Madraspatnam with William Cockell, and gave 
his name to Breithaupt’s Road, Vepery. Cockell of the firm 
of Stephens and Cockell was Sheriff of Madras and died at 
sea, March 1800.

Here lies interred, near his beloved wife, the body of Thomas 
Peeling, Esq., who died on the 24th of November 1.798, aged 
75 t years and 3 months. The happy father of a numerous 
offspring, whom he left in prosperity and plenty, to the 
fourth generation. 


Partner in the firm of Felling, DeFries & Co., and one of the 
executors of Adrian Fourbeck. His eldest daughter Elizabeth 
married Captain Thomas Gibson, and died at Calcutta, May

Sacred to the memory of Anne, wife of George Westcott, Esq., 
of the Civil Service of this Presidency, who died 2nd June 
1801, aged 37 years.

To the memory of Thomas Barret, Esq., late a Colonel in the 
service of and Secretary to His Highness the Nabob of the 
Carnatic, who departed this life on the 23rd June 1802, aged 
47 years. 

Near him are buried his wife, who died June 25th, 1824, 
aged 43; and his sister, Mrs. Anno Simpson, who died 
July 9th, 1824. aged 59. On the latter’s tombstone are 
inscribed verses by Henry Chapman and Thomas Barret. 
In 1800 Umdat-ul-Umrah conferred on Colonel Barret an 
Atfcamgat Jaghir of 41 villages in South Arcot, which was 
resumed by government in 1801. 

Mrs. Susanna Franck, aged 35 years and 6 months. She was 
a young woman of the most engaging manners.

Lieutenant-Colonel James Walker, 3rd 'Regiment, Madras 
Light Infantry, who was killed when leading a column of 
Madras Troops to the storm of the Burmese intrenched lines 
near Rangoon. Thus fell in the moment of victory at the 
age of 42, a man whose name is recorded in tho annals of his 
country as ‘ One of India’s best and bravest soldiers/ Erected 
by the officers of the regiment and a few other military friends. 

John Wylie, m.d., Companion of the Most Honourable Order 
of the Bath, formerly Physician-General cf the Presidency of 
Madras, and for many years an Elder of this church. Tho 
benevolence, uprightness and simplicity of his natural 
character were enhanced and sanctified by the benign influences 
of Christian faith; and to the exorcise of the humane and 
peaceful duties of the physician, lie added the high endur¬ 
ance and intrepidity of the soldier, signally evinced by the 
gallantry of his conduct in the heroic and memorable conflict 
of Corygaum. After a life of exemplary usefulness in the 
service of his country, publicly honored and privately beloved, 
he died at Ardean in Scotland, in the 63rd year of his ago. 
His fellow-countrymen desiring to testify their sense of his 
worth have erected this monument. 

He married firstly, April 17th, 1815, Helen, daughter of 
T. Allan of Loneheacl near Edinburgh, and secondly, July 
28th, 1824, Susan, daughter of Rev. Dr. A. Duncan of Batho, 
Midlothian. Wylio was one of the heroes of Corygaum. 

George Adams, Esq., late Physician-General, Madras Estab¬ 
lishment, who died in England on the 11th July 1852, aged 
71 years, and whose mortal remains were deposited in the 
Chapel of the Kensal Green Cemetery. This tablet is erected 
as a tribute of esteem and regard by grateful hearts. 

He married, June 1st, 1825, Mary, daughter of G. G. Picketts, 
late Registrar of the Supreme Court, Madras. One sister, 
Anne, (No. 1827) married Edward Smalley, O.S. ; another, 
Emily, married John Dent, C.8. (No. 416), and the youngest. 
Louisa, married, March 15th, 1828, Captain Bay ley, Assistant 
to the Resident of Nagpore. 

Lieutenant Walter Cook, 22nd Regiment, Madras Native 
Infantry, Sub-Assistant Commissary-General in the Army at 
Ava, who fell mortally wounded in the assault on Pegue, and 
died at Rangoon in the 20th year of his age. One, who as a 
youthful soldier, gave high promise of future distinction ; and 
who as a gentleman and Christian justly endeared himself to 
all who knew him. This tablet is erected by a few of his 
more intimate friends. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Robert Gordon, 87th Grenadiers, Adjutant- 
General of the Madras Army, who died suddenly at Madras 
on the 28th October 1853, in the prime of life, after a brief 
tenure of his high office in the 45th year of his ago.- This 
monument is erected by his numerous friends in this Presi¬ 
dency in testimony of their esteem, and as a memorial of the 
ability, integrity and usefulness of his public career, of his 
amiable disposition, his warm-hearted but unostentatious bene¬ 
volence and of the Christian simplicity and purity of his 
private life.

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ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL IN ARMENIAN STREET. 

The Trench Capuchin mission of Madras was founded in 16 42 under the sanction of Pope Urban YIII by the 
well-known Father Ephraim. When the friars built their Armenian street church in 1775, they inscribed 
the date 1642 over the gates as a public record of their first establishment in Madras, and on a later occasion, 
when the church was repaired and the gates widened, the date was retained. The earliest Capuchins in the city 
were Ephraim de Nevers, 215non de B iuge, Cosmo de Giers, Jacques de Bourges, Esprit de Tours, Laurent 
d’Angouleme, Michel Ange de Bo urges, Ren6 d’Angouleme and Thomas de Poitiers. The last named built 
in 1675 the church of St. Andrew within the Fort, which was confiscated and destroyed after Tally’s siege 
(see No. 24). An interesting account of Father Ephraim will be found in Tavernier.

Edward Moorat lived in the bouse known as the Old College. 
Moorat’s Gardens were lately the office of the Director ot 
Public Instruction. They were purchased by Government • 
for Rs. 90,000 in 1827, and shortly afterwards Mr. Moorat 
parted with the Pantheon, which is the nucleus of the spread¬ 
ing block of buildings that now male up the Madras- 
Museum. The brothers Moorat married in 1813 two sisters, 
the daughters of Mr. J. B. White of Pondicherry. 

Erected by T. Ghaverymootoo Moodelliar to the memory of 
his dear child Elizabeth, god daughter of the venerable and 
illustrious Abbe Dubois, who departed this life on the 13tli 
July 1839, aged 27 years, leaving her affectionate husband 
P. Sury ahootamaroya Moodelliar with 5 children and 
numerous affectionate relatives to lament her loss. 

The connexion of the Abb6 Dubois with this family may 
perhaps explain the presence of his portrait in the Connemara 
Library, where he is painted as a white Brahmin from the 
West, weiring a flowing turban and holding in one hand 
the seven knotted-bamboo staff that tradition assigns to 
every Hindoo pilgrim. In the presbytery of bis former

church at Seringapatam was preserved till quite recently the 
block of wood upon which this turban was daily rolled, 
Jean Antoine Dubois was born at Saint Eem^ze in 1765, 
ordained in the diocese of Viviers in 1792 and left France 
for Pondicherry in the same year. He quitted India on 
January loth, 1826, aud died at Paris in 1848. His rela¬ 
tions with the family of the deceased were very intimate as 
may be judged from the following letter

The Fennellys were brothers and natives of Cashel in Tipperary, 
and had been professors at Maynootli College before com¬ 
mencing their missionary labours in India. A nephew has 
been recently (1901) appointed Coadjutor-Bishop to Arch¬ 
bishop Croke (of Cashel) with right of succession. The 
portrait of John "was painted by Simon Fonseca, and that 
of Stephen by John Fonaega, better known as a delineator 
of horses. Both pictures hang in the Archbishop’s House 
in Armenian Street, together with the portraits of Dr. 
O’Connor, first Irish Bishop of Madras, and of Dr. Carew, 
his coadjutor, who was subsequently transferred to Calcutta 
and died there. In the same Hall is a large oil-painting of 
St. Patrick, in the act of destroying the statue of Dag-on and 
replacing it by an image of the Virgin Mary. In the fore¬ 
ground a snake-bitten child is held up to be healed by the 
Apostle of Ireland,beneath whose feet the serpents and reptiles 
of the country are fleeing in confusion. The artist ox this 
remarkable picture was an Italian lay brother, employed as 
gardener in the mother house of the Oblates of Mary Imma¬ 
culate near Milan. The society has a mission in Burmah, and 
a curious story is told of a brother once arriving in Madras 
and recognising himself as having stood when a boy as model 
for the crozier holder to St. Patrick in this very picture. 

Of your charity pray for the soul of the late Michael Gotjld, 
Esq., ll.d., Barrister-at-Law, Administrator-General of 
Madras, aged 48 years. 

Mr. Gould was a well-known member of Madras Society. He 
left considerable benefactions to the Roman Catholic commu¬ 
nity, and his likeness hangs in the Archbishop’s House.

He was created a Baronet in 1802 and became the mater¬ 
nal grandfather of Hugh Culling Eardley Childers (see 
No. 1620). The parents of Charles and Culling Smith were 
Thomas Smith, a London merchant, and Culling, sister and 
co-heiress of John Home, Governor of Bombay from Septem¬ 
ber 1734 to April 1730. Mrs. M aria Carvalho died at Madras,

From the occurrence of the name Vasco upon that inscription, 
it was for a long time regarded as recording Vasco da Gama’s 
death, which occurred at Cochin on Christmas day, 1524. 
A De Castro was Portuguese Viceroy of India in 1604 and 
another in 1662.

In February 1694 Fre Baymundode Mervaisof Mylapore advised 
Governor Higginson that this Paulo de Sahad been appointed 
vicar of Cuddalore. The English Governor answered him as 
follows : “ I acknowledge your civility in giving me notice of 
your determination, but I admire at your usurpation of an 
authority which did not belong to your predecessor, nor to 
yourself and successors, viz., to appoint vicars in any place 
under the English Government. You have made a wrong 
account, and if you would reckon right, must begin again. 
In this ease I ought to deal plainly with you, that no foreign 
Episcopal authority can be admitted within the limits of our 
jurisdiction, and that you are not Governor or Bishop of 
Cuddalore no more than of Madras. But as your reverence 
is Bishop or Governor of Meliapore, I congratulate your 
accession to that authority, and desire and embrace your 
friendly and neighbourly correspondence; in pursuance of 
which I acquaint your reverence that I have determined to 
permit Padre Gulielmus a Valle, of the order of the Theatines 
to reside at Cuddalore in the room of Padre Don John De 
Clerici deceased. I am your friend and servant Nathaniel 
Higginson.”

In 1796 two members of the Barretto family from Bombay, 
Louis and Joseph, helped to rebuild the Portuguese Church in 
Moorgihatta Street, Calcutta. Both brothers lie buried there; 
Louis, born September 21st, 1745, died September 3rd, 1806, 
and Joseph, born January 1756, died September 25th, 1824. 
Their family is one that came very early to Asia. A Manuel 
Tellez Barretto was Captain on board the fleet which 
Admiral Lopez Suarez brought ^to India in 1505. Francis 
Barretto, nineteenth Governor of Portuguese India, died at 
Goa in 1558. Antonio Monez Barretto, who died in 1576, 
was twenty-second Governor. Another of the name was 
nominated Patriarch of Ethiopia. Mr. Luis de Medeiro 
Barreto of Madras was a prominent merchant and lent 
Nicholas Morse and the Council of Fort St. George 15,000 
pagodas at 8 per cent, interest on the 18th July 17*15. 
His will is still extant: from which we learn that his executors 
were Francis Carvalho, Father Severini, his wife Antonia 
Carvalho do Medeiro and Francis Barnewall, the Madras civil 
servant, who married a daughter of Madame Dupleix by her 
first husband (see No. 95). 


Frances de Fries 


Mrs. Frances df, Fries, mother of John do Fries Senior Esq. 
who departed this life on the 30th June 1768. 

Sacred to the memory of John de Fries, Esquire, who on the 
19th of October 179(3, closed a valuable life, spent in the service 
of humanity, piety and virtue, at tho age of 62 years, 7 
months and 6 days. He was in every situation of life, as the 
husband of an affectionate wife, as the parent of an amiable 
family, as the liberal benefactor of tho poor and as a merchant 
of integrity and opulence, at once respectable and exemplary. 
The consolations which such a life imparted brightened the 
hour of his death and gave assurance of eternal bliss, the 
sure reward of justice faith and mercy. 

Aquijas Joaode Fries, quo falo^eo aos 19de Oitubro 1796, 
depo ts de ter empregado a sua preciosa vida em actos dehumani- 
dade, piedade e vertude, na idade de 62 annos, 7 mezes 
e 6 dias.

1843 when he resigned the service. He died July 28th, 1855. 
Ho married firstly the only daughter of Lewis de Fries. She 
died at Bellary, May 9th, 1831, and he married secondly 
Miss Eliza Law Frazer, March 9th, 1836. Angelo was a 
grandson of the famous fencing master Domenico Angelo 
Malevoiti Tremamondo (1716-1802), whose eldest son Henry 
ADgelo (1760-4839) had a son also named Henry (1780-1852), 
who was fencing master at Haileybttry from 1806 to 1816. 

Adrian de Fries, senior member of the firm of Adrian de Fries- 
and Co., who departed this life at Pondicherry on the 12th 
day of July 18*27, aged 09 years one month and eight days. 
The relicks of this highly revered parent were removed from 
Pondicherry and reinterred here on the 22nd day of June 1829, 
in conformity to his dying request made to his bereaved 
children.

The site of the present Armenian Church, formerly a burial 
ground, was granted by him in 1772.

Mr. Thomas 
Twining in his ‘‘Travels in India :5 describes a visit paid 
to his establishment on August 4th, 1792. His daughter 
Catherine married Mr. John Stephens on September 6th, 
1800, and their daughter Mary J. Stephens married Simon 
Maeartoom, February 12th, 1820. A Sarkies de Agavally 
died at Calcutta, February 7th, 1736, aged 48. 

Ter Arratoon Shumavon, aged 74 years. 

The Rev. Arratoon Shumavon (or Simeon), a native of Shiraz, 
published in 1794 when incumbent of the Armenian 
Church at Madras the first known Armenian newspaper, 
under the name of the u Azdarar ” or Intelligencer, which 
lasted for eighteen months.

His widow kept 
house for Eliliu Yale during the latter years of his Governor¬ 
ship (1687 to 1692) Madam Hieronima Pavia is always 
called a Portuguese Jewess. She lies buried at the Cape 
of Good Hope, beside her child Charles Yale, styled son of 
the former Governor of Madras, and it is recorded on her 
tombstone that the mother came from India to be buried 
bv her little one’s side, anno 1712. (Pennant’s Tour in 
Wales 1. 401.) Elihu Yale occupied with this lady and 
Mrs. Nicks one of the old houses which may still be seen on 
the bank of the Oooum between Government House and the 
General Hospital. The houses stand t ack from the little 


frequented road which runs through Napier Park and along 
the side of the river to Chintadripet Bridge. There are 
remains of stone and brick w ork which show that the gardens 
wore once very extensive (see Nos. 15 and 614). Jaques 
de Paiva, L. Domingo and De Porte, “ Hebrew merchants,” 
w ere among the Aldermen of Madras in 1688. 

Here lies the body of Isaac Abendana Sakdo of Madias, 
Hebrew merchant, who died the 10th of May anno 1709, in 
the 47th year of his age. (Coat of Arms.) 

Mr. Abendana’s widow is referred to in the following general 
letter of Governor Harrison ami Council to the Court of 
Directors, dated. September 16th, 1713: “The design of 
creating a charity school or schools at this place is a very 
noble one, and worthy of the Honourable Society for 
Promoting Christian Knowledge. We will not only be ready 
to adjust them with the power you have given us. but also 
with our purses; and do not doubt but many of our 
inhabitants will do the same, if the persons they send out 
are of tempers and qualifications fit for the undertaking. 
But we hope they will he English and not foreigners. The 
Danish missionaries have not wanted for our assistance on 
all occasions, though we must still continue of opinion that 
they spend a great deal of the Society’s money to little or no 
purpose j and though there may he' some good men among 
them there is one very turbulent person, of whose principles 
you may please to judge by his contriving the escape of 


Mr. Abendana’s widow from her creditors here to Tranquebar 
and marrying her though a Jew to a Christian by the way.” 
The turbulent missionary was probably J, G. Bovirigh

This slab was found at Messrs. Arbuthnot’s Cement Works, 


Perambore, and is now in tbo Museum Cardens. The inscrip¬ 
tion is most difficult to decipher, and several lines are not 
readable. The stone stands in two pieces, the upper portion 
containing the Greek words. Its interest lies in the fact of its 
being the only Greek tombstone found in South India. It is 
considerably more ancient than any of the Greek monuments 
in Calcutta. The oldest epitaph there written in Greek dates 
from 1777, August 5tli, and commemorates Alexander 
Argery, of Phillipopolis, the Arabic interpreter of Cudbert 
Thornhill, w ho built a church for his countrymen in gratitude 
for his safe return from so many voyages. Another Greek 
monument of 1820 is to be found at Benares with these words: 
“ The stranger Demetrius Galanas the Athenian to the 
stranger Peter Federoff, the Russian.” Galanus died May 
3rd, i833, and is buried in. Calcutta.

Monument to Gen¬ 
eral 'Draper and 
Admiral Cornish. 


Britannia Victrix. The emperial trophies of the success 
of the British arms at Manilha are erected by an order of 
Council in honour of the bravery of the land and sea forces 
on that expedition under the command of Brigadier General 
Draper and Hear Admiral Cornish. Manilha taken by 
storm October vi, mdcclxii. 

This stone originally stood in the Arsenal, where a number 
of trophies were arranged round it in a semicircle. It is 
now in the compound of the Madras Museum. Sir William 
Draper (1721-1787; erected a cenotaph on Clifton Downs 
neai his house to the memory of the officers of his Begiment 
who fell in the Carnatic and in Manilla. As several members 
of Draper’s Kegiment lie buried in South Indian graveyards, 
the inscription finds place here. The monument consists 
of a raised tomb supporting a largo vase surmounted by a 
funereal urn. On the side of the vase are the following Latin 
verses which do credit to their author, who was an Etonian 
and a Bellow of King’s College, Cambridge :— - 

Siste gradum, si qme est Britonum tibi cura, viator, 

Siste gradum ; vacuo recolas inseripta sepulcro

And beneath on a tablet : “Sacred to the memory of those 
departed warriors of the 79th Kegiment, by whose valour, 
discipline and perseverance, the French land forces in 
Asia were first withstood and repulse)' :, the commerce of 
Great Britain preserved; her settlements rescued from 
impending destruction. The memorable defence of Madras, 
the decisive battle of Wandewash, twelve strong and import¬ 
ant fortresses, three superb capitals, Arcot, Pondicherry, 
Manilla, and the Philippine Islands, are lasting monuments 
of their military glory. Their generous treatment of a van¬ 
quished enemy exhibits an illustrious example of true forti¬ 
tude and moderation, worthy of being transmitted to latest 
posterity, that * future generations may know humanity is 
the characteristic of British conquerors,” The sides of the 
table are inscribed with the names of the officers of the 79th 
Regiment, who fell in Asia: “ Field officers. 0. Brereton, 

. J. More (buried at Gyretty near Chanderiiagore, 26th 
January 1785); Captains. Knutall, Stewart, Wingfield, 
Delaval, Chisholm (buried at Ouddalore, 14th July 1701), 
Oheshyre, Upheld, Sfcrahan, Muir, Moore; Lieutenants. Whaley, G. Browne (buried at Pullalore, 
North Arcot, 27th August 1781), Hopkins, Bobinson, T. Browne, LeGrand, Win eh else a, Boston, 
Campbell, Fryer, Turner, Bichbell, Bouehier, Busteed, Hardwicke; Ensigns. Collins, Yaslette, 
LaTour, Horler, MacMahon; Burgeons. Smith, Atherton.” At the ends of the tomb in small oval 
tables are these words: “Siege of Madras raised, February 1.7th 1759; Con j ever am taken by 
storm, April 18th 1759; Battle of Wandewash gained, January 22nd 17(;0 ; Arcot recovered, 
February 10th 1760 ; Corical taken, April 5th 1760; the lines of Pondicherry stormed, September 
lOtri 1760 ; Pondicherry surrendered, January 16th 1761; Manilla taken by storm, October 6fch.”

A uother 
brother was the well-known Mr. Peter Cherry of the Madras 
Civil Service, who met his death in a carriage accident at 
the. Cape, November 26th, 1823.

GOOTY CEMETERY—^. 


Major-General Sir Thomas Munro, Bart, and ic.c.b., Governor 
of Madras, died at Putticondali outlie 6th July 1827 and 
was interred at Gooty on the 7th idem. His remains were 
afterwards removed to the seat of Government, and deposited 
in,‘St. Mary ’s Church. Fort St George. 

Munro died of cholera while on tour in his beloved Ceded 
Districts. Tho story goes that shortly before his death he 
was riding through a pass in the ghauts and imagined 
that he saw a garland of flowers stretched across the valley. 
This optical delusion is believed by the natives to have been 
a presentiment. 

At Patti Loud a Government constructed a tope and tank to his 
memory ; and at Gooty is the Munro choultry, within which 
hangs an engraving of Shee’s full length portrait, copies of 
which also adorn the eutcherries at Bellary and Ouddapah, 
Munro was known in the Ceded Districts under the appel¬ 
lation of tho Father of the People; and in the village of 
Bellagnppa, Bayadrug taluk, Biliary district, the eldest sons 
of a shepherd’s family were till recently named after him 
Munrolappa, Many local ballads were composed in his 
honour, some of which are still sung.

Francis William Robertson, Esq., 32 years, a member of 
the Civil Service and 15 years Principal Collector of Bellary, 
who died at Anundapoor, aged 59 years. His zeal in pro¬ 
moting the welfare of the district over which lie presided 
was indefatigable and will be remembered so long as the 
numerous plantations which he planted and which had gained 
for him a well deserved fame continue to flourish. 

His memory is still affectionately revered and the munificence 
and benevolence of “Bob.” Sahib is still the favourito theme 
among the old members of a village community.

This monument was erected by the British officers of the 
garrison of Vellore, as a tribute due from them to the memory 
of their late worthy Paymaster John Wynch, Esq., sincerely 
and universal^ regretted, aged 40 years. 

An enormous pee pul tree grows in the enclosure of this tomb. 
Wynch was a member of the Civil Service, which he joined 
as writer in 1772. 


Colonel Robert Sale, who commanded this garrison, aged 64 
years. Exemplary private worth and distinguished public 
integrity characterized the tenor of his actions. His long and 
useful life was a continued blessing to his family, of advantage 
to society and of benefit to his country in the practice of every 
rule of active benevolence. 


According to the Bengal Obituary “ Sir Robert Sale, the hero 
of Jellaiabad was the son of Colonel Sale, one of the fighting 
Colonels of the East India Company. He was, we believe, 
engaged in a sortie from Vellore when his gallant son was 
born, which event took place on the 2nd September 1782. 
His father was a Yorkshireman ; his mother a Kentish woman 
and daughter of Commodore Beynes, who was lost with 
his ship in the "West Indies.'” In the Dictionary of National 
Biography the name is given as Harry Brine, Esq., of 
Buckden, Huntingdonshire, and the date of birth as 19th 
September 1782. Florentia Lady Sale was the daughter of 
George Wynch, a Madras civilian and grand daughter of 
Alexander Wyncb, Governor of Fort St. George in 1773. She 
married Sir Robert Sale, when a Captain in the 12th Foot, 
May 16th, 1809, at Mangalore (see No. 979). 


Captain Henry Williamson of the 4th Regiment of Cavalry, 
aged 85 years. His death, lamented by all who knew him, 
was occasioned by excessive fatigue during the glorious 
campaign, which terminated in the fall of Tippoo Sultaun. 


Eric Maokay. Serjeant in his Majesty's Scotch Brigade born in 
the parish of Larg, county of Sutherland, aged *30 years. 

Perhaps a brother of the subject of the following notice: “ For 
the satisfaction of my Highland friends, I take this opportunity 
of commemorating the fall of John Maokay, alias Donn, a 
corporal in the 73rd Regiment, son to Rob eft Donn, the 
famous Highland bard, whose singular talent for tho beauti¬ 
ful and extemporaneous composition bf Gaelic poetry was 
held in such esteem by the Highland Society. The son of 
the hard frequently revived the drooping spirits t f his 
countrymen upon the march, by singing in a pleasant manner 
the humourous and lively productions of his father. He was 
killed by a cannon ball, on the 13th January 1782 and on the 
same evening was interred at Vellore by his disconsolate 
comrades with all the honours of war.” (Narrative of the 
Military operations oil the Coromandel Coast, by .Times 
Munro, Esq., Captain in the late 73rd or Lord Maclocd’s 
Regiment of Highlanders, 1789.)

William Baillie, late Serjeant of His Majesty’s Scotch 
Brigade, in hope of a blessed resurrection. 

Lord Valeiitia mentions that a Serjeant of the Scotch Brigade 
for a small wager encountered the alligators in the Tort 
ditch. He entered the water and was several times drawn 
under j but escaped at last with several severe wounds. 

Captain Higginbottom Lowe of H.M/s 33rd Regiment of 
Foot, aged 32 years. 

Lieutenant Hector McQuarrie of H.M.’s 33rd Regiment. 

Captain Thomas Currie, age*d 39 years. 

Of the 13th Madras Infantry. 

Lieutenant D. McD6ugall, H.M. 33rd Regiment. Erected 
by his sincere' friend Lieut. O’Hara of the same corps. 

Captain James Bull of H.M.’s 34th Regiment, aged 21 years. 

Son of Major Bull, and younger brother of Colonel Robert 
Alexander Hull, R.H.A., c.b. and k.h. This officer had 
exchanged from a Hussar Regiment into the 34th, and was 
shot in a duel near the Chitteri tank, Yellore, by lieutenant 
Sandys, of the 34th. Bull, who was engaged to be married, 
had refused to join the mess, and the Irish officers of the 
regiment, had drawn lots as to which of them was to call 
him ont. Sandys and Yeaman, his second, were tried for 
murder at Madras and acquitted, but subsequently cashiered 
by Court-martial for conspiracy against Captain Bull’s life, 
together with a third brother officer. It is noteworthy that 
Bull was gazetted as having “ resigned ” on the 7th of June, 
tho’ he died on the 5th of that m nth. The commission was 

f 'ven out of the Regiment, by purchase, to Lieutenant J. 

oung of the 8tli Light Dragoons. Possibly the purchase- 
money was secured for the family of Captain Bull. The 
records of the Court-martial on this case are to be seen at 
Fort St. George, Madras. A detailed account of the duel will 
be found in Carey’s 4 Good Old Days of John Company 5 
Vol. II, page 89, «nd in the Memoirs of George Elers, 
Captain in the ) 2th Foot. 

St. John Fancourt, Lieutenant-Colonel of H.M.’s 34th 
Regiment, aged 37 years, Commandant of Vellore, who 
was killed while gallantly defending the Garrison in the 
mutiny of the sepoys on the 10th Jnly 1806. 

His widow escaped by hiding with her children in a fowlhouee. 
Her narrative was published in the “ Plain Englishman,’’ 
1821, a popular work edited by Edward Hawke locker (at 
the time a naval officer at Madras, afterwards Commissioner 
of Greenwich Hospital) and Charles Knight. It is quoted 
in MacFarlane’s “Indian Empire.” Mr. A. F. Cox, in the 
District Manual, follows the arcount given by Captain 
Blakiston in his “ Military Adventures under Wellington.’ 5 
Wilson’s “ History of the Madras Army” reprints the 
evidence of officers taken at the time. 

Charles Armstrong, a Major in the service of the Honorable 
East India Company. While journeying to Madras, in the 
immediate hope of returning to his native country, he was

barbarously murdered near this place on the 10th July 1800* 
Possessing unbounded benevolence and every quality of the 
soldier, he was endeared to the army in which he served and 
had acquired numerous friends. The monument is humble, 
but the record is true. 

According to the District Manual, page 84, “ Major Armstrong 
was passing outside the Fort, in a palanquin, when lie heard 
the sound of fire-arms. Alighting, he advanced to the crest 
of the glacis, and asked what the firing meant. The answer 
was a volley tired by some mutineers on the ramparts, which 
killed him on the spot.”

Lieut. J. M. Tich bourne of the 6th Battalion, 4th Regiment, 
NX, aged 19 years, who was killed in Vellore on the 
10th July 1806.

Lieuts. Popham and Eley, 5 Sergeants, 4 Corporals, 1 Drummer, 
and 70 Privates of H.M.’s 69th Regiment, who fell, while 
bravely resisting the mutineers at Vellore. This monument 
erected in 1863-64, previous to the second departure of the 
Regiment from India,, marks the spot where they rest 

The number of the privates killed should be 90; and 15 more 
subsequently died of their wounds. Colonel McKerras, 
Captain Wiliison, and Lieutenants Winehip, Jolly and 
O’Reilly (all of the 23rd N.I.) and Lieutenant Smart (1st N.I.) 
were also killed by the mutineers; but no monuments to 
their memory are discoverable. The following account ot 
the mutiny is given in L. J. Trotter’s “ History of India ” 

“In the early morning of the 10th July Dsu6, the two native 
regiments at Vellore (one of which had been largely recruited 
from the ranks of Tippoo’s army) rose in sudden mutiny, 
attacked the European barracks/where some 370 men of the 
69th Foot (the present 2nd battalion of the Welsh Regiment.) 
were still sleeping, poured volley after volhy into their 
helpless victims, and shutdown thirteen officers corning out 
from their rooms. Happily for the survivors, help was soon 
to reach them in their desperate need from the garrison of 
Arcot, eight miles off. At the head of a squadron of his 
19th Dragoons and a few galloper guns, Colonel Gillespie 
(afterwards Sir R. R. Gillespie and killed in 1814 before 
the hill-fort of Kalanga on the Nepalese frontier) rode at 
his best pace to the scene of massacre, blew open the gate of 
the forti ess and with the help of those inside dealt heavy 
.destruction on the mutineers, hundreds of whom were shot, 
sabred or taken prisoners. Of the 69th, however, ninety-five 
men and officers lay dead and ninety-one wounded. Lord 
William Beutinek, Gdvernor of Madras, was summarily 
ordered home without a hearing: hut the real culprit was 
Sir John Craddock, the Commander-in-Chief, who had 
issued a s* t of orders regarding uniform, which the sepoys 
chose to regard as a wilful attempt to tamper with the creed 
and customs of their race. They were forbidden to wear 
earrings on parade, and were ordered to shave their chins 
and exchange their turbans for a kind of shako. The spirit 
of distrust and disaffection engendered by these orders was

carefully fomented by the Mohamedans in Vellore, where 
Tippoo’s family were then living: and one of the results of 
the mutiny was the removal of the Mysore pensioners to 
Calcutta where they still reside.”

On one of the sides of a fine granite tomb are carved very 
clearly the family armorial bearings of the deceased:—

hand holding a glove, <3) a lion, and (*) a quaint old 
Viking's ship m full sail, with the motto of the Mackintoshes 
<k Touch not the cat but (/.#.; without) a glove.” These are 
also the arms of the clan Chattan, and the Macphersons, and 
figure on the brass of Sir Herbert Macpherson, V.C. (No. 

Lake Torreano Boyes, Ensign, 10th MX, seventh son of 
Capt. William,Boyes of the 76th Regt., bom at sea 6th March 
1807. This monument was erected by his brother Capt. 
John Monson Boyes of the 38th N.I. 

Sacred to the memory of James Stephen Lushington, Esq., 
Bengal Civil Service, private Secretary to his father, the Right 
Hon’ble Stephen Rurabold Lushington, Governor of Madras. 
In firmness of principle, in gentleness of disposition, in power 
of intellect, none exceeded the deceased. Through the whole of 
his short and brilliant career, his great ambition was the public 
good, and the promise of excellence so early developed, made 
his loss more deeply deplorable. Tie died at Lauipet (near 
Arcot) after a lingering and painful illness, aged 28 years.

Captain Henby Douglas Haiit, 39th Regiment, Madras N.I., 
aged 35 years, who died at Yellore by the hand of a fanatic 
sepoy assassin on the 12th November*1858. 

Ibis officer was shot, while stardipg on the steps of the late 
General Ottlev’s bungalow, by a sepoy who stood on the 
ram])arts of the Fort. The ca use of the attach is not known. 
The sepoy is said to have stood on the ramparts, threatening 
the house referred to, the inmate of which, a lady, had gone 
to Captain Hart for help ; he, returning with her to investi¬ 
gate, was shot on alighting from his carriage. A correspond¬ 
ent, who was living near Velloie at the time, gives the 
following account of the occurrence:—On the night in * 
question the sepoy who was on guard at the Hag Staff 
bastion, in the Fori, fired off his musket. The Jail, in those 
days, was in the Tort near the Flag Staff Old Sergeant 
Stafford, the Jailor, hearing the report, went out to enquire, 
and was shot dead. The sepoy then, by some means, foul or 
fair, managed to pass the sentries, and made lor the officers" 
lines. Captain Hart happened to be the first officer driving 
to the scene of mischief, and was unexpectedly met by the 
sepoy near the Commissariat Office, and shot in his phaeton. 
A strong guard with other officers had by this time turned, 
out, and the sepoy placed himself on the Mahomedan 
Saint s tomb situated on the south-east glacis of the Fort. 
Here he threatened either to “do ” for the rest, or die, when 
asked to lay down his aim.- and suriender. The officer in 
charge seems to have known that the sepoy was able to 
defend himself v itf* bayonet only, and so closed on the villain* 
w ith drawn sworr, disarmed and made him a j risoner. 
When his ammunition pouches were examinee, it wa> found 
that there was enough ball ammunition to have done a deal 
more mischief, but j ot a single cap. He had dropped them 
out of the caj) pouch, which he left open, while running, 
about. He was hended over to, and tiied and sentenced by 
the civil author ities, and was hanged on the plain between 
the Fort and the maiket (Mr. LeFami’s note.)

A tribute of friendship to the memory of Lieut. Thomas 
Monko, late of the 4th European Battalion, who died at 
Arnee on the—day of June 1789, aged 28 years. 

It is singular that there should have been at one time two sub¬ 
alterns in the Madras Army, named Thomas Munro. The 
famous Sir Thomas Munro, born May 27th, 1761, was of the 
same age as the officer who lies here and was himself present 
at the battle of Arnee, June 2nd. 1782. He had landed at 
Madras, January 15th, 1780, after working his way out as an 
ordinary seaman on board the Walpole . Next year he com- 
menced liis military career under Coote. A memorandum of 
nis services written by himself is among his papers and will 
be found in the appendix to Bradshaw’s “ Life of Munro.” 
He was quartered successively at Madura, Tanjore, Fort St. 
Goorge, Kasimkota near Vizagapatam, and Yellore.

This monument, sacred to the memory of Colonel Henry

12th Regiment of Foot, as a lasting testimony of the Honor 
and Respect in whiTi they held his character when alive. He 
died in the command of the Regiment at Arnee, in the 
37th year of his age. 

Lamented shade! pupil of spotless truth. 

First iu the ranks of honor’s ardent youth, 

Thy generous soul, magnanimous in death, 

Stamps on our hearts who caught thy latest breath 
Our country’s loss. But while we mourn the doom 
That sinks untimely Aston to the tomb 
The worth to which we oousecrate this grave 
Shall waft thy spirit to the good and brave. 

Colonel Aston is said to have been a noted duellist, and an 
unerring shot. Mortally wounded in this, his last duel he is 
said to have fired in the air, exclaiming “ my last act shill 
not be one of revenge.” and it is to this circumstance that the 
words “magnanimous in death” in the above inscription 
allude. A member of the family states that another Hervev 
Aston, brother of the above, distinguished himself as a 
duellist during the occupation of Paris (1815) when the 
itreneh fire eaters were continually picking quarrels with the 
officers of the allied Armies. (Mr. LeFanu’s note.! The 
Asiatic Annual Register adds that the deceased was “ a man 
well known in the first circles of fashion in England and 
the friend and companion of the Prince of Wales, to whom 
he had been recommended by the generosity of his heart

ARNEE FORT —cord. 
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Urquhart euphemistically says “He died most suddenly in 
camp at Arnee.” His relict Miriam died at an advanced 
age at St. Thomas’ Mount, May 28th, 1837, and her tomb was 
erected by her only surviving child Myra Taynton, widow of 
the late Lieutenant-Colonel John Taynton of the Madras 
Establishment. In Wilson’s * ‘ History of the Madras Army’ 9 
(ii. 199) Colonel Kelly is described as “an able and dis¬ 
tinguished officer who had seen much service. When a 
captain he commanded the 9th battalion, which is still known 
by his name.” In 1775, at Palamcottah, he tried his native 
commandant for mutiny and blew him from a gun. At the 
time of his death lie was in command of the centre army 
of the force then being gathered to oppose Tippoo. The 
21st battalion, which formed part of the centre army, was 
commanded bv Captain (not then Colonel) Urban Vigors. 
This officer took a gallant part in the siege of Serin gap at am 
and afterwards commanded the Hyderabad Subsidiary Force. 
He died April 11th, 1815, in England. 

WANDIWASH. 

Mr. LeFanu writes as follows “This Fort,immortalised by the 
unflinching valour of the illustrious, but neglected, Flint, 
contains the graves of many brave officers and men. The only 
tomb now traceable is a modest masonry construction, on the 
southern glacis of the Fort, east of the road leading to the 
gateway. Its tenant has not been identified. The nearest 
conjecture is that it shelters the remains of Major Brereton, 
mentioned below. There were, until some few years back, 
two small masonry tombs of European officers, lying close 
beside each other in a field, inside the Fort, to the riHbt 
hand side after entering the gateway. They were, roughly 
speaking, about 80 yards north of the southern, and 50 yards 
west of the eastern rampart. Unfortunately, the site was 
ploughed over in recent years, a vandalism which did not occur 
in or after November 1887. Although diligent search was 
made in and near the spot indicated, no trace of these graves 
could be found, so well had the destroyer done his work. 
According to the veracious Or mo, Lieutenants Minns and 
Latour were killed, in an unsuccessful attack on the Fort by 
the British, in 1759. On this occasion 70 rank and file also 
perished. Lieutenant Mainville and two Captains were killed 
in September 1759. The Fort was captured by the British in 
November 1759, and, on this occasion, Lieutenant Robert 
Campbell of the Artillery perished. Major Brereton fell in 
an unsuccessful attack made on the Fort, by the French, in 
January 1760. He w r as lulled close to a retrenchment near 
a tank. On the same occasion three French Officers were • 
killed. The Chevalier Poete, Knight of Malta, is specially 
mentioned as having fallen in January 1760.”

Thomas Edward Gibbon, aged 2 years and 5 months (son of 
Richard Gibbon, Esq., Surgeon). 


Josefh Dacre 


A large octagonal mausoleum, with an iron door, contains two 
tombs. It is locally known as the Meeting of the Waters, 
and tradition has it that these are the graves of the first and 
second wives of Mr. Waters, Judge at Chittoor. The door 
being secured by three heavy lochs, it is not possible to see 
if the graves bear inscriptions. Popular belief amongst the 
natives adds that much valuable jewellery was buried with 
these ladies, and that more than one attempt was made to 
rifle their tombs. The two coffins are said not to be tying on 
tbe ground, but to hang suspended by chains from the roof. 
Mr. George Jenkins Waters was Judge of Chittoor from 
1823 to 1832 and was afterwards Third Judge of the Provin¬ 
cial Court. He may justly be called the Blue Beard of the 
Civil Service, for he had no less than six wives. The first 
died November 19th, 1823, name unknown ; the second, the 
daughter of W. Cooke, Collector of Chittoor, died March 
23rd, 1828, the third, Maria Prances Dobbs, died October 
28th, 1831; the fourth, Harriet Eliza Cooke, died October 
13th, 1833, at Masulipatam ; the fifth, name unknown, died 
March 30th, 1857 ; the sixth, a Miss Robson, be married at 
Brighton, December 6th, 1871. Mr. Waters, who must have 
been bom about 1792, died February 12th, 1882, at Brighton. 
He was in the Civil Service from 1808 to 1847.

Reverend Robert Jennings, Missionary at Chittoor from the 
London Missionary Society, aged 34 years. This monument 
is erected by. the European Society at Chittoor, among whom 
he laboured. His piety, worth and talents need no memorial 
to immediate survivors; but the coming age may regard with 
interest the graves of the earlier evangelists in this, at present, 
heathen land. 

James Polhill Chambers of the Bombay Civil Service, aged 22 
years, born March 31st 1809. 

Assistant Collector of Ahmedabad. 

Thomas Gahagan, aged 43 years. 

Mr. Gahagan entered the service in 1804 and was Second Judge 
of the Centre Provincial Court at the time of his death. 
His daughter Fanny married in 1833 G. A, Harris, C.S., 
son of Hon. M. T. Harris, C.S., and grandson of the first 
Lord Harris. Thomas and Frederick Gahagan, C.S. (No. 
1555), were sons of Terence Gahagan (see Nos. 321 and 680), 

Captain Archibald Macnair, late of the 15th Regiment, aged 
33 years. 

8.M. Beneath this stone repose the mortal remains of John 
Stedman Cotton, Esq., Captain in the VII Regiment, Madras 
Light Cavalry, who died at Chiftore on the 17th October 
1843, aged 31 years. 

Son of Mr. John Cotton (1.783-1860), long Collector of Tanjore 
and Chairman of the Court of Directors in the year of Lord 
Ellenborough’s recall. He was a celebrated sportsman and 
published in 1841 the well-known “Tale of a Tiger” 
illustrated by himself. He is also credited with designing 
the illustrations to F. W. N. Bavley’s “ New Tale of a Tub,” 
but disclaimed them in a remarkable preface to his Tale of 
a Tiger.” u The first plate in Bayley’s book with my name 
in the corner, I must disclaim in toto . The others have a 
certain resemblance, but still the actual designs are no more 
mine than they are yours. I have no idea of being presented 
with a niche small or great in the temple of fame, and I could 
only compare the benevolent assistance of Messrs. Aubrey, 
Colnaghi, and Puckle to the vigorous but undesired aid I 
once received from two stalwart but breechless Arabs in 
ascending the mausoleum of old Cheops. Fiat ]uatitia is 
my motto, and I only desire that every tub may stand on its 
own bottom. Areot, June 7th 1841.” The Tale of a Tiger 
was translated into French in 1852 by the aVb6 de Savigny. 
There is a fine monument by Weekes in Ranipet Church 
to Cotton’s memory. It hears a portrait medallion of the 
.deceased, whose mother was Sophia Charlotte Stedman, 
daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel John Gabriel Stedman, 
1744-1797 (see No. 346). Mr. John Cotton’s son, grandson, 
and great grandson all entered the Indian Civil Service ; 
and his father Joseph Cotton (1745-1825) was a Director 
of the E.I.C. from 1795 to 18 J3 (see No. 1255). 

Edmund Charles Lovell, Esq., late Civil and Sessions Judge, 
Chittoor, aged 45 years. 
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Lieut. John Gkant of the 2nd Regiment of Cavalry, aged 27 
years. 

A quaintly carved slab with letters in relief which are quite 
legible, lhe older tombs all lie together on the ground in 
the tar corner of the cemetery.

He was sent 
to Cuddalore as Chief in March 1683, with Mr. Ralph Ord 
(formerly schoolmaster of’ St. Mary's Charity School, Fort 
St. George) as second. Another daughter, Katharine, aged 
17 years, died August 24tli, 1681, during his OhieMiip of 
Madapoliam, and is buried at Narsapore (No. 1196); 


Here lies interred the body of Victim us Griffith. merchant, 
youngest son of Sir John Griffith, Kt., and lately third 
in Council in this place, in which station he doparted this life 
the 5th of October 1705, in the 86th year of his ago.

To tho memory of Robert Misenor, a Sea Commander in the 
service of the Hon’blo East India Company, who died at 
Fort St. David in the 32nd year of his age and whose remains 
are here deposited. 

Misenor is a most appropriate name for a “ country captain.” 
His father John Misenor was in 1716 commander of the 
Princess Amelia. There is a still more characteristic notice 
of another ancient mariner recorded by Asia ti cus, but the 
tombstone is no longer extant. “ Captain Andrew Kerr, 
formerly of the country service but better known by the 
name of the old Commodore. He was born at Fort St. 
'David about the year 1721, which place lie first left in 
1735 and went to England that year. He was a sensible 
old man of plain and blunt manners, strongly characteristic 
of his profession In his will lie directed hi9 body to be 
interred in a particular spot of k his garden, without; ceremony 
or service. His coffin had lain for many years in liis godown 
and was occasionally made use of as a liquor chest, or a 
receptaclo for horsegram. He died at New Town, Cuddalore, 
in the month of March 1800, at the advanced age of 76 
years.” Kerr was Captain of the Princess Royal Indiaman, 
which in 1779 brought out to Madras Charles Darke, grand¬ 
father of Lady Peel. Darke’s wife died at Tri chi nopoly, 
July 17th, 1797 (No. 1984). 

Here lies John Halliburton, an honest brave man and a 
sincere lover of his country, who was basely murdered on the 
27th day of May 1748, by a mutinous sepoy at the siege of 
Pondicherry where ho served in quality of a volunteer, aged 
31 years. 

This is the famous siege commemorated in the ‘‘ Plan de la 
Ville de Pondieheri, dedie a la memoire de M r Dupleix, 
chevalier de POrdre du Roy, Commandeur de POrdre Royal 
et Militaire de Saint Louis, qui la deffendit eh 1748 contre 
l’Amiral Boscawen et l’obligea apres 54 jours de tranche© 
ouverte de lever le si^ge, qu’il avoit mis devant cette ville 
aveo 6000 soldats ouropeens, 20000 soldats noire et 15 a 20 
vaisseaux de guerre. II n’y avcit alors dans la Place 
qu’ environ 1200 soldats europiens et 2000 cipayes ou soldats 
noirs.” The memoirs of Runga Pillay, Dupleix’s Dewan, 
describe the siege in daily detail, and sum up its result in 
the rerrarkable words, ‘‘How can I picture the renown that 
the Governor has acquired; it is like the sun that shines 
everywhere.” A French narrative of the events was pub¬ 
lished at Brussels in 1766, under the title “Relation du 
siege de Pondich&ry.” 

Hallybnrton’s will is to he found in the India Office and bears 
date August 4th, 1748 (?): “I, John Hallyburton, late of 
.Madras, hut at this present of Fort St. David, being* in 
Health of Body and Mind do in case of my death make this 
my last Will and Testament, hereby revoking all former 
Wills by me made. Imprimis I give and bequeath the sum 
of seventy pounds to my Moor servant Allie Rizzaboag and 
to my Christian servant Thomas Morse all my Li mien and 
wearing apparell of what kind soever. To Mr. Joseph Fowlce, 
Capt. John Holland, Qapt. Eodolplius de Gingins, Lieut. 
Joseph Dalton, Lieut. George Gardner, Mr. Andrew Munro 
and Mr. William Belsches each ten pounds sterling for 
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mourning.” A Mr. David Ilaliburton, O.S., gave valuable in¬ 
formation about Olive and Indian affairs to Sir John Malcolm, 
when he was writing Olive’s memoirs. It was at Belsches’ 
house that the Rev. Francis Fordyce, Military Chaplain of 
Cuddalore, insulted Lieutenant Olive in Dalton’s hearing, and 
was caned by Olive publicly in the street. Charles FI oyer, 
Governor of Fort St. David, instituted an enquiry on March 
3rd, 1749, which suspended Fordyce and recorded “ lest the 
same (t\e. 7 the assault) should be to Mr. Clive’s prejudice, 
we think it not improper to assure you that he is generally 
esteemed a very quiet person and no ways guilty of dis¬ 
turbances.” Browning has worked up this and another 
incident of Clive’s factor-days into his poera u Clive” 
(Dramatic Idylls 1880, second series) where his hero is 
described as a desk-drudge, slaving at St. David’s.”

A Swiss and presumably the *<old” Captain Hugonin who was 
confined in Fort St. David when Richard Eaworth, the Deputy 
Governor, openly rebelled in 1713 against the authority of 
Governor Harrison. This singular insurrection proved to bo 
a real crisis in the history of Cuddalore. Henry Davenport 
(who had married Jane Chardin, niece of the great traveller) 
was at once sent, from Madras as Commissary to supersede 
Haworth, but “ finding the whole garrison debauched 
j.7 001 their duty, except old Captain Hugo tun and some other 
officers which were confined beforehand ” was forced to retire 
ignominiously. Bawortb held out for two months longer with 
loO men underarms, u of whom eighty Europeans, who seemed 
to bo as stout men as any in the Company’s service.” 
Davenport meanwhile possessed himself of Condapah choultry 
and Horse-tail Point, two strategic points, and was reinforced 
Horn Madras by the President, Rev. Mr. Stevenson, Lieu¬ 
tenant Roach, Messrs. Theobalds, Bulldey, Maubert 
Naniiey, Laugher, Turner and Richardson.‘ This extra¬ 
ordinary affair ended by Rawoidli’gji escaping* to Pondicherry 
through the good offices of Governor Gulivier. He even- 
tually reached France and died in Paris, just as the Directors 
of the Company were preparing to prosecute him. in England, 
lu the consultations of May 12th, 1705, the name of Serjeant 
Hugonin occurs as having heen promoted to ho Ensign of 
a Company iu Fort St. George, together with one Serjeant 
Dixon, a Roman Catholic, who apparently turned Protestant 
in order to obtain his commission. Another Francis Hugonin 
was the gunner of Fort St, George, who tired a salute ofimarly 
1,000 g-umyt the proclamation of the Firman granted by 
Ferookseer, t. the 21th July 1717, the day concluding with 
‘tubs of punch Hiid a bonfire at night and abundance of 
fireworks upon island by the black merchants.' ?

It was besieged again bv General Stuart land a 
sortie ot the garrison took place on June 25th, 178S. Bema- 
dotte, then a young French serjeimt, was wounded and taken 
prisoner, together with the Chevalier do Daruas, who led the 
attack and was inconsolable because be was unwounded. 
Colonel VVangenheim, commander of the Hanoverian troops 
in the English service, was struck by the young sorieant’s 
appearance and treated him kindly until his recovery' and 
release Many years later when Napoleon’s army under 
Bernadette entered Hanover, Wangenheim among others 
attended the victor s levee and was at once recognised by 
his old acquaintance. Wilks recounts the incident in his 
Historical Sketches of the South of India,” volume II, 
pages 442-3.

Beneath this stone, are deposited the remains of Hamilton 
Maxwell, Esq, v son of Sir William Maxwell, of Monreath, 
Bart.) Aid-de-Gamp to the King and Lieutenant-Colonel of 
His Majesty’s 74th (Highland) Regiment of Root, who died 
universally regretted by all who knew him at the house of his 
friend, John Ken worthy, Esq., at New Town in the 40th 
year of his age. In testimony of the affection they bore that 
gallant commander, and as a tribute to his talents and many 
virtues, this monument is erected by the officers of the 74th 
Regiment. 

He commanded with great renown the grenadiers of the array 
under Lord Cornwallis during the lirst Mysore campaign and 
led the left division at the attack on Seringapatam in 1792. 
Mr. Kenworthy at ■whose house he died was Commercial Resi¬ 
dent at Cuddalore and himself died at Madras, July 24th, 1812, 
when Senior Mem ber of the Board of Trade. 

R. D. Munro, Esq,, Senior Merchant in the service of the 
H.E.I. Company on this establishment, aged xliii years. 

Mr. Robert Duncan Munro was a writer in 1765, and in 1785 
second in Council at Ganjam. He married, May 8th, 1782, 
Miss Elizabeth Esther Williamson. 

Lieut.-Colonel M. P. Sterling of His Majesty’s 74th Regt. 
commanding Pondicherry, who died in his 40t.h * year, 
universally known, beloved and respected.

David’s, which at the close of the last year was given up to 
the French, and the fortifications levelled with the ground. 
I was here most politely entertained by Captain Harcourt 
Woodhouse, formerly of the county of Hertfordshire, who 
having spent a considerable fortune in every species of 
fashionable dissipation, entered the service of the Company 
and though in his seventieth year, still retains a great share 
of that activity and vigour for which he was distinguished 
iu his youthful days.

Above the inscription is a large wreath of 
11 acanthus leaves, enclosing* a royal helmet surmounting an 
“ armorial shield. The heimet has, for crest, a demi-piper 
“ in the dress of the beginning of the eighteenth century, 
“ playing on a recorder or flute. The shield bears a full 
“ length representation of a piper, playing on a recorder. 
He is dressed in a three cornered hat, long flapped coat 
with flapped pockets, knee breeches, stockings and shoes 
and faces the spectator. He w ears a rapier.”

Conimere or Kunyimedu lies 13 miles nortli of Pondicherry. The 
English settlement there is better known than the Butch. An 
English factory was established in 1682 in consequence of 
a preliminary failure at Cuddalore. John Wilcox, the first 
Chief, with Richard Milton, aceomptant and Ralph Ord, 
warehousekeeper, set out on October 25th, 1682, and on Nov¬ 
ember 9th, received a eowle from the Havildar of Tindivanam. 
In 1688 John Nicks was appointed to be Chief and Conimere 
is best known 1o fame through his wife’s private trading 
during his Chiefship. Three years later the Court “ do 
hereby expel from our service that expensive and unjust 
person Mr. Nicks and all those that assisted him in that 
wicked sortment.” In 1692 Mr. Dolben, the Judge Advocate, 
issued a warrant to arrest Mrs. Nicks “ being a woman 
notoriously known to be a separate merchant from her hus¬ 
band ” ; and a guard of musketeers was put over her house at 
Madras. She paid what w r as demanded and, after a short 
visit to England, returned to Fort St. George, where she died 
in 1709, and her husband in 1713.

Sacred to the memory of Captain Augustus De Morgan, who 
was killed in the execution of his duty in the sap battery 
before Pondicherry, aged 39 years, greatly beloved and 
sincerely lamented by all who knew 'him. ' A loss to the 
service, friendship and society. This monument is erected by 
his nephews George and James Innes as a testimony of their 
regard. 

The deceased and,. two brother officers were blown up in a 
battery, which they had vainly reported to be unsafe. De 
Morgan’s head is said to have been completely severed from 
his body by the explosion. He was an artillery officer and 
the only surviving son of John DeMorgan (No. 1042), one of 
whose daughters married an Innes (see No. 238). Augustus 
DeMorgan married Christina, daughter of the Rev. G . H. 
Conrad Hiittemann, a Tranquebar Missionary (1728-1781) 
and Kiernander’s assistant at Cuddalore, where he died the 
year before the town fell into the hands of the French. Mrs. 
DeMorgan died at Gan jam in 1774 (No. 1124). They had 
three sons. The eldest, George Augustus, born at "Vellore 
.1773, entered the Madras Cavalry and was killed in an action 
against Tippoo’s troops at Amboor in 1792. Edward died an 
infant. The second son John, born December 21st, 1792, was 
married when-a Lieutenant in the Madras army to Miss Eliza¬ 
beth Dodson ‘‘at Colombo by the Rev. Mr. Ph. Rosenlxagen 
in presence of John Briggs and Honor Briggs, 4th August 
1798.” From this union sprang the great mathematician. 
‘‘At Madura 2/th Juno 1806, the Lady of Captain John 
DeMorgan of a son.” This child w as the fifth of a family 
of sev«n.

Major Stevens was wounded in the advanced batteries of the 
south-west attack and died the same evening. General 
Munro, the hero of Buxar, had laid siege to Pondicherry on 
die 8th August 3778, with an army of 10,500 men, of whom 
1,500 were Europeans. On the 10th of the saiae month 
Admiral Edward Vernon with four ships fought an indecisive 
battle in the roads with five French ships under M. Tronjoly, 
who some days later sailed away and left the town to its fate. 
After a gallant defence M. de Bellecombe, the Governor, 
surrendered the town on the 18th of October. Article I of the 
capitulation runs : “ La belle defense faite par le Maj. Gen, 
de Bellecombe et sa garnison exige avec raison tontes les 
, marques d’honneur. C’est pourquoi il est permis & la garnison 
de sortir avec les honneurs de la guerre. Arrivee sur le 
glacis, elle mettra ses armes en faisceaux par commandement 
de ses propres officiers et les y laisscra avec les tambours, 
canons et mortiers. 11 est permis a tons les oificiers en 
general cle garder leurs armes, et sur la requisition particular a 
du General de Bellecombe, le regiment de Pondich^ry gar- 
dern ses drapeaux.” Among those who took part in the 
defence was the Breton sailor of fortune Madee, whose life 
and adventures axe narrated in M. Emile Barbe’s book “ le 
Nabab E&ne Madee.” The muster roll contains an even 
more interesting name, “ Barras, chasseur an regiment de 
Pondieh6ry.” Chasseurs ranked below sub-lieutenants and 
were of the grade of eleves-officiers. Barras was born June 
30th, 1755, and entered the Languedoc Eegiment at the age of 
16. He then recoived a commission in the Eegiment de 
Pondichory, and asked to be sent out to his kinsman M. do 
Chabriilaue, Governor of the Isle de France. On his way he 
stopped at the Cape of Good Hope where lie met Captain 
Cook, “ who welcomed me in kindly fashion and I came very 
near accompanying him to austral lands.” At Port St. Louis 
ho learnt that the English woro mahing great designs on 
French India and obtained permission to join his regiment 
at Pondicherry. On the fall of the town he became a pri¬ 
soner on parole in Madras and Poonamallee, which lie spells 
Pont Ham ale. Barras’ subsequent rise to prominence during 
the French Eevolution is well known. La loi du 3 Yentose 
Tan III destined him to return to India with two other eom- 
missaires, Le Tourneur (de la Max che) and Arrnand (de 
la Meuse): but the party never started. On 23 Thermidor 
Pan II, Barras had been named Commandant General of the 
armies of Paris.

Lieut, 4 ames Eraser, Quarter-master, Paymaster, and Inter¬ 
preter, Hth Regiment, N.I., who was killed in a duel at 
Bellary. Ho was brave, generous, and sincere, and much liked 
and esteemed by his brother officers, by whom this tomb was 
erected. This tribute to his memory was placed here by 
his friend Major-General Hugh Fraser, commanding tho 
Ceded Districts, 1832. 

Lieut.-Colone*l James Taylor, H.M/s 48th Regiment, aged 46 
years. 

Colonel Edward Winterton Snow, Companion of the Bath, 
an officer eminently distinguished for high military^bearing 
and gallantry. He commanded and led the Rifle Corps to tho 
charge at the memorable battle of Mahidpoor, and was 
conspicuously engaged in the battles of Assaye and Argaum. 
ob. iv April MDCocxxxr. Act xlix. 

This monument stands in a line with the memorials to Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Taylor (1829), Captain Browne (1827), and 
Paymaster Baye (1826). This rosy of four obelisks is the 
most conspicuous object in the cemetery (see No. 2000). 

Alexander Campbell, Esq., of Ballochyle, Argyllshire, 
Ensign II. M a 50th Foot, died of spasmodic cholera, aged 20 
years and G months. Tomb erected by his mother. 

Edward de Warren, his brother officer (see No. 2181) describes 
his seizure at the 'mess-table in a most romantic way in hie 
book “l’lnde Anglaiso.” 

Captain George Huddlestine Thomas, commanding 7th Regt., 
Light Cavalry, who was killed by a fall from his horse on tho 
morning of the 5th March, aged 37 years. This tomb was 
erected over his remains by the officers of the Kegt.. as a mark 
of their esteem and regard. 

Ensign C. D. Babixgton, 31st Light Infantry, who fell at the 
assault on Buck in Coorg, aged 22 years. Tomb erected by 
the officers of bis Regiment. 

Coorg was conquered in 1834 by a force under Brigadier Patrick 
Lindsay, c.b. The assault on Buck is described as follows by 
Mr. Lewis Sice in the third volume of his “Gazetteer of 
Mysore and Coorg ? 5 (page 179): “The Northern column, 
under the Command of Colonel G. Waugh, was composed of 
one brigade 6~pr, guns from Bellary, 300 rank and file and 
head-quarters H.M. 55th Regt., NX, 31st Regt:, LX, rifle 
Company of 2ith Reg't., NX, and 200 Sappers and Miners. 
It marched on the 1st April from Hosakota to Sanivarsante. 
On passing the Coorg boundary at the river Hemavati, the 
enemy's advanced posts had retreated aurl no molestation 
was offered until the force reached Kodlipot, where an 
ntmed body of 200 men occupied an entrenche d high ground, 
but on their flanks being turned they spfcediiy fell back, and 
the advanced guard of the English encountered only one 
more slight opposition at Mudravalli, which was as speedily 
overcome. A far different resistance the troops met on tho

following day, when they were to] join the Eastern column 
at Haringi. They had scarcely proceeded a few hundred 
yards beyond their encamping ground, when they found 
the road blockaded with foiled trees, which rendered their 
progress exceedingly difficult and slow. As the column 
approached a village in a wood near the base of the pass in 
which the Enemy’s principal position was situated, a feeble 
lire was opened, which was readily silenced. But the 
stockade, known as the Buck Stockade, was exceedingly 
strong; outside, protected by thick bamboos and trees and 
.surrounded with a deep ditch, and inside, built of mud walls 
faced with stones and pierced with innumerable loop holes 
which commanded the approaches in every direction. The 
intrepid Coorgs who held it were commanded by Madanta 
Appachu (the late Head Sherietadar who died in 1876), a 
tine old Coorg, of tall stature and martial bearing, who 
ever since the British accession was a most loyal and devoted 
servant of Government. Determined to carry it by assault 
as the stockade barred their advance, the troops under 
Major Bird of the 31st Light Infantry as field officer of 
the day attempted every means of attack for four hours 
and a half, during which they were exposed to a most severe 
and raking fire; but iri vain. A misdirected flank movement 
of H.M. 55th JRegt. under Colonel Mill proved equally un¬ 
successful. Colonel Mill (see No. 350) was shot dead on 
the spot, likewise Ensigns Robertson of the 9th N.I. and 
Babington of the 31st N.I. In this most unfortunate affair 
about 48 were killed, including the 3 officers, and 118 
wounded. ” 

Captain.W. G. T. Lewis, 46th fiogt., NX, and Depute Assist¬ 
ant Adjutant-General at Bellary, who died of cholera at 
Kodanoor with the field force under Major-General Wilson, 
c.b.. leaving a deeply afflicted but resigned widow to mcmm 
his loss. This tablet is erected as a mark of respect by bis 
brother Staff Officers in the Ceded Districts. 

Brigadier John Bell, Commanding Bellary, and Assistant 
Surgeon Robert Martin Davis died at the same camp, but 
have no monuments to their memory. 

Lieut, ..'James ..Considlxe, only son of Major-General Considine 
K.H.. aged 24 years. 

James Morris, Esq,., cotton planter of Natchez, Adam’s 
county, Mississippi, TJ.S.A. 

The condition of cotton was so serious in 1838 that, in order to 
improve the quality of the crop, twelve experienced planters 
from the Southern States of America were located in the 
Western Presidency and supplied with seeds and agricultural 
improvements. Morris was probably one of these. The 
experiment did not prove successful. * 

Lieut.-Colonel Daniel Alexander Penning, 1st EegL, L.C., 
aged 59 years. This tomb is erected by th* Officers of 
the 1st, 3rd and 5th Regis., L.C., which corps he severally 
commanded, as a token of their respect.

He was the twin son of John Horsley, M.C.S., 1817-51. The 
murder took place in the whist room of the present Bellary 
Club, then a private house, into which the deceased and 
his younger brother, W. D. Horsley, a student at college, 
had recently moved. The situation was lonely, the house 
standing by itself and being commanded on three sides by 
hills. On the night of the July 4th, at about half past twelve, 
Mr. Ralph Horsley was heard to call to his servants sleeping 
in the verandah, and was found a few minutes later lying dead 
in his writing room, which opened out of tlio bed room. An 
office box was then missing from its usual place under the 
cot, and was subsequently discovered broken open on the- 
rocks some 300 yards away, the only object stolen being the 
silver handle of a seal. On an examination of the deceased’s 
body, it was seen that the wound, a stab in the back, must 
have been sufficient to cause instantaneous death. No trace 
of the murderers was discoverable. The peons and servants 
had apparently heard nothing to attract their attention, 
although four of them w ere sleeping in the front verandah 
of the house. An inquest was held and an exhaustive enquiry 
instituted by Mr. C. E. Belly, the Collector, but the crime 
long remained a mystery* It Seemed probable that robbery 
and not murder was the motive of the intruders, and that 
Mr. Horsley was stabbed While endeavouring to prevent the 
theft of his month’s pay. Several persons were arrested at 
the time on suspicion, but were subsequently discharged. 
At last in 1864 a man, about to be hanged at Delhi for 
another crime, made a full confession of Horsley’s murder, 
giving such details and so correct a description of the 
treasury then in the Fort and of Horsley’s house that the 
Collector and Horsley’s brother William had no doubt that 
his statement was true and had cleared ifp the whole secret.

Under the wall at the East Fort Gate stands a tomb, said to- 
cover the remains of a French Engineer. The tradition is 
that when ITyder AH took possession of Bellary from its 
Poligar in 17 69, he employed the services of this man to 
build the upper and lower Fort, but at the completion of 
the work, hanged him near the Fort Gate, because it was 
discovered tha t the opposite rock was the liigher and com¬ 
manded the Fort. A few years ago, when a new road 
leading to the gate was under construction, the Mahomedans

of Bellary made a .successful appeal for the preservation of 
this grave, saying that it contained the remains of a saint 
of their own faith. The tomb is certainly built in Mussul¬ 
man fashion, and some doubles thrown on the legend of the 
.French Engineer’s fate by the fact that a similar story is 
told of other fortresses built by Hyder or'his son. For 
instance, the tale connected with the fort at Hosur in Salem 
district may be cited. It runs as follows : Captain Hamilton 
(or according to others Stevenson), a Brithh officer, then in 
captivity, is said to hav* been employed by Tippu Sultan to 
construct the fortifications, with the assistance of a midship¬ 
man, also a captive. Unfortunately, the position chosen 
happened to he overlooked by a neighbouring hill, and 
Tippu, on learning of this mistake, at once issued orders 
for the execution of the two prisoners. The Englishmen 
had, however, during their stay at Hosur, been on very 
friendly terms with the inhabitants of the place ; and so 
great was the sympathy evinced for them that no one 
could be found willing to put them to death, or even to 
lend a weapon for the purpose. After much difficulty, 
the only implement that could be procured was a small 
shoemaker’s knife, and with this instrument the prisoners 
were beheaded, Hamilton, stipulating that the younger 
man should die first. Tradition adds that, at the time 
of execution, a native maistry, who had long worked under 
Hamilton, begged him to leave him. some memento. 
Hamilton had nothing to give the man but an old pair of 
compasses. Some thirty years ago an English officer, while 
visiting Hosur, was struck by observing a native carpenter 
at work with a pair of compasses (an unusual circumstance) 
find asked him where he had obtained them. The work¬ 
man answered that the compasses were an heirloom in his 
family, and had been given to one of his ancestors by some 
European officer, pointing in proof of his assertion to the 
letters J. H. scratched on one side. The story goes on to say 
that in a field named by this workman, two skeletons were 
found, which bore marks of decapitation. It is a historical 
fact, as narrated in Thornton’s “ History of India,” volume 
II,pages <139, 440, that Hamilton and two other prisoners were 
massacred at Hosur on the apj)roach of Lord Cornwallis’ 
army in 1791. A thrilling tale on this subject under the 
title of “a Pair of Compasses” appeared from the pen 
of Mr. I). S. White in the “ Madras Athenmum ” about 
the year 1875. It may be of interest to add that the 
bridge in Madras known as Barber’s bridge was originally 
named Hamilton’s bridge from the Engineer who built it. 
The, natives called it Ainbuton’s bridge* and, in course of 
time, the name being supposed to be synonymous with 
“ Ambattan,” the Tamil word for a barber, the title was 
transferred into the present one of Barber’s bridge. 


HOSPET.

The circumstances of his death are as follows : He landed 
from England in May 1858, and, in the latter part of 1854, 
was engaged in laying the Telegraph line from Bellary to 
Secunderabad. "When on the point of joining the working, 
party, which was spanning the Tungabhadra Kiver some 
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few miles above Hampasaugar. lie was attacked by cholera 
and died in the Hospet travellers’ bungalow. Ho was a 
man of good.birth, and closely connected with the family of 
Olaverings in Durham, and had he lived a few months 
longer, would, it is said, have succeeded to a Baronetcy. A 
short time after his death, a Government enquiry was insti¬ 
tuted and a report sent in by Mr. Brunton, at that time 
Superintendent of Telegraphs. Mr. Jones whs present at the 
time of the death ; and Mr. C. Dawson, lately store-keeper at 
Kurnool, was also a member of the working party. An old 
man of' the Korava caste, who dug the grave, was alive at 
Hospet in 1894. According to him, four Europeans, who 
were staying at Hospet. went to Huligi (in the Nizam’s 
dominions) to see the shrine of the deity. While there, one 
of the party was attacked by cholera, and returned to Flospet 
very ill. He died at one o’oloek in the travellers’ bun¬ 
galow and was buried in his hat and clothes nnder a 
banyan tree. Local rumour has it that he tried to prevent 
the hook-swinging festival at Huligi, and was visited by the 
wrath of the goddess in consequence. In 1893 a slab was 
placed over the spot indicated by the grave digger, in an 
open piece of ground some 40 yards to the south of the 
travellers’ bungalow, beneath two banyan trees.

is father was probably Captain Oarnac or Oarnae, a Huguenot 
Refugee, who died in Dublin in 1756, aged 91. He had a 
brother Soipio (untraoed) and by a first marriage in India 
with a Miss Woola*ton (m. 1766, d. 1767) had an only son 
“ Master Bobby ” who died in 1769 in London of a dose of 
physic given to him by Sutton, the inoculator. As John 
Oarnac wa 3 born seemingly in 1714, he can hardly have been 
a son of the Peter Carnac, who in 1716 married at St. 
Anthoiin's Adriana lelante and was perhaps identical with 
the Peter Oarnat (sic) from Meyrnis, naturalized in 1698. 
John Oarnac commenced his military service in the 39th foot 
(Primus in Indis) and being in India when, that regiment 
was ordered home in 1758, was admitted into the Company’s 
service with the rank of Captain. In 1760 when a Major ho 
succeeded Colonel John "Oaillaud in command of the army 
at Patna and on January 15th, 1761, won an important 
victory near Behar over the imperial troops of Delhi and a 
Bronch contingent under M. Law, who, with fifteen officers 
and fifty of his men, was taken prisoner. The courtesy 
with which the captives were treated appears to have greatly 
impressed the natives, who had at that time but little acquaint¬ 
ance with European usages in war. The author of tho Seir 
Mutakbarin remarks upon this incident: “ Nothing can be 
more modest or becoming than the behaviour of these 
strangers whether in the heat of battle or in the pride of 
success.” Carnac was appointed a Brigadier-General in May 
1764. The following year he drove the Mahrattas across the 
Jumna. His name with Clive’s is signed to the Allahabad 
treaty of August 16th, 1765. Returning to England in 1767 
he was elected M.P. for Leominster. Four years later he 
was again in India and rendered effective aid to Lord Clive 


in quelling a mutiny of the English officers in Bengal. In 
1776 he was appointed Second Member of Council at. Bombay 
and successor to the chair. While still filling that office 
in 1778, he was named one of the civil committee with the 
army who early in the following year executed the unfortu¬ 
nate convention of Wargaum. For his participation in tliis 
affair he was dismissed the service, but remained in India 
till his death. When in Parliament he had married Miss 
Eliza Rivett, a celebrated court beauty and the daughter of 
Mr. Thomas Rivett, M.P. for Derby. Her portrait was 
painted by Reynolds and now hangs in the Tate Collection. 
It is esteemed one of the finest of his works and an excellent 
engraving of it appears in the second volume of Mr. James 
Douglas’ book on Bombay. Mrs. Carnac died at Broach, Janu¬ 
ary 18th, 1780, aged 28. Memorial tablets to herself and her 
husband were erected in Bombay Cathedral by James Rivett, 
her brother, who arrived in India in 1776 and rose to bo 
Member of tlxe Bombay Council. He died in 1803, aged 43 
After his brother-in-law’s death he had assumed the name 
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MANGALORE CEMETERY— coni.

of Carnac. His son Sir James Bivett Oarnac (1783-1846), 
originally an officer in the Madras Native Infantry, was twice 
Chairman of the East India Company, M.P.. and baronet 
and Governor of Bombay, 1838-41. Sir J. Carnac’s bust, 
subscribed for in 1841 and despatched in 1846, lay for 
three years forgotten in a packing case under the Bombay 
Town Hall stairs and was only discovered by accident.

The Little Mount owes its name to the Portuguese, who, with a view to distinguish it 
from the Big Mount (St. Thomas 5 Mount) where they had built a church on the Hill, called the former “ Monte 
Pica no.” The church contains a grave where Sfc. Thomas is said to have suffered martyrdom, and visitors are also 
shown the print of his footsteps. There is a description of it in Milne Rae’s “ Syrian Church in India ” (1892).

“ This statue of Saint Thomas did Antonio Gonsalves De Athaide 
make at his own cost in the year 1612.” The figure repre ¬ 
sents St. Thomas raisiug his right hand in the attitude of 
benediction and holding in his left hand a carpenter’s square. 
Three sites near Madras are connected with the legend of St. 
Thomas. They are the Cathedral of San Thom6, whioh claims 
to possess the apostle’s grave; the Little Mount, where he is 
said to have been martyred; and St. Thomas’ Mount, on 
whose summit is the church containing the famous inscribed 
cross. St. Thomas and St. Bartholomew are also said to have 
preached Christianity in Ceylon, and there is the still more 
curious tradition that Ceylon had been visited and the Chris¬ 
tian faith introduced by the Eunuch of Candace. 

(Translation from the Armenian.) . This is the tomb of Khojah 
Maegar, the son of Khojah David, in the year 1112 (of the 
Armenian era corresponding to 1663 A.D.). 

Epigraphica Indica, volume VI, part II, April 1900, contains a 
facsimile of this inscription with the translation, “ This is the 
grave of Khojah David, the son of Khojah Margar.” The 
proper reading of the text according to Mr. Mesrovb J. Seth 
is as given above.

1 ’ Inscription round the cross behind the 
altar. This cross was found by the Portuguese*, about A.D. 
1547 when digging amongst the ruins of former Christian 

, buildings for the foundations of the chapel over whose altar 
the cross was subsequently fixed. The characters are 
Sassauian Pehlevi, “the divine high-piping Pehlevi ” of 
Omar Khayyam’s nightingale, stanza VI. It is the old 
heroic Sanscrit of Persia. Dr. A. C. Burnell, M.C.S., was the 
first in 1873 to decipher the inscription, which dates from 
about the ninth century A.D. There is a facsimile of it in 
Epigraphica Indica, volume IV, page 174. Practically the 
same inscription is found round the two crosses in the 
Valiyapalli church at Cottayam in Travancore, followed in 
the case of the larger cross by a text in old Syriac from 
Galatians VI, 14. “But far be it from me to glory, save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ.”

Tablet let into the outer wall of the church commemorat¬ 
ing the building (mandou fazer == fieri mandavit) of the 
porch (alpendre) and doorway by an Armenian named, 
Zachary in 1707.

Mahtosey means pilgrim and denotes one who has gone 1 on 
pilgrimage to the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem. It corre¬ 
sponds to the Persian Haji or in Holwell’s quaint spelling 
“ Hodgee, who acquire this title from having madG a 
pilgrimage to Hodge.” 

Gregorio Parao Armenio 1707. 

“ This is the tomb' of Gregory, who is the son of Sarkies. 
He is a native of Erivan, a citizen of a great city, a merchant 
of pearls and a sojourner at Madras. He is of a meek end 
humble nature. The Lord seated on a tl rone <f light shall 
have mercy on his soul and he will be worthy of the Kingdom. 
Whoever on his behalf shall say 4 Father, I have sinned ’ 
shall be remembered before Christ. Died in the year of the 
Saviour 3 707, on Saturday, October 20th.” (Translation 
from the Armenian.) 

This is the one of the oldest inscriptions of this nation 
traceable in Madras. There are older ones at Calcutta (Beza 
Beebee Sookeas 1630) and at .Agra. An Armenian colony 
had existed at the last-named place from very early times, 
and in 1609, Captain William Hawkins, of the ship Hector, 
envoy from James 1 to the Court of the Mogul, had been 
given an Armenian maiden in marriage by Jehangir. Haw¬ 
kins unfortunately died on the journey home. His widow 
married Gabriel Towerson, one of the first factors of 
the East India Company, who was killed in the Amboyna 
massacre of 1622.

She died 
here on the 20th September, aged 41 years, and, by her 
great humility, wished to be buried at the foot of this Holy 
Mountain, that the devout reader may for charity and for 
the love of God pray one Father and Hail Alary. The year 
of our Lord 3,694.” 

Here lies the body of Adeodata .Roach, wife of Major John 
Roach of Madras, who departed this life the 26th of July 
anno Domini 1719 in hopes of a happy resurrection to eternal 
life. 

John Roach married Adeodata Wheatley, March 17th, 1717. 
He had displayed great gallantry that same year in defeating 
an attack made on Trivatore by the Nabob’s troops ; and 
Governor Collet and his council made him “ Major of all the 
Honourable Company’s forces on the Coast of Coromandel 
and in the island of SumatraJ 5 He was also awarded a gold 
medal set with diamonds and valued at 300 pagodas. Roach 
sailed for England in January 1735 (see No. 89), A Cap¬ 
tain Edward Roach was in Calcutta at the time of the siege 
in 1756.

TABLETS IN ST. THOMAS* CANTONMENT CHURCH AT THE MOUNT. 

To the memory of Major General William Sydenham, Com¬ 
mandant of the Artillery at this Presidency, who died on the 
13th of June 1801, aged 48 years. The officers of that Corps 
have erected this monument. His able and valuable public 
services during the long period of 33 years were acknowledged 
in the repeated approbation of the Governments of India and 
of the Honorable the Court of Directors. 

This monument is in the compound at the back of the church. 

Lieut.-Colonel John Noble, c.jl, born at Greenock in Scot¬ 
land, served with distinguished reputation in India during a 
period of 32 years. He formed and commanded the Madras 
Horse Artillery with eminent skill and with the recorded 
approbation of the highest Military and Civil authorities, and 
died at Madras 16th July 1827, in the 48th year of his age. 
In remembrance of his intrepidity of spirit and presence of 
mind, his professional enthusiasm, vigour and promptitude in 
action, and kindness and generosity in peace, his brother 
officers of the Madras Artillery have raised this monument*

TABLETS IN ST. THOMAS’ CANTONMENT CHURCH AT THE MOUNT—coni 

A fine marble monument by Oban trey, with a bust of the 
deceased. In the R.A. Mess, Woolwich (upper smoking- 
room), is a portrait of Noble. There is an isolated tomb to 
his memory at the Mount, erected by the native commissioned 
and European and native non-commissioned officers and 
gunners. It was blown down in the hurricane of 1846, but 
re-ereeted in 1848 under the superintendence of Captain 
R. L. Reilly, P.W.D. (No. 1602). It bears in Tamil, 
Telugu and Hindustani the words “ Colonel John Noble.” 

In memory of Captain A. E. Byam, of the Madras Artillery, 
who, endeared to all who knew him, by bis noble and gener¬ 
ous disposition, and universally admired for his enthusiastic 
love of his profession, after serving his country for 18 years 
on the establishment of Fort St. George, and distinguishing 
himself in most of the campaigns which occurred during that 
period, died at the Cape of Good Hope, on the 10th of Nov¬ 
ember 1839, aged 34 years. This tablet is erected by his 
afflicted widow, as a poor tribute to his worth, and in testi¬ 
mony of her devoted attachment. 

Captain Adolphus Elizabeth Byam was a godson of the 
Duchess of York, from whom he took his second name 
Elizabeth. There is an obelisk to his memory on an emi¬ 
nence opposite the Bolarun Residency. He had boen 
Military Secretary to the Resident at Hyderabad, and died at 
Rondebosch, near Capetown. He married, April 26th, 1885, 
Maria, widow of the Lieutenant-Colonel Grant (Nos. 2125 
and 2279). 

John Peter Grant, Esq., of Corrimony in the county of 
Inverness, Staff Surgeon, Tenasserim Provinces, and for 
many years attached to the Regiment of Artillery, who during 
a service of 20 years in various parts of the extensive empire, 
embracing the Burmese, Coorg and Chinese campaigns, was 
not less distinguished in the practice of his profession than for 
kindness of heart and urbanity of disposition, died April 
xxn, 1844, xliii years of age/ Erected by his friends and 
brother officers. 

Perhaps of the same family as Sir John Peter Grant, Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, who was the second son (born .1807) o£ 
Sir John Peter Grant, Kt. (1774-1848), of Rothiemurchus, 
Inverness, M.P. for Great Grimsby and Tavistock, a 
Puisne Judge of the Bombay Supreme Court and subse¬ 
quently of the Calcutta Supreme Court from 1833 to 1848. 

To the memory of James Edward Porteous, Esq., Assistant 
Surgeon, for 12 years Medical Officer of the C. Troop 
Horse Artillery, who died at Jaulnah the 18th August 1849, 
aged 39 years. In grateful and affectionate remembrance of 
his worth and of the unremitting kindness, which endeared 
him to all classes, this tablet was erected by the officers, non¬ 
commissioned officers, and men of the 0. Troop Horse 
Artillery and many other friends. Dilectus deftetus decessit. 

Colonel Frederick Derville of the Madras Artillery who 
having retired from the command of the Regiment at the 
conclusion of a service of 40 years, died at sea October 7th

Sacred to the memory of Captain Hugh Montgomery, Captain 
in the Regiment of Artillery, Major in the army, Superintend¬ 
ent of a division in Mysore, an officer of distinguished ability, 
whose death at Calcutta on the 4th June 1852 was consequent 
on the fatigue and exposure undergone at the attack and 
storming of Rangoon on the 13th and 14th days of April 
preceding “ where ho ably and gallantly fought the Light 
Field Battery under his command.” Also to the memory 
of Captain Archibald Foulis, who had honorably served in 
the Coorg, Goomsor and China wars, greatly and deservedly , 
beloved by all. Also to the memory of Lieut. Josiah 
Frederick Smith and William Dallas and the.non-commis¬ 
sioned officers and men of the regiment who have died during 
service in Burmah. This tablet is erected by the officers of 
Artillery to record their deceased comrades’ merits and services. 

Lieut.-Colonel John Back, of the Madras Artillery, who having- 
served with distinction in the Kolapoor campaign of 1826, in 
the expedition to China in 1842, and in the second Burmese 
War in 1852, died at sea on his return from Rangoon Feb. 
11th 1855, in the 52nd year of his age. This tablet is erected 
by his three surviving sisters. 

In memoiy of Charles Wade Crump, Lieutenant in the 
Madras Artillery, whoso life .full of high promise was. well 
but early closed in the 32nd year of his ago at the relief of 
Lucknow under General Havelock on the 26tli September 
1857. He was killed while doing his duty with a skill and 
courage, conspicuous even there.

Major-General Frederic Blundell, o.b., Madras Artillery, 
who after an uninterrupted service of 44 years, died at 
Cheltenham on tbo 5th July I860, aged 63 years. This tablet 
is erected hy his brother officers. 

His wife Emily died at the Mount, March 2nd, 1843, aged 38 
years and 10 months, and has a tablet to her memory in this- 
cl lurch. She was the second daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Barrow> Deputy Judge Advocate-General, and was married 
May 1st, 1821, 

Sacred to the memory of Lieut.-General William Cullen, 
of her Majesty’s Royal Artillery, Madras Establishment. 
General Cullen entered the service of the late East India 
Company in 1804, and distinguished himself at Candeish and 
Berar against the Mahrattas, and with the forces against 
Xurnoul in 1815. He was made Military Auditor-General 
at Madras in 1831, and in July 1834 Ccmmissarv-G eneral. 
In acknowledgment of these important services in three 
important offices, he was selected in September 1840 to become 
the representative of the British Government as the Resident 
of the Court of the Rajah of Travancore and Cochin, where 
he continued 20 years. A man of singular uprightness ami 
liberality of character, he was an ardent cultivator of science 
himself, and the promoter of education among the natives of 
India. He died at Allepey on the 1st of October 1862, in 
the 77th year of his age, loved, honored and lamented by all 
who knew him.

When Lieutenant of Grenadiers in Draper’s Regiment, he lost 
his right arm on. the storm of Conjeeveram Pagoda occupied 
by the Erench on the 16th April 1759 and fell in a general 
action fought on this field between the English forces and the 
troops of Hyder Ally Cawn Behawder on the 27th August 
1781, esteemed by every rank, a gallant soldier, an able officer, 
and an honourable man. 

These are two lofty obelisks with inscription tablets painted 
black. Urquhart locates them in a garden near a village 
about 4 miles from Perambaucum. 4 ‘The battle in which 
the above gallant officers fell is described as having been 
one of the most ably contested and desperate that was ever 
fought with tfie native powers of India. The scene of 
action was on the same memorable ground where the gallant 
but illfated troops commanded by Colonel Baillie had been 
recently destroyed by the countless hosts of Hyder and his 
son Tippoo.” Hyder claimed it as a drawn battle. Another 
veteran of these campaigns lies buried near Chanderna’gore 
in Bengal opposite Gyretty Ferry. “ Major James Moore, 
who so gallantly distinguished himself during the late war in 
the Carnatic ; he died on the 26th of January 1785, aged 34 
years. S.O. sculpsit.” The sculptor was Samuel Oldham. 
A monument was erected to Baillie’s memory at Serin ga- 
patam by his nephew Lieutenant-Colonel John Baillie, 
Resident at Lucknow, in 1816 (see No. 2234). 


WALLAJABAD. 

Wallajabad received its name from Mahomed Ali, Nabob of the Carnatic, 1754-95, the hero of the Nabob’s debts,, 
who took the title Walajah in 1776. Its mortality for troops became so great that it earned the appellation of 
<y the grave of Europeans.” There are three portraits of Nabob Walajah in existence ; a full length at Govern¬ 
ment House, Calcutta ; a replica of tliis with a different background at Hampton Court Palace (dated 1774); 
and a similar picture in one of the Committee Rooms of the-India Office. The painter was Georg© Willison, a 
Scotch artist, who realised a large fortune in the East Indies and died at Edinburgh in 1797. He painted the 
curious portrait of Lord Pigot in the Tanjore Palace (see No. 329).

This tomb is erected by me as a mart of esteem, affection and 
gratitude to the memory of Major Samuel Kilpatrick of 
the Hon’ble Company’s service, Ten gal Establishment, who 
departed this life while on service with Colonel PearseV 
detachment on the Coromandel Coast. William. Kilpatrick. 


Colonel Thomas Deane Pearse was Warren Hastings’ second 
in the duel with Francis. He died in 1789 and lies in 


South Park Street Cemetery, Calcutta. On his epitaph it is 
recorded that he marched a dotachment to join the army under 
Sir Eyre Coote in the Carnatic and served there during the 
war and returned to Bengal in 1785. During the campaign 
of 1781-82 several duels took place with fatal result and in 
one of these Major Kilpatrick fell. The survivors in such 
encounters were tried by Courts-martial for having been 
accessory to the deaths of the persons killed, and were invari¬ 
ably acquitted. The finding of the Court in the present 
case is dated camp at Yelout, September 18th, 1781 : “ The 
Court, having well considered the evidence for and against 
the prisoner Captain .Richard Scott, together with wliat he has 
urged in his defence, are of opinion that the charge against 
him, viz., of his having been accessory to the death of Major 
Samuel Kilpatrick, has been fully proved, but as through the 
whole course of the proceedings many circumstances occur 
very favourable and alleviating, they do therefore acquit him. 
of any degree of criminality, and he is hereby acquitted 
accordingly. Signed George Mackenzie, Major, 73rd Regi¬ 
ment and President.” Both Scott and Kilpatrick belonged 
to the Bengal Native Infantry.

John DeMonte 


In memory of John DeMonte, Esquire, of Madras, the founder 
of this chapel who departed this life on the 6th of May 1821 in 
the 56th year of his age, possessed of an ample fortune, the 
reward of diligence and integrity in commercial pursuits. He 
adorned the prosperity with which the Providence blessed him 
by humility, moderation, and active, though unostentatious 
benevolence, while his heart and band were alike open to the 
cries of genuine distress or the calls of public utility, without 
respect to differences of religion or nation. He strikingly 
exemplified the injunction of the Lord Jesus Christ, “ When 
thou do cat alms, let not thy left hand know what thy right 
hand cloeth.” 


The firm of Lys Satur and DeMonte was dissolved January 1st, 
1810, and the old firm of Lantern* & Co. altered to the title 
of Arbuthnot DeMonte & Co. John DeMonte’s portrait 
hangs in the Mylapore Seminary. His wife was a Miss 
Bilderbeck (see Nos. 880 and 2152). 


DUTCH CEMETERY AT PULICAT. 


Pulicat (Pulaiyavorkadu 4< the old jungle of mimosa trees ” or Pavalaikkadu u the jungle of coral ”) is situated 25 miles 
north of Madras on the south bank of a lake of the some name. It is the site of one of the earliest settlements 
of the Dutch East India Company, whom 1609 built a fort here and named it Castel Geldria, after Gelderland, 
one of the States of Holland. The old Dutch cemetery is perhaps the most interesting of its kind in India; 
and the artistic merit of the coats of arms carved on the tombstones is such that it has been suggested that 
they were sent* out from Holland, though no authority is known for the statement. Twenty-two of the tablets 
are reproduced in reduced facsimile in Mr. Rea’s u Monumental Remains of the Dutch East India Company ” 
(Archaeological Survey Series, volume XNV). The burial ground is entered by a quaint Romanesque lichgate, 
bearing the date 1656 and the words “Bead qui in domino moriuntar, quiescunt a labore suo. Apocalyps 
cap. xiv. v. xxir. Salich syn se die in den Heere sterven, sy rusten van haren arbeyt,” In front of each 
of the two gateposts stands a sculptured stone skeleton, almost, life size. These figures are said to be male and 
female. One lias a hourglass on his head and the other supports a skull on a column. The native legend is 
that the former figure holds an eggshell and represents a Dutch Governor who, duiing a terrible famine, doled 
out eggshells of rice to the starving poor and made a fortune out of their sufferings. His memory was .so 
execrated that every passer-by used to spit at the effigy, and a railing was therefore placed round it. An old 
church and an old sun dial adjoin the cemetery. On the opposite side of the lake to Pulicat is the small 
hamlet of Coromandel which is popularly supposed to have given its name to the whole of the eastern coast 
of this Presidency. The word Coromandel is however either a corruption of Oholamandalam “the realm of 
the Chola kings ” or of Karumanal “ the black sand ” (ironstone) washed down by tho Palar river and carried 
up the coast. Towards Sadras, especially, quantities of such sand are found on the shore.

DUTCH CEMETERY AT SADEAS. 

Sadras or in Tamil Saduray is situated on the sea coast about 35 miles south of. Madras. Its name was probably 
shaped into the usual form bv a sort of conformity with Madras or Madraspatam. It was made a settlement 
by the Holland East India Company in 1647. Yaloutijn, the Dutch historian (1726), gives a fanciful derivation 
for the word 4 * The name of the place is properly Sa drat) ga pa tain, but for short it is also called Sadrampatam 
and most commonly Sadraspatam. lu the Tellinga it indicates the name of the founder, and in Persian it means 
♦ thousand troubles ’ or the Shah-board which we call chess.” The only historical fact of any political importance 
connected with it is the abortive peace conference between the French and English, which held its sittings here in 
January 1754. The English deputies were Messrs. Falk and Y an sit tart, those of the French. Father Lavaur, 
Superior of the French Jesuits in India, M. Kerjean, Dupleix’s nephew and M. Bausset, a member of council 
at Pondicherry. Sadras was taken by the British in 1795, but. restored to the Dutch in 1818. It finally passed 
into British possession in 1824, along with the rest of the Dutch Settlements in India, exchanged for others lying 
mostly in Sumatra. The old Dutch cemetery within the Fort is still maintained in order under treaty.

KABUR. 

This obelisk commemorates the siege of the fort, at Caroor and 
its evacuation on the 2nd April 1783, during which operation 
there was sustained a loss of one officer, Lieutenant Stanely 
102nd Eegiment, killed, 19 Europeans and 30 sepoys killed 
and wounded. 

In 1760 Karur, then the most important frontier pest of Mysore, 
wns captured by the English and held by a British garrison till 
1768 when it was re-taken by Hyder Ali, to whom its posses¬ 
sion was confirmed by treaty next year. In 1783 Colonel 
Lang held the fort for a few months, and it is this occupation 
that is here commemorated. It was a third time captured 
in 1790 by General Meadows and again restored in 1792. 
This oft-contested fortress passed finally into the possession 
of the English after the fall of Seringapatam and was 
abandoned as a military station in 1801. It is now a busy* 
market town and an important centre of railway traffic. 
The obelisk is 2£ miles south of Karur, just beyond tho 
village of Tantoni where there is a rock temple of some 
local consequence. It is a heavy and inelegant monument 
13 feet high and is believed to mark the site of the besiegers’ 
camp.

The stone hears no date and gives no information, but it un¬ 
doubtedly marks the grave of Webb Thackeray, O.S., who 
died at Gundloor, 45 miles from Cuddapah, aged 19, in the 
first year of his service, but not before be had won notice 
for a clever little grammar of Hindustani in verse. He was 
uncle of the novelist and son of William Makepeace Thack¬ 
eray, the elephant catcher of Sylhet. He was called Webb 
after General Webb, the victor of Wynendaei, whose 
rivalries with the Duke of Marlborough are commemorated 
in Esmond. Three of Sylhet Thackeray’s twelve sons entered 
the Madras Civil Service. St. John Thackeray (b. 1791) 
was killed at Kittoor near Dharwar in an attack on the 
Desai’s fort, October 23rd, 1824. His eldest brother William 
Thackeray (b 1778) joined as writer in 179t> and was 
Subordinate Collector in the Ceded Districts from 1800 to 
1803. He became the friend of Sir Thomas Muuro and 
long wielded influence in Southern India as Chief Secretary 
and eventually Member of Council. He had the ablest pen 
of his day in the Madras service and his writings hold an 
honourable place alike in the Fifth Report and in the selec¬ 
tions printed by the Company, 1817-21. Richmond Thack¬ 
eray, B.O.S. (b. 1781), the novelist’s father, went on sick leave 
to Madras in the first year of his India service, and it was 
from his brother William’s house that he wrote to his mother 
on February 17th, 1790: “ My dear Mater, it is intensely 
hot at Madras and I am obliged to go out in the sun. There 
are no palankeens here, for the bearers are all gone with ths 
force which has taken the field against Tippoo Sulfcaun. I 
would give anything to be again at home. I would even 
be glad to carry gravel in a basket on my shoulder in the 
garden. It was this time last year we made the new walk ; 
it will be wonderfully altered when I see it again.” As 
Hunter remarks, the poor lad was never to see it again. 
“ He lies for ever by a coarso brick path in a land where no 
gravel is found,” William Makepeace Thackeray was bom 
at Calcutta (where his father was Secretary to the Board of 
Revenue) on the 18th July 1811 in the house in Free School 
Street which is now the Armenian College ; but five months 
later his father was appointed Collector of the 24 Pergun- 
nahs, and it was at Alipore he lived nntil, on the 13th 
September 1815, Richmond Thackeray was borne to his last 
resting place in the North Park Street burying ground. 
Richmond’s Madras brother William died on his passage to 
the Cape of Good Hope, January 11th, 1823, on board the 
Nancy.

Lieutenant George Rawson Boddam was a grandson of Eawson 
Hart Boddam, Governor of Bombay, 1784 to 1788, by his 
first wife Mary Slater, who lies buried in Bombay Cathedral, 
July 9th, 1762, aged 18. Governor Boddam was the youngest 
son of Charles Boddam, Senior, who came out to Madras as 
Supercargo and married Mary Hart at Fort St. George in 
June 1716. His elder brother Charles Boddam, Junior, 
married in 1754 Frances, daughter of Nicholas Morse, Gov¬ 
ernor of Madras, 1744 to 1746 (see No. 129). TheRoddams 
originally came from North-East Rosshire, and are supposed 
to be descendants of a French prisoner who escaped from 
Edinburgh Castle. 

George William Saunders, Esq,, Civil Service. 

Third Judge of the Provincial Court, Centre Division. Ho 
married Miss Angel Marshall May 17th, 1817. 

Erected by the civil officers of this station as a tribute of affection 
and esteem to the joint memory of Charles Edward Mac¬ 
donald, Esquire, of the Madras Civil Service, aged 24 years, 
a civilian of the fairest promise, who, while attempting, in tho 
fearless and conscientious discharge of his duty, to appease by 
prompt and persuasive measures, the fury of a fanatic rabble 
of Moormen, assembled on the 15th of June 1832, in the town 
of Cuddapah, was though completely unarmed, attacked, 
deserted by all his peons and barbarously murdered. And of 
Agnes, his wife, who only survived him 21 days, having died 
on the 7th July 1832, broken hearted, in the 20th year of her 
age. “ They were lovely in their lives and in death shall not 
he separated.” 

Thero is a monument to his memory in the Cuddalore Church, 
He was a grandson of Flora Macdonald. His wife was the 
daughter of E. W. Stevenson, Port officer of Port Novo. 
Mr. J. D. B. Gribble givfs the following account of his death 
in the District Manual: “ On the 15th J une 1832, the Pathans* 
of Cuddapah, the most excitable and dariug of the Cuddapah 
populace, descendants of the same men who had attempted 
to assassinate Hyder Ali at Sidhout, were in a great state of 
ferment. Early in the morning it was discovered that a 
small pig had been killed and thrown bleeding into the J umna 
Musjid. It turned out afterwards that this pig was merely 
a bandicoot, and had been purposely placed there by a 
Mahomedan, aided by two Hindus. But the excited mob did 
not stop to consider who had done the thing. They met in 
the market place and in the bazaar streets ; they raged and 
fumed, and their numbers increased every minute. By ten 
o’clock the crowd was so large and had worked itself into 
such a state of fanatical fury, that the additional Sub-Col¬ 
lector, Mr. Macdonald, sent off a message to the Collector 
Mr. Lacon, who resided at some distance from the town, 
telling him that he would endeavour to quiet the mob, but, if 
necessary, would send for the military from the cantonment.

Mr. Macdonald then got into his palankeen and went to the 
cutcherry where he found native subordinates assembled and 
in a great state of alarm. An order was at once sent for a 
detachment, but Macdonald was not destined to see its arrival. 
A letter was brought to him from a Missionary, Mr. Howell, 
who lived in the middle of the town, and who said that he 
feared an instant attack upon his house. Macdonald, in spite 
of the protestations of the cutcherry officials, at once deter¬ 
mined to do his best to help the missionary. He went into 
the bazaar accompanied only by a few peons. A naick and 
some of the treasury guard sepoys followed him, but it is 
probable that their presence served only still more to excite 
the crowd. Macdonald had scarcely reached the bazaar 
before he was attacked and cut down. His revenue peons 
ran away, but the guard tried to defend him and shared his 
fate. The last blow is said to have been dealt by a Pathan 


The last blow is said to have been dealt by a Pathan 
butcher ; but after this had been dealt, the mob was taken 
aback. It had assembled quickly, but it dissolved at once; 
in a few minutes there was no one to be seen in the streets, 
and the only signs of the outbreak were the dead bodies of 
Macdonald and the faithful sepoy guard. After a time the 
military came and the tardy Collector, but all they could do 
was to carry bdck poor Macdonald’s body in his palankeen.. 
The Collector endeavoured to magnify this into a preconcerted 
rising of the Mahomedans with intent to massacre all the 
European residents, but it is clear that it was nothing more 
than a sudden outburst of fanaticism to which Macdonald 
generously, but inj udi cion sly, exposed himself. J ’

GANJAM CEMETERY. 

This little graveyard is picturesquely situated near the ruined fort of Ganiam which was built in 1768 by Mr. Edward 
Cotsford, the first Resident, at one time a Captain of Engineers, who had seen service pn the Manilla expedition. 
Ootsford was a man of considerable energy, and his vigorous administration called forth the following remark in 
Hickey’s “ Gazette ”, November 17th, 1780 : “ Mr. Whitebill’s private and public character is so despicable as 
to render him unworthy a moment’s consideration. The times require a Cotsford at the head of our Presidency ; 
they require not only an honest but a. sensible man.” The most historic tomb in this cemetery has unfor¬ 
tunately disappeared. It is that of Alexander Macrabie, the brother-indrtw and devoted Private Secretary of 
Philip Francis, whom he accompanied to India in 1774. Next year he found himself Sheriff of Calcutta, and it 
was part of his duty to carry out the execution of Nuncoraar. He fell ill in August 1776 and was sent to 
sea ; but getting worse, landed at Ganjam, where he lingered till November 29th, 1776. He had just been 
appointed to a Writer ship in the Bengal Service. .No trace of his grave is now discernible. Macrabie kept a 
diary of his life in India, extracts from which found a place in the Memoirs of Francis, who preserved it among 
his own papers. The visit to Madras in September 1774 is characteristically described. The party disembarked 
from the Ashburnham while the “ sun flamed in the zenith” and were honoured with much military parade 
and firing of salutes. “ We were received like the fallen angels in a little hell of our own.” Mr. Wyneh, the 
Governor, and the small social world showed them profuse hospitality, having ready for them on the very 
first evening a concert, assembly and supper, where the newly-arrived ladies, “ by exciting different passions in 
the two sexes, did all the mischief they could desire.” “ Fort St. George,” it was observed, “ does not abound 
with pretty women, though it may boast w ith some reason of Mrs. Johnson. The appearance of the ladies even 
before country dances is more ardent than luminous. WTxen the minuets are ended, they go home with 
their partners to undress, and after a little refreshment return again in the purest innocence of muslin and 
the simplicity of a nightgown.” See Mrs. 0. F. Kearv’s “Correspondence of Francis” and Hr. Busteed’s 
“Echoes from old Calcutta.” “The loss,” says Mr. Merivale, “of this clever, lively, unselfish and most 
attached dependent evidently affected Francis keenly. There is something very touching in Macrabie’s 
numerous letters to his chief during his absence, addressed to his * dearest and best friend.’ wishing him 
once more all happiness, and assuring him 1 sick or well, I am yours with the truest affection.’ He seems not 
only to have loved Ms brother-in-law as a friend, but to have worsliipped him almost as an idol.” Until 1815 
Ganjam continued to be the head-quarters of the district and a military station, but in that year it was visited 
by an epidemic of fever which almost depopulated the place and led to its total abandonment in favour of 
Berhampore. The decaying fort, the pillars of the Judge’s house and the old parade ground are all that 
remain of a station which was once famous for the magnificence of its European residences.

His daughter Anne married 
Robert Maunsell, afterwards chief of Ganjam. His son

An honest man’s the noblest work of God. Reader, if ever the 
above sublime line of Pope was exemplified by mortal, it was by 
him whose remains are here deposited, the late Lieut.-Colonel 
William Berkeley, who died at Chattorpore on the 29th day 
of May 1810, and in the 54th year of his age, having served 
the Hoxrble Company upwards of 30 years most faithfully and 
zealously. Possessing every cardinal virtue, he was not only 
respected but gained; the spontaneous affection of all who had 
the happiness of his acquaintance or of being under his com¬ 
mand.

Here lieth also the body of 
Ordonicus Wheeler their son, who deceased 17th Jone 1682. 

James Wheeler arrived in India on June 24th, 1675, became a 
factor in 1680, and was nominated as Chief of Pettipolee in 
1684. In February 1685 the Court appointed him Chief at 
Madapollam; but before their letter ai-rived, he resigned 
the service. In March 1689 he was re-entertained in his 
former capacity at the instance of Sir John Littleton. Sub¬ 
sequently he became one of the Civil Judges in the Admiralty 
Court and Member of the Fort St. George Council. On 
August 28th, 1693, he met with his death in an extraordinary 
manner, being poisoned by the carelessness of Dr. Samuel 
Brown and his assistant, who powdered pearl in a stone mortar 
in which arsenic had been beaten and gave it to Wheeler in 
some potion. Mrs. Wheeler was sister to Ralph Ord, the 
schoolmaster, and had been bridemaid at Elihu Yale’s wed¬ 
ding to Mrs. Hynmers. The name Triphena is uncommon. 
A Mrs. Maria Tryphena Cockerell, wife of Charles Cockered 
and daughter of Sir Charles William Blunt, Bart., died at 
Calcutta, October 5th, 1789 (see No. 328). 

To the memory of Thomas Phippard, Esq., Surgeon in the 
East India Company’s service, and many years Surgeon in the 
Boyal Navy, who departed this life at Muglatore on the 26th 
Oct. 1797.” 

MoKaltoor is o miles from Narsapore. About 1794 it was 
the head-quarters of the second division, comprising the old 
Bajahmundry and Maeulipatam districts.

The town is a mile and a half from the Fort, a paved causeway 
across a swamp connecting the two.

Here lieth the body of M>s. Ann Britain, who departed this life 
the 21st day of January 1790, in the 27th year of her age. 

Her husband Samuel Britain was'a free merchant. 

Here lies the body of Colonel Charles Fraser, aged 56 years, 
who died at Masulipatam in command of the Northern division 
of the Army. This stone is inscribed with filial reverence 
and affection by his son Hastings, 1814. 

See Nos. 174, 299, 803 and 1639. The deceased had six sons 
and three daughters, of whom the eldest, horn at Vellore 
August 25th, 1771, was so named after Warren Hastings, at 
that time a Madras Member of Council. Hastings Fraser 
fought at Seringapatam and commanded a brigade at the 
taking of the island of Bourbon in 1810. He died as a 
General in 1854 setat. 83. His youngest brother General 
J. S. Fraser became Resident at Hyderabad.

According to Urquhart “ his death was occasioned by a malig¬ 
nant fever, the consequence of over-exertion in a survey of 
the northern tanks, after a severe inundation.” He came* 
out to Madras as Government Astronomer and gave the first 
idea of the Godavari anicut, which Sir Arthur Cotton revived 
with such admirable success. He was the author of several 
able reports, one of which, being a journal of the first 
survey of Coringa harbour (1789), is quoted in Mr. Henry 
Morris’ “ Godavari Manual.” William Hodges, R.A., in his 
“ Book of Travels in India during the years 1780 to 1783,” 
gives an engraving of the great pagoda at Tanjore stating 
that the picture is one which he painted from an accurate 
drawing made by Mr. Topping “an ingenious friend of 
mine now on a survey of the coast of Coromandel for the 
E.I. Company.”

The text is from the Song of the Three Holy Children in the 
Fire, which appears in the Apocrypha as part of the third 
chapter of Daniel. Manuel Fruvall was a shop-keeper, and 
there are persons of his name buried at Hyderabad. Shortly 
after the cyclone a traditional land mark at Bunder disap¬ 
peared in the shape of “ Eliza’s Tree.” Eliza Draper, Sterne’s 
correspondent, had stayed at Masulipatam with her uncle 
John Whitehall, after her elopement from Daniel Draper’s 
house at Mazagon, Bombay, on July l'2th, 1773, and spent 
much of her time under this tree, which was the general 
resort of the station “to eat the air” both in her day and 
long afterwards. An unsupported Masulipatam tradition 
describes Mrs. Draper as a fair Eurasian with dark eyes. She 
was the daughter of May Sclater, a Bombay factor, and his 
wife, a Miss Whitehall, and was horn at Anjengo, April 5th, 
1744. John Whitehill, her uncle, was chief of Masulipatam 
from October 28th to December 11th, 1773, and again from 
April 22nd, 1774, to January 29th, 1776. ^ He actedJ:wice as 
Governor of Madras for short periods in 1777 and 1780, and 
obtained an inauspicious notoriety in connection with the 
Nuzveed Zemindary scandal, which led in 1783 to the intro¬ 
duction of a bill of pains and penalties against him 
Parliament.

King of England. In 1700 the old Company resolved to 
re-establish a Chief and Council there and despatched a force 
of twenty-four soldiers with a Lieutenant, Sergeant and Cor¬ 
poral. Rowland was probably one of the party. His tomb 
is in the quarter of the town called Englishpalem, which was 
the site of the H.E. I.O.’s factory, as Frenebpeta and Valaudu- 
palem were of the French and Dutch Companies. There are 
other tombs there which were repaired and cemented over some 
years ago. Rowland’s is the only inscription now legible. 
Tradition has it that Captain Alexander Callender (District 
M anual, pages 61 et seq.) is buried there. He was ono of the 
heroes of Fofde’s capture of Masulipatam from Be Conflans 
in 1761. At the hour fixed for the assault, he mysteriously 
vanished, but reappeared when the contest was at its height 
and fell by the last shot fired.

“Here lies buried the Honorable Jacob Dedel, in his life 
councillor in the service and chief by land and by water 
of the Netherlands East India Company on the Coromandel 
Coast, died August 29th, 1624.” This is the oldest Dutch 
inscription in the Madras Presidency, if not in India. It is 
inscribed on a detached tomb in the old parade ground 
within the Fort. 
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DUTCH CEMETERY AT MASULIPATAM. 

Mr. Gordon Mackenzie writes in the “ Kistna Manual” as followsThe site where the Dutch had their 
villa residences is still known as Valandupalem, a corruption of Hollandpalem, and their burial-ground is m 
a corner of the compound of a bungalow behind the Collector’s office. It contains several tombstones in very 
good preservation. The stone is the hard n&pa r&yi on which the Hindoos carve their inscriptions, but the 
Dutch must have had a trained stonemason, for almost every stone bears a coat-of-arms, executed with 
considerable skill. Even the gravestone of an obscure Schipper or sea captain probably not of a degree to 
bear coat armour, has an effigy of the deceased with the three-cornered hat and long coat, familiar in old 
illustrations, reminding one that this Dutch skipper was a contemporary of those hold manners, C ulhver and 
Robinson Crusoe.' The graves are enclosed by a good masonry Avail, but some inscriptions have disappeared 
before that destructive personage, the village herdsboy, ivho, stone in hand, delights to chip off the raised 
letters that tell of the virtues of long buried merchants and their vrouws.” Other stones have been earned off 
by dhobies for beating clothes. The five inscriptions quoted by Mr. Mackenzie are reproduced here, together 
With the complete text of the other Dutch epitaphs, as prepared by Mr. Robert Morris, Collector of Iustna, 
and Kev. Father van de AVestelaken.

ARMENIAN TOMBS AT MASULIPATAM. 

In the “Azdarar,” the first Armenian newspaper published at Madras from 1794—6, there are frequent references 
to the Armenians of Masulipatam tnd the periodical visits of the Annenian priests of Madras there. At the 
commencement of the wars with Hyder, the Armenian community of Madras had divided into three parts, 
one settling at Negapatam and Seringapatam, another at Masulipatam, where they erected a church about 
1782, and the third remaining at Madras. See Mr. Seth’s “ History of the Armenians in India.” 

This is the tomb of Jakathoon, the wife of Alexander and 
daughter of S atoor, who was bom at Julfa in Ispahan, and was 
taken to the Lord at Masulipatam in the year of the Saviour 
1784, 21st Bhabath. 

This is the tomb of Catherine (Eatarineh), the relict of Moorat 
(Murad) and daughter of the Rev. Stephen of Garraek, who 
died in the Lord in the 23rd year of her age at Masulipatam 
in the year of the Saviour 1785, 10th Lamar. 

This is the tomb of Mary the wife of Mekhithar and the 
daughter of Avikt Agah of Shakhathoon ( ? ). (Died) at 
Masulipatam in the year 1791, on the 11th Nirhan of the

In sure and certain hope of a happy resurrection to eternal life 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, here reposeth the remains of 
William C. Wheatley, who departed this iife the 8th 
January 1810, aged 36 years and 6 months, who with the 
fewest failings possessed the noblest virtues of the mind. 
He was a sincere Christian, a true friend, a tender parent, 
the most indulgent and affectionate of husbands. In testi¬ 
mony of her irreparable loss, this monument is erected as a 
small tributo to his much esteemed memory and many ami¬ 
able qualities by his affectionate and disconsolate widow 
Elizabeth Wheatley. 

Colonel Manuel Martinz, late Commandant of this Garrison 
and District. Bom in March 1740, died on the 7th October 
1810, aged 70 years and 7 months, after an honorable service 
of 50 years. 

Colonel Welsh, author of an excellent book entitled Military 
Reminiscences, has left the following description of this per¬ 
sonage : “The Ramnad fort is indeed only interesting to 
Indians as having been, for upwards of 30 years, the residence 
of Colonel Martins of the Nabob’s service, who commanded 
the place, as well as a regularly disciplined provincial batta¬ 
lion, bearing his own name. Of all the hospitable men in the 
most hospitable country in the world, this extraordinary old 
gentleman stood foremost. He had a large well-furnished 
house, and received with a hearty welcome as his guests all

who chose to come to it. He had a cellar or godown, as it 
is there styled, full of the choicest liquors, and amongst the 
rest, pipes of Madeira of various ages, slung by ropes from 
the roof, to which he decreed an ‘Europe voyage’ as he 
called it, every time the door was opened, by making a ser¬ 
vant swing them about for some minutes. His wine was 
never fined, and seldom bottled, but drawn for immediate 
use. He was a man of few words, and directed his servants 
by snapping his fingers, or by whistling. . A native of 
Savoy, or Portugal, of a diminutive form, being under the 
middle size, with a visage more resembling a baboon than 
the human species, and manners the most uncouth and outr 6, 
Colonel Martinz was still the father of his corps, and the kind 
friend of all his little community; and to sum up his 
character in a few words, was generally known, much 
beloved, and wanted only the outward forms of religion 
to be universally respected and esteemed n (see No. 1272). 

Major J, B. Seward, 24th Regiment NX, who departed this 
life 9th October 1810, aged 34 years. He rests in the hope of 
a joyful resurrection. 

He married, August 1804, Miss Sarah Isaacke, who remarried, 
February 21st, 1814, Captain W. Gf. Pearse, of the artillery 
(see No. 191). 

Here lie the mortal remains of Eugenie, wife of George F . 
Cherry Esquire, who left this world for a better on the 9th 
October 1813. Possessed of every amiable quality which 
could call forth love and esteem and eminently gifted with 
those qualifications which claim respect, she was an affection¬ 
ate wife, a faithful friend, and truly good woman. This 
tribute of respect to her memory is erected by a mournful 
husband. 

Mr. Cherry died at Combacouam, February 10th, 1827, He 
was eldest son of John Hector Cherry, acting Governor of 
Bombay in 1802. Mr. Cherry and “Mrs. Bridget Josephine 
Eugenie Irwin were united in holy matrimony according to 
the rubric of the Church of England this 2nd day of Juno 
1812 at half past ten o’clock a.m. by E. Andrews, Assistant 
Magistrate. Witnesses J. S. Sullivan (O.S.), John G. .rumbull 
(C.S.), Lient.-Ool. Shakespear, U. 0. Shakespear.’’ She 
was the widow of William Irwin, a Madras civilian, who died 
childless, September 2nd, 1810, off Malacoa. Her previous 
marriage took place at Kaxikal, April 20th, 1802, when she is 
described as Mile Eugenie du Perron, daughter of the late 
Colonel du Perron of the Regiment of Pondicherry (No. 1374.) 
Her first husband’s father was the well-known Eyles Irwin 
(1751-1817), who married Honor Brooke. He was dismissed 
from the service in consequence of the part he played in 
denouncing the deposition of Governor Pigot, but returned 
to Madras with Lord Macartney, whom he afterwards accom¬ 
panied on the embassy to China. He was one of the first to 
take the overland route. He wrote two volumes of travels 
and innumerable books of poetry of the age, and was 
a friend of Hayley. His parents were James Irwin, 
H.E.I.O.S., of Hazeleigh, and Sarah Beale, daughter of Mary 
Beale “from St. Helena,” baptized at Calcutta, February 
28th, 1728, and buried at St. Helena, September 8th, 1792. 
Sarah Beale married three times: (1) Captain Henry Palmer, 
of the family of Lord Selborne, a private merchant, who died 
in 1743; (2) James Irwin, who died June 20th, 1752, by

whom she became the mother of three children—James, 
Sarah Gambler and Eyles; and (3) Rev. Robert Maplotofl, 
Chaplain of Fort William, 1750-77, one of the most interest¬ 
ing persons in the ecclesiastical history of Bengal. Maple- 
toft’s portrait hangs in the vestry room of St. John’s Church, 
Calcutta. He went through the siege by Surajah-ud-Doulah, 
only to die at Fulta of liis sufferings. He and his wife are 
honourably mentioned by Holwell. Mr. Hyde in his • ‘ Parish 
of Bengal” informs us that Mrs. Mapletoft “upheld the 
cause of the Pretender to her latest days and used, so tradition 
says, to fling a pinch of snuff over her shoulder in contempt 
of the Hanoverians, when King George was prayed for in 
Churcli.” 

Lieut, and Adjutant Henry Miller of the 4th N.V. 
Jin., who served the Honorable Company 28 years. He was 
a sincere Christian and an affectionate husband, whom it 
pleased God to call away at the age of 48 on the 25th April 
in the year of our Lord 1817. This tribute of affection is 
erected by his disconsolate and affectionate wife Ann Miller. 

Henry Miller married Arm Akin, November 8th, 1794. 

Francis Whyte Ellis, Esquire, of the Madras Civil Service, 
whose valuable life was suddenly terminated by a fatal 
accident at this place, on the 9th March 1819 in the 41st 
year of his age. Uniting activity of mind with versatility 
of genius, ho displayed the same ardour and happy suffi¬ 
ciency on whatever his varied talents were employed. Con¬ 
versant with the Hindu Languages and Literature of tho 
Peninsula, lie was loved and esteemed by the natives of 
India with whom he associated intimately, and his kind and 
playful disposition endeared him to his own countrymen 
among whom he was distinguished no less by his capacity as 
a public sorvant than by a mind fraught with intelligence 
and information, and alive to every object of interest or 
utility. The Collego of Fort St. George which owes its exist¬ 
ence to him is a lasting memorial of his reputation as an 
oriental scholar, and this stone has been erected as a tribute 
of tho affectionate regard of his European and Native 
friends. (The monument is of marble.)

On tho other side of this monument is the inscription in Tamil, 
a translation of which follows: “ Sacred to the memory of 
him called Ellis who entered into his rest, to the deep 
sorrow of the Goddess of Earth, on the 9th March .1819 a.il 
(1741 of tho bhilivahana Era) at Muhavai, otherwise called 
Ramnad, during one of his tours from Madras to the districts 
of the South. He was deeply learned in the English 
language, that language which spreads like a creeper pene¬ 
trating* into every nook and corner of the world. In his 
profound learning, lie shone like a sim, wherever he went, 


and of their subjects. He caused 27 wells and tanks to be 
dug that people might be benefited.” 
te arrived in India in 1790 and was all his life, a great oriental 
scholar. Sir Walter Elliott in presenting to tile Library of 
the India Office a valuable Tamil manuscript, the Tembavani 
of Beschi, obtained by Mr. Ellis, gives the following account 
of him in the pages of the “ Athenmum”: “ Tor upwards of 
twenty years he devoted all his spare time to the cultivation 
of Sanscrit and the various dialects peculiar to Southern 
India. Having determined to publish nothing until lie had 
exhausted every available source of information, he had 
amassed a vast amount of material, the elaboration of which 
would have shed a flood of light on tho still obscure history 
of that region, and likewise anticipated much of the knowl¬ 
edge of its philology and literature wdiich recent researches 
have brought to light. When his task was almost completed, 
he undertook a journey to Madura, the Athens of the South y 
for the elucidation of some minor details and resided for 
some time with Mr. Rous Peter, the Collector of the district. 
During a short excursion to Ramnad, in the same pro¬ 
vince, ho accidentally swallowed some poison and died o;u 
March LOtli, 1819. No one was at hand who understood or 
cared for his pursuits. His ordinary tangible property was- 
sold by auction at Madura and Madras under instructions 
from the Administrator-General, but all Lis papers were

In 1714 he was dismissed, and in 
that year his name appears in the list of seafaring men “ not 
constant inhabitants ” who were allowed to make Fort St, 
George their head-quarters.

In November 1 1 99 ho 
was appointed by Colonel Wellesley to the charge of Beanoio. 
Bednore hud been captured in 1 / 68 from its IVaneo by By clci. 
Colonel Wilks in his “ Sketches of the South of India ” says 
that a few days after its surrender, some person, speaking* of its 
population, says in Hydor’s hearing that it had been intended 
by the former* dynasty to'augment the houses to 90,000, the 
distinctive number which constitutes a town or nuggor. 
“ w o will not mar the project,” said the Sultan, “ and it shall 
bo called Hydor Nagger,” an abbreviation which was 
generally shortened into Nagger. Kundapore, tho present 
station of the Head Assistant Collector of South Cauara, is 
two stages from Bednore. 


Under this marble are deposited the remains oi b r ani .us Smith, 
youngest daughter of John and Anno Arbiitlmot., of Mit¬ 
cham in Surrey, where she was born un the loth J uno 1772* 
She accompanied her sister to India in 1*98 and in duly 17 J9 
became the happy wife of James Smith, Esq., in tho Honor¬ 
able Company's Civil Service and an eminent merchant of 
Bombay. Embarking for their native land with her beloved 
husband and infant soil and with the* most Haltering pros¬ 
pects in view, she fell a victim to a fever on board the 
Wcuckesbury Indiaman on the 21st of November 1801. Her 
exemplary eonduot in every station will long be remembered 
by those who know her, and let this simple record sent from 
England bv her suffering husband to mark tho grave of a 
greatly loved and much lamented wife, instruct the reader 
how insecure is the most enviable state on earth.

Cochin was first visited by Portuguese ships under Admiral Cabral on December 24th, 1500 when the Rajah of 
Cochin gave the strangers leave to trade. Vasco de Gama came in 1502 aiid left some ot his men. In loOS 
Alphonso Albuquerque arrived with a fleet of six sail and commenced the Fort St. Emmanuel The Franc.scan 
friars who accompanied his expedition built a small wooden chapel, on the site of which the stone church of St. 
Francis (Francis of Assisi 1182) wds afterwards erected. On January 8th, 1663, the Dutch took Cochm and 
converted the Franciscan church into their own place of worship and turned the cathedral of Santa Cruz into a 
suo-ar warehouse. The Dutch occupation lasted 132 years. In 1795, on the conquest of Holland by the French, 
the place was besieged and captured by Major Petrie. In 1806 for strategic reasons the English blew up the

He was 
the zealous Lay Trustee and finally the beloved Minister of 
this Church. Endeared to all classes of society by his lowing 
sympathy, he “ fell on sleep ” suddenly on the first anni¬ 
versary of his ordination, Sunday 28th October 1894, aged 63 
years.

There were four grades among Canons: Deao (Dean), Cantre, 
Thesoureiro Mor (—Major), and Mestre Sohola. The deceased 
was at the time of his death Viear-Q-eneral, the Bishop being 
D. Fr. Miguel da Cruz Rangel, who died in 1646. The 
tombstone has been reburied, where found, under the gate- 
wall of the Port office. It has a very fine coat of arms with 
cross keys.

The word before Lobo is a monogram containing the letters 
R.V.A. and perhaps I. It has been read as “ Reverencia,” 
but contains more probably the last letters of the word

family of Vasco is not established. Vasco Da Gama had four 
son3 : Estevam, Viceroy of India in 1539; Christoval, who 
commanded the Portuguese invasion of Abyssinia in 1541 ; 
Pedro da Silva, Governor of Malacca, the firm friend of Xavier; 
and Alvaro d’ Ataide, who succeeded Pedro in his office. One* 
of these four sons was the father of Francisco, born 1566, 
and Viceroy in 1597 and 1622, and of Luys, Admiral of the 
Indies and Ambassador to the Court of France in 1648. 
Paulo, Vasco’s brother, was Captain of a ship on his first 
expedition to Cannanore in 1497.

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WHITE JEWS CEMET^EY AT COCHIN. 

Asion alaz shel kobod arab rabbi Moses Alegoa niftar hodesk 
elul ya shenad atekh/u. “ This is the tomb of the venerable 
chief rabbi Moses Alegoa who died on the 11th of the month 
Elul 5426,” (corresponding to Sept. 11th 1666). 

The oldest inscription in the Beth-haim or “ house of life ” at 
the back of the Jews’ quarter, Muttoncberry. The modern 
cemetery is some distance beyond it and bears this inscrip¬ 
tion with translations into Malayalam and Hebrew. “This 
compound wall and the shed inside were erected by Jacob 
Hai Ephraim Cohen to the memory of his father Mr. Ephraim 
Jacob Daniel Cohen and his sister Miriam. May their souls 
rest in peace. Bahanaim. 5658 A.M., 15th Sept. 1898.” 
All Cohens are of the tribe of Levi, the Sacerdotal tribe and 
their tombs bear the symbol of two hands crossed in prayer. 
There is another tombstone of interest kept in the lumber 
godown iust outside the White Jews S}nagogue. It rims 
“ Asion alaz eh el kiar David bar Kiar Haim Casteel niftar 
belel shelish© shenad atarsu.”—“This is the tomb of David, 
son of Haim Casteel, who died in the night of Tuesday 5466.”

He was a renowned chess 
player and after his retirement was for many years Honorary 
Secretary of the St. George’s Chess Club, where he was the 
companion-in-arms of Zukertort, Blackburn© and Steinitz. 
Two of his own games will be found in H. E. Bird’s “Collec¬ 
tion of masterpieces,” and his book of the “ International 
London Tournament of 1883” (which he entirely managed) 
is a standard work. He translated Dante’s Divine Comedy 
verso for v r erse into terza rima, and was a. Latin and Greek 
scholar in the widest sense of the word, having taught 
•himself classics after his retirement from India. He married 
September 24tli, 1849, at Pondicherry Mary, daughter of 
the late J. MacLeod, C.S. He died at Travancore, Parkstone, 
Dorset, January 19th, 1903, and desired the words “ Scholar 
Poet and chess player ” to be inscribed above his grave. 

Antoinette Catherine Ratliff, the pure-minded, devoted, 
and dearly prized wife of John Ratliff, O.S., aged 25 years. 
Never was memory more hallowed by sterling virtues. 

Her husband subsequently changed the spelling of his name to 
Ratcliffe.

Mr. Marmaduke Lawson, late Government Botanist, was a great lover of tho Nilgiris and in a letter quoted by 
Sir M. E. Grant Duff in bis “ Notes from a Diary ” (1881-86) wrote : “ I cannot understand why English people, 
who live out here, should always be wanting to rush from a lovely place like Ootacamund to spend their winters 
in the Cimmerian smoke of London, Leeds and Liverpool. The climate of Ootacamund is pleasanter and more 
healthy than any other in the whole world. The work people have to do out here is very little and very 
uuirksome. The hunting, to judge from the number of limbs wilieli are broken every year, is far better than 
anything that can be got in England, For sport, there are always plenty of crows and sambur to kill: and 
when every tiling fails, the place possesses the prettiest of churchyards.”

3 297). Carpenter’s name was originally spelt Oharpentier, 
and his sister Margaret Charlotte married 8ir Walter Scott, 
December 24th, 1797. Their father was Jean Oharpentier of 
Lyons, a devoted royalist during the French Revolution. 
Six of Walter Scott’s letters to Carpenter are reprinted in 
Colonel Hastings Fraser’s Life of his father Gen. J, S. 
Fraser. They date from 1803-1814 and reference is made in 
them to Dr. "Leyden, the Heaths, the Dumergues and to* 
Charles Scott, Carpenter’s godson. Mr. Carpenter left his 
fortune to the Scotts, his widow having only a life interest. 
Sir Walter Scott’s son, Sir Walter Scott, Colonel of the 14th 
Hussars, died at sea, February 8th, 1847, aged 46, and has a 
monument in St. Mark’s Church, Bangalore (see Nos, 341 
and 2224). 

William Heath, son of Josiah Marshall Heath and Charlotte* 
Catherine Heath his wife. Born May 20th, 1818. 

Mr. J. M. Heath married another daughter of Colonel Fraser, 
March 18th, 1816. He was a civilian and lived for many 
years in the Salem Resident’s house, which now belongs 
to Mrs. Foullces.

ROYACOTTAH. 

On the 20th July 1791 Royacottah Fort was captured from Tippoo by Major Gowdie (see No. 1987) on which 
occasion Lieutenant Alexander Cree of the Madras Engineers was killed The Fort gateway still bears the 
date 1797. In 1816 Captain Be van (see No. 1649) met at Royacottah the Abbd Dubois “ during his periodical 
visit to the community he had at this place.”

There are several other monuments without inscriptions.- Jacob 
Oassivelaun Faneourt, Surgeon, died here April 5th, 1800,. 
but his tomb is not to be traced. 

Captain John Innrs, of the Honourable East India Com¬ 
pany’s Service, on their establishment of Fort St. George, 
aged 40 years. 

He was in the 14th N.L 

Near this was interred the body of Colonel R. M. Strange 
in the service while living of the East India Company.

A very fine raised stone. Colonel Welsh stayed in 1809 in his 
house built by Colonel Doveton, a former commandant and 
afterwards Commander-in-Chief of Madras. “ If there ever 
was a pure heart in wretched sinful man Bob Strange possessed 
it. He was very abstemious; an early riser and great walker ; 
he required no conveyance on a journey; night or day was 
perfectly the same to him; and he would cheerfully walk 20 
or 30 miles to breakfast in a morning, and return the same 
night, as a matter of course. His mild and gentle manners 
particularly endeared him to the natives; and when walking 
ont, he always carried some money and little scraps in his 
pocket, to give the little children he was sure to meet in his 
perambulations. Still, he was not a soldier; he could not 
drill; and a smart dress wrb his abomination ; but lie was of 
more consequence, in my estimation, than 1,000 soldiers 
raising the European character wherever he went, and com¬ 
pelling the natives to love their usurping rulers.” He was 
the youngest son of Sir Robert Strange, the engraver. His 
brothers were James Strange, C.S. (1751-1840), and Sir 
Thomas Strange, C.J. of Madras (1756-1841). Colonel

A distinguished Eurasian, who rose from the position of an 
Apothecary to he Deputy Surgeon-General of the Madras 
Army. He passed ail the Surgical and Medical Examinations 
with honours and finally took the M.D. degree. He pub¬ 
lished many reports on snake poisons, experimenting on the 
deadliest snakes without any fear. He possessed a wonderful 
memory and was full of all sorts of information on all kinds 
of subjects—a real walking dictionary. His grandfather 
was Major John sShortt, husband of No. 1983, and his father 
John Shortt, a Conductor of Ordnance, who died at Vellore, 
November 9th, 1837, aged 77. 
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TRANQUEBAR, 

Tranquebar, in Tamil Tarangambadi, “the village by the sound of the wave,” dates from 1618. A Danish East 
India Company was founded at Copenhagen in 1612, and six years later, the first Danish merchantman the 
Oeresund landed in India. Its Captain, Roelant Crape, was a Dutch sailor, who had been at the court ot 
Tanjore in his youth. He was pursued from Ceylon by the Portuguese and wrecked off the const of Coromandel. 
With a few of his crew he escaped to the Naik Raja of Tanjore, who befriended him and gave him the site 
of Tranquebar, 5 miles long - by 3 broad. Crape was then joined by a small fleet under Admiral Ove 
Cedde, a youth of 24. Gedde, whose manuscript diary of his voyage has been published by Schlegel, laid 
the foundations of the Dannesborg and of the Church in the Fort, of which the first pastor was Peder Sorenser 
Aal^, who died some years afterwards at Tranquebar. In 1624 the Company made over their territory and 
charter to King Christian IY in liquidation of a debt. In 1846 Christian VIII ceded his Indian possessions to 
the East India Company for £120,000. Tranquebar is in many respects the most interesting old European town 
in India. It is surrounded by a fine Fort wall in remarkable preservation. The carriage road enters through 
an imposing gateway bearing the date 1792 and the monogram of his most Christian Majesty of Denmark. The 
principal thoroughfares still retain their ancient names of King Street an 1 Queen Street, and the houses, which 
are solid and well-built, have no compounds, but adjoin each other. Some of them contain old fashioned cisterns 
to catch the rain, and tradition has it that the Danes used to keep their drinking water sweet by stirring it 
occasionally with a red-hot crowbar. On the south side of King Street is the Lutheran Mission Church, called 
New Jerusalem, and on the opposite side lies the English Church or Zion, formerly reserved for the official Danish 
community, as opposed to Ziegenbalg’s native congregation. Inside Jerusalem’s Kierko is au altar screen with 
symbolic devices, and a text of seven lines in Portuguese followed by twenty-four lines in Tamil. ^ “ De tal maneira 
amou Dms ao mundo, que den a seu Filho unigenito, para que todo aquelle que n’elle ere nao perega, mas 
tenhas a vida eterna.

Upon the communion table are two silver candlesticks inscribed “Christian Hansen Pauch. Anno 168.8. Anna 
Maria Erichs Dotter.” The pulpit is the identical one from which Ziegenbalg and Plutschau preached in 
periwigs : the high chairs were made by the Moravian brethren, who so vainly attempted to oolonise the Frederic’s 
Islands of Nicobar: the last century hymn books are in Portuguese, printed at “ Trangambar, na officina da Heal 
MissaO de Dinamarca ” and contain an “ oragao por a illustrissima Companhia da India Oriental.” Zion Church 
possesses other curious relics of the past. Its spire, shaped like a soldier’s spiked helmet, has a boll with the 
date 1752 : and within the vestry hangs an extraordinary painting of the Last Supper, coloured in relief upon 
wood after the manner of Albrecht Durer with the motto “ Tu vis esse meus per cenam, Christe, sacratam; Fac 
ut in aeternum sim maneamque tuns.” The Dannesborg, recently used as a district jail, is a massive building 
facing the sea. In one of its disused chambers can be seen the date 1677 and the arms of Christian the Fifth. 
Another piece of the old wall preserves the escutcheon of the Danish Company (Asiatiske Handel^with the 
figure of an elephant underneath. There are as many as five cemeteries in the town, containing inscriptions in 
nine languages—-Armenian, Danish, Dutch, English, French, German, Latin, Portuguese aud Swedish.

Commandant Brim, the layer of this foundation stone, was the 
successor of Johann Sigismund Hasius, who had imprisoned 
Ziegenbalg and told him “ that Heaven was very high above 
his head and Copenhagen very far off.” A deed of amnesty 
between them was drawn up on October 15th, 1714, and signed 
on one side by J. S. Hasius, Andreas Krahe, C. Bmn, Jacob 
Pauch, and on the other side by Ziegenbalg and Griindler. 
Hasius was recalled by the company in 1716, the year 
Ziegenbalg returned from Europe. See Fenger’s “History 
of the Tranquebar Mission ” for a very curious account of 
these'times. He reprints Ziegenbalg’s sermon preached at 
the foundation of the Church, on the text 1 Corinthians 3. II.

The oldest tomb in Tranquebar, In 1715 Ziegenbalg married 
Maria Dorothea Salzmann, who had formerly been his pupil 
at Merseburg, where her father was Government Secretary. 
Of their three children two died early. The eldest was 
afterwards Professor of Mathematics in Copenhagen, and 
then for a time Director of the Danish factory of Frederics- 
nagor (Serampore). He returned to Europe and died there 
in 1768. '

Prmpositus is the translation of the German u Propst ” or 
Provost. As Ziegenbalg was the first to preach in New 
Jerusalem Church, so he was the first to be buried there. 
He lies on the right hand of the altar, opposite his colleague 
Grundler. Their places are marked by thin copper-plates 
let into the wall, with Latin inscriptions from the pen of 
Schultze,, who was like Scliwarz a native of Sonnenburg* in 
Brandenburg. The Latinity is riot remarkablo, except for 
the use of the ante-classical word “ denatus,” which is found 
all over Tr'iiiquebar. Ziegenbalg is the father of Protestant 
Missions in India. His name, thongh little known among 
Englishmen to-day, was once received with enthusiasm in 
London. He had audiences of King George in 1716, and 
preached many times in the Chapels Royal and Savoy. The 
S.P.C.K. gave him a congratulatory address in Latin, to 
which he returned a reply in Tamil. Encouraging letters 
w'ere written to him by Dr. Wake, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and one communication, received in India after Ziegenbalg’s 
own death, bears the following testimony to his apostolic 
usefulness : “1 consider that your lot is far higher than all 

church dignities. Let. others be prelates, patriarchs and 
popes ; let them be adorned with purple and scarlet, let them 
desire bowings and genuflexions. Yon have won a greater 
honour than all these and a far more magnificent recompense 
shall be given you.” An account of Ziegenbalg is given in 
the first number of the “Calcutta Review.”

Pliitschau had returned to Europe in 
1711 and never came out again. He cied as pastor of 
Beyenflieth in Holstein about 1746.

Maria Barbara, widow of E. W. Stevenson, second daughter 
of Colonel Mathias Jurgen Yon Miihldorf, Royal Engineer of 
Denmark, bom in 1791, died 18th April 1872. 

E. W. Stevenson was Master Attendant at Porto Novo and 
Onddalore, where he died in 1823. There is a tradition that 
Colonel Miihldorff was a son of Frederick Y of Denmark and 
aided the Crown Prince and the Queen-Mother in their con¬ 
spiracy to depose Struenseo, Christian VIPs Prime Minister 
and Court Physician, and that he was sent abroad in con- 
sequence. Struonsee intrigued with Christian VIPs Queen 
Caroline Matilda, grand-daughter of George II. He was 
beheaded, and she retired to Zell with George Ill’s permis¬ 
sion. Miihldorff w^s bo n, December 5th, 1750, and came to 
India in 1777. In his old house at Tranquebar is a curious 
arch, evidently a copy of some arch in Denmark, with the 
inscription, “D.E.M.E.P. anno 1791,” and Miihldorff used 
to say that these five letters were the initial letters of the 
sentence which was the secret of his life. He died July 23rd, 
1836, and lies in a nameless tomb near his wife Agatha nee 
Sundt, whose sister married Bliicher’s brother. Miihldorff 
had a brother Count Danneskjold Samso, a title so ancient 
that he was considered the senior nobleman in Denmai'k. 
The Count’s estate was name i Holme-gaard. The Miihldorff 
blood runs in several Madras families through the Colonel’s 
five daughters (see Nos. 718, 804 and 1831), 

Major E. B. Stevenson 46th Madras Native Infantry born at 
Porto Novo, 27th November 1810, died at Tranquebar 19th 
November 1872. 

Edward Boyd Stevensou was the son of E W. Stevenson and 
his wife Maria n 6e Miihldorff. Peter Boyd, his god-father, 
was a free merchant at Ouddalore. His sister Henrietta Jane 
Stevenson married, July 18th, 1826, Colonel J. 8. Fraser 
afterwards Resident at Hyderabad (see Nos. 804 and 818). 

Rev. C. A. Ouchterlony, L.E.L.M. born in Stockholm, 12th 
October 1823, died in Tranquebar 20th Feb. 1889.

~ curiosities in the East, 'lhis enormous spinster had for¬ 
merly weighed 21 stone, but at this period she was by severe 
illness reduced to 15 ; and she shortly afterwards paid th# 
debt of nature. Having relations at Negapatam, she had 
occasionally performed the journey in a palanquin made 
expressly for her use, and, it was asserted, was then carried 
by no less than 36 bearers; while other Europeans had hut 
twelve, and many a fat Brahmin was actually moved about 
at the same rate bv four; the sacred character of the latter 
no doubt lightening the apparent weight; but could an 
European mountain, though a young one, which her native 
appellation (Nona Malleo) indicated, be carried by fower 
sable and imbecile emmets? This young lady kept the 
inn or hotel at Sadras, where she lived well herself, and 
never starved her customers; but being in the habit of 
favouring them with her company at meals, the sight of 
her shrivelled form, her skin hanging in flakes, for all the 
world like the hide of a young rhinoceros, was not exactly 
calculated to improve our appetites at the dinner table.”

Near this place (whither her remains were bi ought from Madras) 
lies the body of Margaret, only daughtor of James and 
Anno Calderwood Durham, of Largo, in the County of Fife, 
North Britain, wife of James Strange, Esq., in the Honorable 
East India Company’s Civil Service ; she died the 15th day of 
March 1791, aged 32, leaving issue one daughter. Impressed 
by the most lively sense of those distinguished and most 
amiable talents which endeared the wife, companion and 
friend, he, with the trembling hand of true affection, inscribes 
this marble to her memory. 

James Strange (1754-1840), at this time Paymaster at Tanjore, 
was brother to Sir Thomas Andrew Strange, first Chief Justice 
of Madras (1800—1817). He was a witness at the latter’s 
marriage in October 1806 to Louisa, youngest daughter of Sir 
William Burroughs, Judge of the Calcutta Supreme Court. 
Another brother Colonel R. M. Strange died at Royakotta, 
November 29th, 1811. Th« ir father, the well-known artist 
and engraver Sir Robert Strange, fought at Culloden in 1745. 
The tale is told how after the battle he fled to Edinburgh, 
where his fiancee Isabella Lumisden concealed him in her 
hoop, while the house was being searched for rebels. Her 
brother Andrew Lumisden was private secretary to the Stuart 
princes. Janms Strange married secondly in 1798 Anne, 
second daughter of the first Viscount Melville and widow of 
Henry Drummond the banker. She died v January 1852. 
Thomas William Lumisden Strange, bqj-n January 4th, 1808, 
was the eldest son of the Chief Justice and a Madras Civilian 
from 1825 to 1863. He died in England, September Sid, 
1884. 

To the memory of the Rev. Christian Frederic Swartz, born 
at Sonnenburg of Neumark, in the Kingdom of Prussia, the 
26th October 1726, and died at Tanjore the 13th of February 
1798, in the 72nd year of his age. Devoted from his early 
manhood to the office of missionary in the East, the similarity 
of his situation to that of tho first preachers of the Gospel 
produced in him a peculiar resemblance to the simple sanctity 
of the Apostolic character. His natural vivacity won the 
affection, as his unspotted probity and purity of life alike 
commanded the reverence of the Christian, Muhammadan and 
Hindu; for sovereign priuces, Hindu and Muhammadan, 
selected this humble pastor as the medium of political negoti¬ 
ation with the British Government, and the very marble that 
here records his virtues was raised by the liberal affection and 
esteem of the Rajah of Tanjore, Maharajah Serfojee. 

The proper spelling of the name is Schwarz, not Swartz. The 
monument in this church is by Flaxman. The aged mission¬ 
ary is represented upon hie death-bed and on his left stands 
Raja Serfojee, his pupil, with two attendants, while on the 
right is the missionary Kohlhoff. Schwarz w as the son of a 
simple German brew r er and baker. He entered Halle Uni¬ 
versity in 1740 and became intimate with Hermann Franeke 
and Schultze, who inspired him wdth a desire to go to India. 
He landed at Cucldalore in 1750 and joined the Tranquebar 
mission. In 1768 he was chaplain to the Company’s troops 
at Trichinopoly and remained there till 1778, when, leaving 
Trichinopoly in charge of Pohle, he took up Ids residence at 
Tanjore by Raja Tuljajee’s request. About this time he was 
entrusted by Governor Thomas Rumbobi with a mission to 
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Hyder, who received him courteously and kept, him three 
months at Seringapatam. Schwarz's report was never 
published, but the details of his mission may ho found in 
Fedrson’s “Memoir ” and in Wilks’ “ Historical Sketches os 
the South of India.” Previous to the treaty of Mangalore the 
Government sent him on another embassy to Tippoo, who, 
unlike his father, refused to see him. In 1787 Raja Tuijajee 
adopted a minor Serfojee and made Schwarz his tutor. 
Serfojee was the last representative but one of the Mahratta 
dynasty of Taujore, founded by Shahjee, father of the grea 
Seevajee, who obtained Tanjore as a jaghire. It is of 
Serfojee that Lord Valentia speaks with such praise in 1804 
and Heber in-1826. Heber says that he quoted Fourcroy* 
Lavoisier, Linnaeus and Ruifon fluently, that he had an 
accurate judgment of Shakespeare, that he wrote tolerable 
English poetry, and “ was respected by the English officers 
in the neighbourhood as a really good judge of a horse and 
a cool, hold, and deadly shot at a tiger.” His statue by 
Flaxman is in the Durbar Hall. He stands with his hand* 
oined as if in prayer and wears the curious three cornered 
lat used by the Tan j ore princes. He was succeeded in 1832 
by his son Seevajee, who died childless in 1853.

In the month named above he was on 
leave in Bengal, and Macpherson, then on the Council of 
Fort William, obtained permission to appoint him as his 
assistant. Macleod afterwards served in liis old presidency, 
aud was for some time Commercial Besident at Negapatam.

It. F. Cherry, Esq., of the M.C.S., lato Zillah Judge at Kum~ 
bakonam, who, on the 10th of February 1827, and in the 39th 
year of his age, after a short illness, resigned a life eminently 
distinguished for rectitude of principlo and zeal to his em¬ 
ployers. As a public character, and as a private one, for every 
amiable qualification that could adorn it, his heart was open 
to every charitable feeling and generous sympathy. The 
peculiarly melancholy loss of this inestimable life to his family 
is, and ever must continue, a source of the deepest affliction. 
For in him do they mourn the affectionate husband, excellent 
parent and faithful friend. In every respect, 0 ! how truly 
worthy was lie of imitation. This tribute of affection and 
respect to his dear memory is offered by his devoted and 
disconsolate wife, C. S. Cherry. 

Mr. Cherry’s first wife Eugenie died at Bamnad, October btli, 
1813. On June 10th, 1817, he married at Madura Charlotte 
Sophia, second daughter of the late Captain A. Hughes, 
who survived him and married secondly Richard Prichard 
Pohle. Mr. Cherry’s parents were John Hector Cherry, 
Member of Council, Bombay, and Catherine, the eldest 
daughter of William Stratton of .Surat. The Strattons are 
connected by marriage with the family of John Locke, the 
philosopher. John Locke and Peter Locke were brothers. 
John Locke’s son, who was the celebrated philosopher, died 
unmarried. Peter Locke had two daughters: Anno, who 
married Jeremy King, and whose son Peter King became 
Lord High Chancellor in 1725; and Elizabeth, who married 
William Stratton, and whose son Peter Stratton became 
devieee with Lord Chancellor King of the estates left by John 
Locke. Peter’s son John Stratton went to Madras in 1721, 
and in 1741 was chief at Vizagapatam and in 1742 member 
of Council at Madras. His son William Stratton was in 1763 
member of Council at Surat. Ho married Jeanne Bouchard, 
the sole child and heiress of Jean Baptiste Bouchard, a cadet 
of the noble bouse of Montmorenci, who had joined the French 
Company’s service at Pondicherry. Horn liard’s wife was 
Jeanne Varenne, widow of M. Martin, also in the Pondicherry 
Civil Service. By her first husband Madamo Martin had 
two sons, one of whom served in the French Navy under 
Count D’Estaing; while the other was a civilian. M. Bou¬ 
chard, Mr. G. h\ Cherry’s maternal grandfather, settled at 
Surat and died there iu November 1766, aged 70. His 
widow died also at Surat in May 1788, aged 75 (see Nos. 
508, 673, 1645). 

James Wyse, Esq., Superintending^ Surgeon on the Madras 
Establishment, who departed this life at Tanjoro, on tJbo 7th 
October, A.D. 1828, after a service of 27 years, aged 52 years 
and 1L months. 

His daughter Isabella mnrried February 10th, 1820, Mr. James

44 Mr. Hughes, an Indo-British gentleman, well-lmown for his 
commercial enterprise and successful speculations, was the son 
of Mr. Robert Hughes (writer, 1766; died in England, 17th 
April 1803), of the Madras Civil Service, formerly Paymaster 
of Madura. He was sent to England at an early age and 
received an excellent education under the charge of his uncle, 
Dr. Hughes, Principal of Jesus College, Cambridge.

return to India, after serving as a clerk under the Resident of 
Travancore, and in the office of Mr. 8. R. Lushington, 
Collector of the Southern Poligar Peishcuoh, he was 
appointed by Colonel Baunerman, the officer entrusted with 
the charge of quelling the Poligar insurrection of 1799, to be 
Malabar and Gentoo interpreter with the force on the pay 
and allowances of a Captain, which was confirmed by Gov¬ 
ernment on the 26th Septembor 1799, He continued in the 
same situation under Colonel Agnew in 1801, and afterwards 
in 1808 he accompanied the force under General St. Leger 
during the Travancore war and received the thanks of 
Government for his services on the 27th February 1809. In 
the interim he had engaged in commercial pursuits and 
entered into partnership with Mr. Charles Wallace Young, 
who, between 1805 and 1808, obtained a lease of a largo 
extent of waste land for the cultivation of coffee, indigo, and 
cotton, in Tinnevelly at an annual rent of 2,000 rupees, 
to continue till the close of the Company’s Charter. On the 
death of Mr. Young, in the latter part of 1809, Mr. Hughes 
succeeded to the lease, as assignee of that gentleman; and 
on the expiration of the Charter, the grant was renewed in 
1814, on the same terms, for the expiration of the next 
charter. Mr. Hughes likewise purchased the Kulattur and 
Kadalgudi mittahs, and continued engaged in various specu¬ 
lations with fluctuating success until his death, which took 
place on the 26th February 1835.”

This stone perpetuates in their birth place the memory of 
Gkorge Emilies Bird and James "Webster Bird, both of 
E.M. Civil Service, the sons of Charles James Bird, of Little 
Hatherley, Cheltenham., formerly Collector of this district. 
George Emilios Bird arrived in. India in 1871, and was for 
fonr years employed in this district, where, by his bright and 
amiable disposition he endeared himself to all, whether Euro¬ 
pean or Native, with whom he was brought in contact. He 
died at Coimbatore, on the 8th of March 1875, aged 25 years. 
James Webster Bird joined his brother in Palamcottah, in 
December 1874, and alter serving with assiduous diligence for 
Little more than a year, and gaining universal esteem, died at 
Tuticorin, on the 28th of January 1876, aged 28 years. Both 
brothers, by their earnestness of character and by devotion to 
their profession, gave high promise of a distinguished and 
useful career ; and their memory is cherished with affectionate 
regret for their early deaths among the friends who erect this 
tablet. 

C. J. Bird died in England, April 21st, 1879. He married, 
February 16th, 1847, Emily Honor, eldest, daughter of James 
Webster, of Hatherley Bark near Cheltenham. He was the 
son of John Bird, C.S., 1801-45, and brother of E. W. Bird, 
C.S., 1823.-1903 (see No. 1258). 


In affectionate remembrance of James Clark Seaton, B.A., 
Oxon. (of H.M Civil Service of India and youngest and 
dearly loved son of Edward (J, Seaton of London M.D. He 
died atTinnevelly on Christmas Day 1878 (aged *'2 years) in 
consequence of a fall from his horse. Throughout his career as 
a student ho had shewn qualities which endeared him to all 
who knew him, and gave high promise of usefulness and dis¬ 
tinction in the service of his country. On. his arrival in this 
country he was appointed Assistant to the Collector of this 
district, but had scarcely entered on his duties, when he met 
with the lamentable accident by which his life was suddenly 
cut short.

The event referred to is the first assault on Panjalftmkitriclii 
during what is known as the Baimenn an -Poligar \Var. The 
attack failed and was only remarkable for tho very heavy 
casualties sustained by tho British troops. Referring to this 
Major Baimerman wrote : “ The moment my time will allow 
of it, I shall state to the Commandor-in-Chicf iny sentiments 
relative to the conduct of tho native officers and troops. The 
eirciirri stance of one native officer being only wounded, con¬ 
trasted with four European officers killed and two iwouiided, 
will sufficiently mark the want of energy on the pjirt of the 
natives.” Reinforcements wove sent from Palamcottah, but 
a second assault was rendered unnecessary owing to the 
Poligar having abandoned the fort. Lieutenant Douglas 
was in the Bengal Artillery ; Donnieux and Collins in the 1st 
Battalion and Blake in the 2nd Battalion N.l,

9th 
Regiment N.I., who bravely fell or died of wounds received in 
assaults on the fort of Pun j alumcoureh v, on the 31st March 
and 24th Mav 1801. 


These casualties occurred in tho second and last Poligar War, 
after which the district came permanently into the hands of 
the British. Colonel Jamos Welsh, who served throughout, the 
campaign, describes it in detail iu his Military Reminiscences, 
remarking that lt no account of this service had been given 
to the public, and it w as customary, while gallant fellows 
were falling covered with glorious wounds, to put down the 
casualty in our newspapers as if they had died in their beds, 
thus * Deaths/ Lately to the Southward, Captain — or 
Lieut. —.” Panjalumcourchy fort, tho Gibraltar of the insur¬ 
gents he colls “ an abominable dogkermel, the system of 
defending which would have done credit to any engineor.” 
His description of the Dumb Brother, who was the soul of the 
defence, is so curious as to bo worth quoting: “ I cannot

close this account of horrors without a few words in memory 
of one of the most extraordinary mortals I ever knew ; a near 
relation of Catabomia Naig’s, who was both deaf and dumb, 
was well known by the English under the appellation of 
Dumby or the Deaf Brother, by the Mussulmans as Mookah, 
and by the Hindoo as Oomee, all having the like signification. 
He was a tall, slender lad, of a very sickly appearance, yet 
possessing that energy of mind, which in troubled times 
always gains pre-eminence, whilst in his case the very defect 
which would have impeded another, proved a powerful 
auxiliary in the minds of ignorant and superstitions idolaters. 
The Oomee was adored ; his slightest sign was an oracle, and 
every man flow to execute whatever he commanded. No 
Council assembled at which ho did not preside; no daring 
adventure was undertaken, which ho did not lead. His 
method of representing the English was extremely simple; 
he collected a few’ little pieces of straw, arranged them on 
the palm of his left hand to represent the English force; 
then, with other signs, for the time, etc., he drew the other 
hand across and swept them off. with a whizzing sound for 
the mouth which w r as the signal for attack; and he was 
generally tlio foremost iu executing those plans, ior our 
annihilation. Whatever undisciplined valour could effect, was 
sure to ho achieved wherever he appeared; though poor 
Oomee w'as at last doomed to grace a gallows, in reward for 
the most disinterested and purest patriotism.”

Eliza Bruck, tenderly beloved and dearly lamented daughter 
of Thomas and Sarah Bruce, bom I Oth November 1773. 

Captain Thomas Bruce married Sarah Mcetkirke. May 17th, 
1769.

Edward Tanner, Commandant of the 2nd Battalion of Artil¬ 
lery, who passed through life with unsullied honor, and died 
on the 1st October 1788, universally lamented, as he had been 
universally esteemed, aged 49 years.

This tomb is in the chancel of the church. 0$e of the four 
grandchildren mentioned became the wife of Sir Robert 
Peel, Prime Minister. A list of inhabitants of Fort St. 
George taken in 1788 shows Charles Parke to have been a 
licensed free merchant then in distressed circumstances 
living with his wife and family at the Red Hills near Madrasi 
He arrived as a cadet in 1770 by the Princess Royal , Captain 
Kerr (the “ old commodore ” who died at Cuddalore March 
1800). Four years later he resigned the service and obtained 
indentures to practise as a free merchant. Ho was employed 
and trusted by the Nabob of Arcot and finally ruined in his 
service. His letters disclose many curious details. In one 
of them addressed to the Nabob himself he says, u I will not 
for the present mention the bribes gi ven by your Highness on 
account of the unhappy business of the arrest of Lord Pigot; 
but the amount of them make up a great part of your High¬ 
ness $ new consolidated debt.” His name continues to appear 
in the Madras Almanacs under the heading of Europeans 
not in the King’s or Company’s service, up till the year 
1810, when it dr >ps out. He seems to have lived mostly at 
Tnchmopoly where Darke’s Bridge still preserves his name. 
On January 29th, 1791, at Fort St. George, his daughter 
Rebecca Juliana was married to Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Floyd of the 19th Light Dragoons “ by A. Bell, chaplain, in 
the presence of George Harris and Charles Darke.” Flovd 
was the Murat of the Mysore campaigns and the most (lashing 
cavalry officer of his day. He died a Baronet, January 16th 
1818; It was during his command of the Trichinopoly 
district that the future Lady Peel was born. The Out- 
stations liegister of St. Mary’s Church, Fort St. George 
records : “Trichinopoly; Julia daughter of Major General 
JFloya and -Rebecca his wife, born and baptized the 19th of 
L ov * H by Christian Frederick Schwartz, English Mission¬ 
ary. Flavia, daughter of ditto born the 1st June 1797 
baptized Feb. 1798 by Christian William Gericke, English 
Missionary.” Mrs. Darke died within six weeks of Flavin’s 
birth. In 1880 a memoir of Sir John Floyd was published 
by jus godson Combermere Floyd, m.i.c.b. From a miniature 
of Lady Floyd still m existence, it would appear that she was 
of great beauty A monument stands to her memory in 
Farnborough Church, Kent, bearing a representation of a 
rose in full bloom, torn from its stalk and below it a bud also 
broken off. Three buds remain, typifying the three remain¬ 
ing children, of whom the youngest Julia married Sir Robert 
Peel, June 9th, 1820. Though in her own phrase “no 
politician she became in time his closest and only com- 
panion. The statesman’s third son Captain Sir William 
f eel, V.O., commanded the Naval Brigade during the 
mutiny and died at Cawnporo, April 2nd", 1858. A statue 
stands to his memory in Calcutta opposite the Eden gardens.

1824, died February 2nd 1867. 

A monument to liis memory stands on the highway near the 
General Post. Office, where four roads meet. The inscription 
on it in English and Tamil is as follows : “To the memory 
of JEneas Ranald McDonell, Esq., for many years Collector 
and finally Judge of Trichinopoly. This monument is erected 
by the native community of the district in grateful remem¬ 
brance of liis kindness, generosity, and earnest desire for 
their Welfare.” His brother W. Eraser McDonell of the 
Bengal Civil Service won a mutiny V.O. for his gallantry 
during the retreat from Arrah. The incident will tie found 
narrated in Trevelyan’s “ Competition Wallah.” W. Eraser 
McDonell eventually became a Judge of the Calcutta High 
Court, opposite which a memorial fountain now stands to 
his memory.

The second son, Thomas, a Midshipman on H.M.S. Sijlnllc, 
obtained leave to attempt to reach Boussa, in order to set at 
rest all doubts with regard to his father’s fate: but died of 
fever, October 31st, 1827, after accomplishing 200 miles of the 
journey.

On its north side, a few steps from the 
house, is the plunge bath in which the Bishop lost his life. 
He had had a long and fatiguing service at Christ Church 
Fort, including the confirmation of a number of young persons. 
At the conclusion of the service he went into the adjoining* 
house to unrobe. The churchyard was full of a crowd of 
Christian natives seeking his blessing. From the steps of the 
house, just over the grave of Christian Pohle, he addressed 
the gathering a second time and added to his fatigue. On 
his return to Mr. John Bird’s house he(plunged into the bath 
in his exhausted condition, and his heart stopped. The

Garrison Surgeons did their host to restore animation one 
of them, Mr. A. B. Peppin, left a report on his examination 
of the body ; this paper came into the hands of the Rev. G. S. 
Kohlhoif of Ertmgalore, who gave it to the Rev. F. Pointy. 
It is now in the chaplaincy file book under the, date. The 
body was buried on the north side of the altar in St. John’s 
Church. A mural tablet was put up by the memorial 
committee, but there was no monument over his grave till 
the Rev. Thomas Foulkes became chaplain of Trichinopoly in 
1865. He raised money by subscription and placed over the 
grave a handsome marble slab inlaid with brass and coloured 
enamels. Twenty years later the Rev. Frank Penny, ll.m., 
raised money in the same way and put in the east window of 
stained glass as a further memorial. The bath in which the 
Bishop was drowned was railed off in 1882 and a stone erected 
with the following inscription : “ In memory of the devoted, 
accomplished, beloved and universally honored servant of 
God, Reginald Heber, d.d., second Bishop of Calcutta and 
one of India’s truest and most loving benefactors. This 
stone was erected in the year 1882 at the expense of Govern¬ 
ment on the margin of the hath in which he was drowned 
while bathing on the 3rd April 1826. His body was laid 
under the chancel in the Church of St. John, Trichinopoly, 
in tho hope of the resurrection of the just to eternal life 
through Jesus Christ.” There are two statu os by Chantrey to- 
his memory, one in St. Paul’s Cathedral, Calcutta (originally 
in St. John’s Church), the other in St. George’s Cathedral, 
Madras. Heber married a Mi«s Shiploy, daughter of the 
Dean of St. Asaph. Her father’s sister married Sir William 
Jones in 1783, the year of Heher’s birth. 

Major General Hamilton Hall, who after a period of 40 yearn 
service in tho Honorable East India Company’s Service, ended 
an honourable career when in command of the southern division 
of the army, aged 66 years. Simple and unassuming in his 
manners and unostentatious in his character. 

He married July 10th, 1795, at Poonamalleo Miss Flora 
Tondeclair (see Nos. 1998 and 2214).

Division, who died near Trichinopoly on the 3rd November 
.1844, aged years. This tomb was erected by the society of 
Trichinopoly in November 1849. 

Monsieur A. Montely, Surgeon in the Navy of the French 
Republic, who died on the 5th day of April 1849. This tomb 
was erected by the Honourable Company’s service, civil and 
military, stationed at Trichinopoly in 1849. 

Lieutenant and Adjutant the Honourable John Willington 
Monck of H.M. 84th Regiment, who died of fever at 
Trichinopoly on the 12th of July 1850, aged 29 years and 
9 months. He was sincerely beloved and deeply regretted by 
his brother officers, who have erected this monument to his 
memory. Requiescat in pace. 

Second son of the third Viscount Monck, of county Wicklow, 
by his wife Bridget, daughter of John Willington. 

Richard Breeks Esq., Madras Civil Service, aged 23 years and 
5 days.

u This bridge is dedicated to the memory of Captains Kilpatrick, 
Calliaud, Dalton, Kirk, Lieutenant Harrison Bevel of 
the Madras Army whoso bravery and fortitude in the defence 
of Trichinopoly and in the actions fought in its vicinity. A.D. 
1752 and 1754, under their heroic leaders Clive and Lawrence 
mainly contributed to lay the foundations of the British Empire 
in India. Designed and completed by Captain Edward 
Lawford, Madras Engineers, A.D. 1840. Proposed by Arthur 
Pooley Onslow, Esq., Collector of Trichinopoly, and sanctioned 
by the Most Noble George Marquis of Tweedale, c.b., k.t., 
Governor of Madras, A.D. 1846.” 

Inscription on a slab let into the parapet-wall. A picture of tlie 
bridge may be seen in the Illustrated London News ” of 
September 16th, 1854. The defence of Trichinopoly is one of 
the lesser-known episodes of the great struggle in the 0«rnatic 
between the Frenoh and English, possibly because neither of 
the protagonists played a prominent part in connection with it. 
The two actions which saved the city—the battle of the Golden 
Bock on June 26th, 1753, and the battle of the Sugar-Loaf 
ftock on September 21st, 1753—were fought by Stringer Law¬ 
rence, who was at the time in chief command of the English 
forces : but the siege lasted intermittently until the suspen¬ 
sion of hostilities in October 1754. In his report on the 
former engagement, which resulted in the complete defeat of 
Monsieur Astruc, Lawrence writes: “ I ought to mention, 
because it is due to their merit, the extraordinary gallant 
behaviour of Captains Kilpatrick and Kirk, who forced up a 
rook against four times their number of Europeans, and in 
the face of 2,00(m$epovB, and dislodged th«m and attacked 
them in flank, whilst we did the same in front; a more 
extraordinary action I have never seen.” Captain Kirk 
fell in the second battle which was fought in September 
some 3 miles south of French Rocks. Captain James 
Kilpatrick was more fortunate, and was, in July 1756, 
despatched to Bengal in oommand of the small force of 
230 Europeans hurriedly collected by the authorities at Madras 
on receipt of letters announcing the capture of Oossimbazar 
and the inarch of Surajah Dowlah upon Calcutta. They 
arrived in the Hooghly on August 2nd to receive the news 
of the Black Hole tragedy and to find the remnants of 
the Company’s servants huddled ;ogethor in boats or in 
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mat-huts at Fulta. When Watson an«i Olive joined them in 
November, half of Kilpatiick’s 230 Europeans were dead 
and of the remainder hardly thirty were fit for duty. He 
acted during the intervening months as a member of the 
Provisional Committee and his name appears among those 
present at the consultations held on hoard the Phoenix 
schooner. His salary a? .Oommander-in-Chief of the.Com¬ 
pany's forces in Bengal is given in the “ proceedings” of the 
time as £40 per annum. He is also one of the signatories 
to the treaty of June 1757, by whi$h Meer Jaffier was 
secured the Subahship of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa: and 
he was present at Plassey and at the famous Council of AVar 
at Cutwah, when he voted with Clive in opposition to an 
advance, and against the opinion of Eyre Coote, who coun¬ 
selled an “ immediate decision of the contest.” Clive writing 
on December 23rd, 1757, to the Court of Directors from ‘ ‘ Camp 
Fatehpoor near Rajmahaul,” meutions the loss of several 
officers, “ among the rest Major Kilpatrick, who acquired 
much deserved reputation in his long course of service in 
India.” His death had occurred in the preceding October. 
Captain James Dal ton, the real hero of the defence of 
Trichinopoly, was born in 1725, began life (like Kilpatrick) 
as a subaltern of marines, joined the East India Company’s 
service in 1749, and was mado Captain of the Grenadier 
Company. When stationed at Fort St. David, he was very 
intimate with Clive, who afterwards stood godfather to one 
of hie daughters. From 1752 to 1753, he was in command of 
Trichinopoly during its continuous investment, and his letters 
to Madras were considered so important that orders were 
given to open them immediately they arrived, even if the 
President were absent. After successfully beating off the 
besiegers, Dalton resigned the service through ill-health 
in March 1754, and was succeeded in his command by 
Kilpatrick. On his return to England he married on 
March 7th, 1756, Isabella, daughter of Sir John Wrey, 
Bart., and died July 11th, 1811, at the age of 86. His 
journal of 166 folio pages contains a full account of the 
siege. It is largely quoted by his relative, Mr. Charles 
Dalton, f.r.g.s., who published iu 1886 a memoir of his 
ancestor; and it was extensively used by Orme for his 
“ History of the War in India” which appeared in 1763. 
Captain John Oalliaud succeeded to the command of the 
Company’s troops in Madras in February 1759 on the 
departure of Stringer Lawrence for England. In the 
following October, Eyre Coote, who had been appointed from 
home to the Madras Command, arrived at Fort St. George; 
andCalliaud, now a Major, was despatched to Bengal with 
200 men, Clive having requested that he might, be sent to 
command the army in that province, if Colonel Coote should 
be detained to serve on the Coromandel Coast. He reached 
Fort William in November, and took over charge from Clive 
and Forde. During the years 1760 and 1761, he was 
occupied in Behar in aiding Meer Jaffier to clear the province 
of the armies of the Shah Zadah. In 1763, he became Pom- 
mander-in-Chief at Madras and in November 1766 concluded 
at Hyderabad a treaty with Nizam Ally. He retired in 1775 
and died in 1810 at his seat in Oxfordshire u highly respected 
by the surrounding nobility and gentry.” Lieutenant 
Harrison Revel commanded the artillery under Clive at the 
defence of Arcot in September-October 1751, was taken 
prisoner near Conjeeveram as he was returning wounded 
from the siege, and was killed in February 1754, at the dis¬ 
astrous engagement near Kelli Kotah when a valuable 
convoy and £7,000 in specie was captured, and an entire 
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company of grenadiers cut to pieces. “ This brave man,”' 
says Orme, “ seeing the day lost and the enemy on the point 
of getting possession of the camion, suffered himselitobe cut 
down without making resistance, rather than quit the work 
in which he was employed, of spiking one of the field- 
pieces.”

Here lieth the body of George Grant, late Serjeant in the 2nd 
Regiment of Cavalry. He served the Honorable Company 
and His Highness the Nabob 17 years, and died the 29th 
November 1789, aged 43. 

Sacred to the memory of Matthew Horne, Brigadier General in 
the Army of the Honorable EX Company on the Coast of 
Coromandel, who departed this life on the 14th December 
1789, aged 57 years. He commenced his military career in 
1757 under the auspices of those immortal heroes Lawrence 
and Clive, who at an early period honored his virtues with 
their notice and friendship. He passed thro 5 a series of active 
and distinguished services in the several gradations of army 
rank, with uniform esteem and approbation; and he attained 
the honorable distinction of the chief command of the Coast 
Army which he held with credit from February to October 
1789. To high professional talents, he joined an enthusiastic 
zeal which peculiarly marked his public exertions, especially 
in the memorable defence of Madras and in the reduction 
of Manilla, of Tanjore, and of Pondicherry. Blessed with a 
feeling and friendly heart thro 5 every chequered scene of life 
he maintained unsullied the proud characteristics of our 
Englishmen, loyalty, bravery and honour. His remains are 
deposited in the church of Trichinopoly. 
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UrquLart: “ He served at the capture of Manilla under General 
Draper, and at the defence of Madras against the Cornpte 
do tally. He was long the favourite friend and confidential 
Aid-de-Camp of General Joseph Smith. On his way to take 
the command of the Southern Army, he was intercepted 
by a frigate, dispatched expressly for that purpose by 
M. Suffrem, and made a prisoner.” Lord Pigot, it will be 
remembered, was kept in his eustod}' at the Mount in 1777. 
He married Miss Anna Salmon, October 10 th, 1774. He was 
a prominent Freemason, and when a captive of war in the 
Island of Bourbon received fraternal kindness from a 
French lodge there.

A little monument stands at the foot of the hill near the 
village of Malayadipatti. It is divided into two compart¬ 
ments. In the southern one, which is the shorter, lie the 
remains of lurr&uurr&GuiruQ, i.e., Father James and jy 0 
6 rnr l r 5 jh/G<Sr®j' r n£l, i.e., Father Thome, In the middle of the 
other compartment are the remains of enprfhu 

<9F<bvtrij3 , i.e., Father Constant come from Town. The town 
at that time was Trichinopoly and this Father Constant 
appears to be none other than the celebrated Jesuit Beschi. 
His full name is Joseph Constantine Beschi and ho was a native 
of Italy, born at Castiglione, November 8 th, 1680. Educated 
at Rome, he entered the Society of Jesus on October 21 st, 
1698. In 1711 he arrived at Goa and joined the Madura 
Mission, founded about a century before by Robert de Nobi- 
libus, the nephew of Cardinal Bellarmin. He gave himself 
out as a white Brahmin from the West and adopted native 
customs and costumes. He soon became famous as a linguist. 
In three months he is said to have mastered Persian and 
Hindustani for the express purpose of obtaining an interview 
with Chanda Sahib, Nawab of Trichinopoly, w ho gave him 
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the title of Ismatti Sanyasi and made him liis Dewan. 
Among the natives Besehi was known as Yeeramahamunivar, 
‘‘the great fearless man of God.” After being driven by the 
Mahrattas from Trichinopoly, he passed to the Pearl Fishery 
Coast, and in 1744 was Hector of Manapar, in which post 
he died February 4th, 1747. Of all tho Jesuit Missionaries, 
who have worked in India, Besehi is probably the most 
distinguished for learning and intellect. His knowledge 
of Tamil was simply wonderful. He was equally familiar 
with the high and low dialects; and his compositions in that 
language have excited the admiration of many a South 
Indian poet. Unliko de Nobilibus he was averse to intro¬ 
ducing many Sanscrit terms and expressions into his Tamil 
works; and rather aimed at acquiring a perfectly pure and 
idiomatic style. And in this he was perfectly successful. 
Had Tamil been his native tongue, it would have been 
impossible for him to acquire greater proficiency in it. His 
Tembavani, “the unfading wreath 55 (probably with refer¬ 
ence to St. Joseph’s lily), composed in 1726 with two 
commentaries, prose and verse, at once became a classic. It 
occupies in the Tamil Roman Catholic household the same 
place which Father Stephen’s Purana holds in the homo of a 
Roman Catholic on the Ivonkan Coast. His grammars of 
High and Low (Shen and Kodun) Tamil, originally written 
in Latin, aro standard authorities. His tale of the foolish 
priest Gooroo Pararuarthan and his disciples, translated into 
French by the Abbd Dubois and into English by E. T. 
Babington, C.S.. was for half a century the first reading 
book placed in the hands of the student. A Tamil life of 
Besehi dealing mainly with his Indian life has been written 
by Muthusawmy Pillai. A more comprehensive biography 
is in course of preparation in France. 
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OLD CEMETERY. YIZAGAPATAM. 

In a lane off tlio Bazaar Street, choked in by houses. The oldest European tomb in Waltair is said to be the large 
monument, almost hiddon by a banyan tree, on tho highroad a little below tlie Waltair Club. It is known in 
Teiugu as Dhamidu or Garudu Goli and is supposed to cover tho remains of the French general or soldiers who 
fell at Bussy’s capture of Vizagapatam in 1757. The natives believe it to be haunted.

Secretary 
until his return. Mr. John Tivill died in September 1680 
when chief of Masulipatam. The lirst case heard at Madras 
by the Council sitting as Court of Judicature w as the civil 
suit of Tivill versus Jearsey, March 27th, 1678,

Sir John Goldshorough’s last recorded letter is addressed to 
him as chief of Vizagapatam from Chuttamitte, 9 ber the 
6th, 1693. He married, January 8th, 1688-89, Catherine 
Willcox, u .given by the Honorable E. Yale, President.” 
A Mrs. Holcombe, wdio died at San Tlioiue, aged 94, March 
13th, 1791, is probably his daughter. TJrquhart’s account 
of her funeral, where tho Governor Sir Charles Oakley, 
Mr. Huddleston, Colonel Capper and Mr. Oakes acted 
as pall bearers, recalls the description of the obsequies of 
Begum Johnson in Calcutta, 1812, which Lord Wellesley 
attended in the State coach with six horses and a detachment 
of the bodyguard. 

Here lieth the body of Jonathan Wilson, who dyed in the year 
1706, aged about 66 years, and haveing left his estate to ye 
poor belonging to tho English church in Fort St. George hath 
this monument of his charity and their gratitude. “ He that 
hath pity on tho poor lendeth to the Lord.” Proverbs 19, 17. 

Here lies the body of Zachariah Highlord, sometime ensign 
in this place, who departed this life tho 23rd of November 
in the year of our Lord 1711, in the 55th year of his age.

Here lyeth interred tho body of Sandys Davis who, after haveing 
been a considerable time in the service of the English East 
India Company dyed in the chief ship of Vizagapatam, the 
14th day of May i734, aged 35.

Here lyoth the body of Charles Simpson, Esq,, late chief of 
this Settlement, who departed this life on the 4th day of April 
1741, aged 41 years.

Here lieth the mortal remains of Ann Hollond, the wife of 
John Hollond, inhabitant of Madras. She was a faithful 
wife and sincere affectionate friend, a tender parent, a hind 
and considerate mistress, a pious, virtuous and truly amiable 
woman. Her husband, impressed with the deepest sorrow for 
the loss of so inestimable a blessing and inspired with the 
tenderest affection for her memory, hath caused this stone to be 
inscribed to her virtues. She dyed, on the 7th February 1776, 
in the 25th year of her age and in the seventh of her marriage 
after having given birth to three children. Pardon her 
offences, Oh Almighty God, and receive her gentle spirit into- 
the mansion of thy mercies. John Hollond. 

Here rests the body of Ambrose Comyn, who departed this life 
the 3rd September 1776, aged 29 years. This tribute of 
regard to his memory is paid by his affectionate wife, Elizabeth 
Comyn. 

u Here rests his head upon the lap of eaitli 
A youth to Fortune and to Fame unknown.” 

Beneath this stone is deposited tho mortal part; of Mr. Kings- 
ford Vennek, cadet in the 1st Circar.Battalion of sepoys, an 
ill-fated youth, who possessed of the most amiable disposition 
and every requisite to form a good man, was precipitated 
into an untimely grave at the ago of 19 in a mutiny of 
grenadier sepoys ordered for embarkation from this port on 
the 3rd of October 1780. 

An account of this mutiny will be found in Wilson’s “ History 
of the Madras Army,” volume II, page 18. Lieutenant Crisp, 
Mr. Tenner, a cadet, and Mr. Bohert Butherford, C.8., Pay¬ 
master, were killed ; Captain T. Lane (who had married Miss 
Eleanor Vernier, November 11th, 1775), Mr. Charles Maxtone, 
C.S., and others were woundod; and Mr. J. H. Oasnmajoiy 
C.S., the chief, robbed of property worth Bs. 15,000. The 
news writer in Hickey’s “ Gazette ” for October 21st, 1 < 80, 
describes the occurrence as follows:— , . ; ' 

i ‘We are informed that the Sepoy troops lately draughted 
at Vizacapatam, having all their arms, accou train on ts v 
baggage, etc., ready to embark on board the Sartine 
Frigue, and some other vessels then in that harbour in 
order to carry them to Madras, the day of their intended 
departure the Governor of Yizac invited all the military 
officers to dine with him, and the Council. Tho troops* 
were to embark that afternoon. The gentlemen made a 
cheerful repast, drank success to the British arms, .and sat 
in company with all the tranquility, of mind imaginable, 
hut were soon alarmed by an uncommon noise. They 
sent some of their servants out to learn the cause, and 
was soon informed that the troops draughted for Madras 
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had mutinied, and was endeavourin 


v to force those Sepo} r s 
who were to remain behind in the barracks to join them, 
which they refused. Till s account soon brought their officers 
out, who instantly resumed their commands, and ordered 
them immediately to inarch down to the beach and go on 
board. This they refused one and all. The Grenadiers 
levelled their pieces, took aiih, discharged a volley, and 
killed every officer on the spot. They took the Governor 
prisoner and all the civil servants, set free a French spy 
(Oapt. Brul6) who had been confined there for some 
time, and placed him at their head, at the same time put 
the Governor and all the civil servants in the prison from 
whence they took the Frenchman. They plundered the 
Governor’s house and factory of the treasure, plate and 
every other valuable that night, took the civillins out the 
next morning, tied them, and marched them off with them, 
with an intent to carry their prisoners to Hyder Ally, 
whom themselves intended to join. After they had marched 
several miles from Yizac, they untyM the Governor Mr. 
Casmajor and the rest of the gentlemen, and told them they 
might return to Yizac if they pleased. Ensign Butler, the 
only surviving officer on that establishment, and who vciy 
fortunately had been on a visit to a friend at some distance 
from the settlement, finding what had happened, drew up 
a detachment of the remaining troops the next morning 
with a few field pieces, marched at the head of them in 
quest of the deserters, came up with them, and dis¬ 
charged a few rounds of grape shot amongst them, which 
brought several of them to the ground. Seme ran off, 
leaving the most part of their arms behindhand the 
remainder he took prisoners, marching them in the front 
with the field pieces in the rear.”

public service in India, five dying there. By his 
previous marriage there had been two sons, of whom the 
eldest, Major* Gen oral John Briggs, e.b.s. (1785-1875), is 
known to fame as the Translator of Ferishta and the Seir-ul- 
Mutakherin and of much else of great interest (see his Life 
written in 1885 by Major Evans Bell). General Briggs mar¬ 
ried December 3rd, 1811, at Madras his stepmother’s sister 
Jane, youngest of the nine daughters of Mr. John Dodson, of 
the London Custom House. Another sister Elizabeth married 
in 1798 John De Morgan (No. 280), so that General Briggs 
became uncle by marriage to Augustus De Morgan (1806-71), 
with whom he contracted a warm friendship. Gilbert Briggs 
(see No. 745) was a son of Stephen Briggs, the brother of 
Surgeon John Briggs. Stephen’s wife, nee Magdalene 
Pasley, was sister to Sir John Malcolm’s mother (see No. 138). 

Andrew Ferguson, late Captain in the county Service, 
a sincere Christian, an affectionate husband, and a true friend, 
whom it pleased God to call away at the age of 48. This 
tribute of affection is paid by his sons, .Robert and James. He 
departed this life ten days after his affectionate wife, 18 
March 1789. 

Stranger! if thy breast be open to the charms of sensibility 
and its attendant virtues, the inmate of this cell might have 
enlarged the circle of thy comforts. Her early death has torn 
a leaf from Friendship's volume. Flattered with a smiling 
dawn, her days were quickly clouded by misfortune, and 
though a more than fraternal love tried all its tender influence 
to soothe a/nd mitigate her sorrow, she reached not the meridian 
of life. What humility disclaims need not be unacceptable 
to virtue, nor will it reject 'this humble tribute offered by a 
faithful friend to the warm affections, the unassuming merit 
that distinguished and endeared the character of Frances 
Dowset, who died—aged—. 

This somewhat mysteriously worded eulogy bears no date, 
but obviously belongs to the latter part of the eighteenth 
century. A Miss Frances Munro married Mr. Robert Dowset 
of the Civil Service, May 12th, 1766. The deceased may 
have been their daughter. 

Here repose the remains of one of the most amiable and best of 
women Elizabeth Davidson, the mother of a lovely progeny 
and for 25 years the wife of a happy husband. To the softer and 
more engaging qualities of her own sex, she added the higher 
virtues which dignify the other, perfecting without exceeding 
the gentle excellence of female character; affectionate without 
weakness, generous without extravagance, gay without levity. 
Her smile was the beam of benevolence, her heart the seat of 
sympathy, and the uniform complacency of her temper 
illumined her countenance with the blended ray of sensibility 
and virtue. To her husband, to her children, to all, her dutiful 
affections, her pious cares, her beneficent zeal distinguished and 
endeared the faithful wife, the tender parent, the firm friend. 
And if mortal ken may presume, her humane and moral 
virtues exalted by religion recommend a Christian to her God, 
obiit 8th July 1791. 

Near to the remains of his faithful wife, here lies entombed the 
body of Alexander Davidson, late chief of Vizagapfitam. 
The honesty and honor of this excellent 
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would have dignified and distinguished it in any sphere, but 
in the important and responsible trusts he held, his invincible 
integrity shone in the more heightened lustre the more it was 
tried. He attained, through the gradations of services, the 
chair of the Madras Government and though without the wealth 
of a Governor, he was rich in the real worth of a man. Nor 
wore his private qualities less amiable. His poouliar pleasantry 
of mind and felicity of manner irresistibly attached attention 
and delight. Ho immediately followed to the tomb his death- 
divided partner, to part no more. Reader, prepare for the 
oertain dissolution of human happiness by living with equal 
virtue to die with equal hope, Sept. 20th 1791. 

It was during Mr. Davidson’s acting governorship in 1785 that 
the first discovery of Roman gold coins (aurei) in the Madras 
Presidency was made by a ryot at Nellore (“ Asiatic 
Researches,” 1790, volume II, page 332). 

“ What! A gold coin among these jewelled treasures 
Why send me such a relic ? ’ > So you say. 

“ Good to enhance some antiquary’s pleasures ; 

Stamped for dead people in a buried day ! ”

Sacred to the memory of Benjamin Roebuck, Esq., who after 
serving the East India Company thirty-three years as a civil 
servant under their Presidency at Fort St. George with 
distinguished talents, .zeal and fidelity departed this life at 
Yizagapatam, aged 56 years. His pious widow has caused 
this stone to be erected in grateful remembrance of his 
numerous public and private virtues. 

In connexion with the case of the notorious Reddy Rao, Sir 
Georg© Barlow punished Mr. Parry, a private merchant, and 
Mr. Roebuck, by deportiug the former to England and by 
removing the latter to an inferior station in the North era 
Circars, where be died. Barlow’s proceedings were sub¬ 
sequently found to have been unjust. The case w'as the out¬ 
come of the commission of enquiry into the claims of the late 
Nabob of the Carnatic, and the Government were induced to 
support Reddy Rao on the representation of certain officials 
who had an interest in his forged bonds. Roebuck was a 
highly respected member of society and uncle to the well- 
known T. A. Roebuck, M.P., the Sheffield Reformer. 
His brother W. Roebuck (No. 228) died in 1801. Benjamin 
Roebuck’s wife was a Mrs. Catherine Taylor, widow of No. 
1129 and daughter of Lieutenant M aitland (Nos. 1129 and 
1841). 

George Maieman, Esq., Commercial Resident at Masulipatam, 
aged 52 years, having faithfully served the E.I. Company for 
the period of 17 years. 

Writer in 1793. He married Miss Elizabeth Watts, June

Born at BuQy near Soisaons in 1718. He lost his father at an 
early age and inheriting nothing but hia pedigree came out 
to the lie de France at tho time that Labourdonnais was 
Governor, and formed one of bis expedition to India in 1746. 
When Labourdonnais returned to Europe Bussy r. mained 
behind aa an officer of Dupleix’s army. He accompanied 
Muzaffer Jung t«» the Dec«*an in hia disastrous expedition 
againat the insurgent Afghan Chiefs in which the latter was 
killed. After his death he procured the appointment of 
Salabat Jung to the vacant throne of the Nizam and prac¬ 
tically made < f him a French prefect. His handful of 
Europeans soon became the nucleus of a powerful army. 
Such ascendancy aroused many enemies. During his absence 
in January 1753 at the < oast recruiting his health, the 
minister Said Lashkar withheld all allowances due to his troops 
with a vie -v to breaking up the force. Bussy rose from his 
bed and marched straight to Aurangabad, where the Court 
was, and obtained a cession of four provinces (afterwards 
known as the Northern Cirears) for the pay of his corps. 
The following year his astonishing military success at 
the siege of Savanore inflamed the old resentment against 
him, and in 175fi Bussy and his troops were peremptorily 
dismissed from service. The Nizam had meantime applied 
to the English for assistance to drive out the French and 
the request was about to be granted, when the news of the 
capture of Calcutta diverted every British soldier northward. 
Bussy, after staving off an attack irom Salabat Jung, 
regained all his old authority. He had been seven years 
founding the interest of his nation in the Deccan, when 
Lally’s advent destroyed his power. He was recoiled from 
his territories to carry out Lilly’s views and operations 
further south, in 175*. Two years later he was captured at 
Wandewash by Coote, but liberated in consideration of his 
generous treatment to English prisoners. After an absence of 
twenty-three years he returned to Pondicherry as Governor in 
1783, but so many years of sloth and luxury had impaired his 
faculties, and with the treaty of Versailles all military opera¬ 
tions ceased It was during his sojourn in France that Orme 
made his acquaintance. To quote his words, “ the only man 
of distinguished capacity who served under Dupleix was 
M. Bussy, and his conduct to this officer showed that he knew 
the value of merit, and was capable of employing it to the 
utmost advantage, for although M. Bussy had, by his 
expedition to the northward, acquired much reputation and 
a t reat fortune, he beheld his successes without the least 
envy, and implicitly followed his advice in all affairs of which 
JU, Bussy, by his situation, might he a better judge than 
himself.” Bussy, when in France, married a niece of the 
Due de Choiseul. He died on January 17th, 1785, in the 
evening, as he was playing at cards. Barras in his memoirs 
draws a very uncomplimentary picture of him after he 
returned to India in his old age.

The officers of the corps 
which he commanded erected this monument as a faint tribute 
to his public and private worth and as a mark of their 
unavailing sorrow for his irreparable loss.

The above-mentioned tombs have all been swept away. Dawes 
and Williamson aro mentioned by OTqnharfc, and the seven 
inscriptions (with an engraving of the “ elegant ” monu¬ 
ments that contained them) are recorded in Robert Home’s “Select Views of Mysore,” 
1791 miblished by Bowver. In their place stands a modern cenotaph erected by .he 
Mysore Government at the suggestion of Major Vibart, R.E. The inscription runs as 
follows • “ East Face : Sacred to the memory of those Officers aud soldiers who gall- 

n ntlv foil at the siege and died in Bangalore in the war of 1791 and 1792. South Face : 
To the memory of the Officers who fell at the talcing of Bangalore. Colonel Moorhouse, 
Madras Artillery, killed at storming of Pettali, 7th March, 1791. Captain Jeremiah

This monument was erected by the subscription of his friends 
and comrades in the Madras “Presidency and by the officers 
of the Royal Horse Guards in testimony of their love for Ins 
personal character. Modest and unassuming in mind and 
deportment and utterly careless to advance himself, in serving 
his country, his friends and every good cause, ho was full of 
zeal and perseverance. In the campaigns of the Peninsula, 
whilst fighting under the command of his brother Lord Hill’ 
lie was amply satisfied with contributing to his glory, without 
seeking although deserving to share in his honours.* He was 
born at Frees in Shropshire on the (5th of December 1781, 
died at the falls of Guersoppa on 20th January and was 
buried at llonawar 22nd January 184-5, having been in com¬ 
mand iu Mysore from 20th November 1841.

Lieut.-Colonel Sib Walter Scott, Bart., of Abbotsford House 
and of the 14th Hussars, who died at sea on the 8th February- 
1847, aged 45. 

Walter Scott the poet (17 1 1—1832) married, December 24th 
1797, Margaret Charlotte (d. May 14th, 1826), sister of 
Charles Carpenter, M.C.S. (No. 1639). The deceased was his 
eldest son, born October 28th, 1801, and married, February 
3rd, 1825, to Jane, daughter of John Jobson of Lochore 
oo. Fife. He died without issue on board the Wellesley off the 
Cape, when the baronetcy became extinct. Walter Scott’s 
other son Charles, godson of Charles Carpenter, was educated 
at B.N.C., Oxford, and became attache to the British embassy 
at Teheran, where lie died unmarried October 28th, 1841 
It is interesting to note in this connection that the ’second 
sou of Dickens, Walter Landor, died in Calcutta December 
31st, 1863, a cadet on the Bengal establishment. Dickens’ 
sons, all had literary names ; Alfred Tennyson (in Australia) 
Edward Bnlwer Lytton (also in Australia), Henry Fielding’ 
k.o., and Sidney Smith (in the navy; died at sea).

It is supposed, 
to have cost something like one lac and three-quarters: but 
Mr. Brett kept no accounts after the expenditure exceeded 
one lac. The cost of the ehiuiam alone was Rs. 17,000. In 
1875 tho building was sold by Mr, Brett to Government for 
Rs. 10,000.

Robert Nicholas Faunce, Major-General, after serving his 
country well and faithfully for 44 years, was drowned by the 
foundering of the steamer Cheduba in a cyclone in the 
Bay of Bengal on the 16th May 1869 in the 64th year 
of his age.

William Baillie 


To the memory of Colonel William Baillie who, with a detach¬ 
ment of British troops under his command, after a noble and 
most gallant resistance to a superior force of the enemy 
on the plains of Periambaiicum was ultimately compelled to- 
surrender to the united armies of Hyder Ally and Tippoo 
Sultaun on the 10th day of September 1780 and died in the 
fortress of Seringapatam on the :18th clay of November 1782. 
This monument is erected and inscribed by his nephew John 
Baillie, Lieut.-Colonel on the establishment of Bengal and 
Resident at the Court of Lucknow A.D. 1816. 

Monument just outside the mausoleum of Hyder and Tippoo. 
Periambaucum (see No. 968), the scene of the most grievous 
disaster that has as yet befallen the British arms in India, is 
15 miles north-east of Conjeeveram. The be6t account of 
Baillio’s defeat is that given by the Hon. John Lindsay, who 
was himself captured, there in the “ Lives of the Lindsays,” 
volume HI, page 255. The younger Lolly, Pimoran and the 
other French officers serving with Hyder prevented much 
indiscriminate slaughter. The walls of the Darya Daulat 
Bagh (formerly Tippoo’s favourite garden and subsequently 
the residence of the Duke of Wellington) are covered 
with grotesque fresco paintings of the battle. Hickey’s 
“ Gazette ” of October 14th, 1780, gives the following return 
of officers killed, wounded and taken :—

Urquhart gives details of the officers who died in captivity. 
Some perished at Arnee, among them Lieutenant Cotton 
‘'dropped down dead as he reached the prison door,” 
September 16th, 1780; the majority died at Serin gapatam.

In 1885 II. Wolfrath et cie of Neiiohatel printed an “ Essai 
historique surle Regiment snisse cle Meuron public par le petit 
neveu du general de Meuron, colonel proprietaire du regiment, 
d’apres les documents les plus importants trour&B dans les 
papiers de famille.” This work was reviewed by General 
F. W. Tyrrell in the “ Madras Mail” of August 29th, 1896. 
Only fifty copies of the book wore struck olf. One is in the 
library of M. Albert de Montet of Ohardonne near Vevey, 
late an officer of Austrian Dragoons and a well-known writer 
on military history. He possesses the original copy of the 
author, Theodore cle Meuron, 144 pages grand in octavo 
embellished with notes, drawings and photographs added 
hy the compiler (now deceased) subsequent to the publication 
of the work. 

The regiment was originally raised at Neuchatol in 1781 by 
Charles Daniel, Comte de Meuron (d. 1806), who entered a 
Swiss regiment of marines in the French service, went through 
the Seven Years’ War, and was present in several .-ea-fights 
against the English in West Indian and American waters. 
The regiment’s first masters were the Dutch East India 
Company, under whom they served at the Cape and in 
Ceylon.' They then crossed bayonets with the English at the 
French defence of Cuddalore in 1782. Among the garrison 
of that little town was a young Sergeant, named Eernadotto, 
the future Marshal of the Empire and King of Sweden and

Norway (see No. 755). In 1795, we find de Meuron and his 
men once more in Ceylon, and, on the conquest of the island 
by the English, they transferred their allegiance without 
difficulty to the British Crown. Colonel de Meuron became 
Brigadier-General in command of the troops in Ceylon, and 
his officers were ranked with officers of the King’s service. 
In the following year the regiment was transferred to the 
Madras establishment, and after being in garrison succes¬ 
sively at Poonamallee, Arnee and Vellore, took part in 
the operations before Seringapatam, where it was brigaded 
with the 33rd and 73rd Foot under Colonel (afterwards Sir 
Arthur) Wellesley. A journal kept by Lieutenant Charles de 
Meuron Tribolet gives a graphic account of the campaign. 
The grenadier and fight companies formed part of the storm¬ 
ing column and lost 16 killed, including Lieutenant A. Matthey 
and Assistant Surgeon Lesser, and 60 wounded, including 
Captains Piaeliurd and L«rdy. A descriptive panorama of 
tho assault was exhibited in London at the Lyceum in which 
Captain Lardy, the leader of the forlorn hope, figures promi¬ 
nently. An engraving of this curious picture may be seen 
in the library of the Maharaja of Durbhimga. After tho 
fall of the fortress the regiment was stationed on the Island 
and subsequently at French Rocks, 7 miles away. On Feb¬ 
ruary ICth, 1806, it left Fort St. George for Europe, and, after 
successively garrisoning the Isle of Wight, Guernsey, Sicily, 
and Malta, found its v ay to Canada, where it was finally 
disbanded the year after Waterloo, consequent upon the 
reduction of the English army to a peace footing. Eighteen 
members of the de Mexiron family had held commissions in 
its ranks during the thirty-five years of its history. The 
Colonel commanding was always a do Meuron, and tho 
Lieutenants blonel generally one. Yorck, the Prussian 
Genera], who gained some celebrity in the Napoleonic wars, 
completed his apprenticeship to arms in this polyglot body, 
which at the time of its breaking up in 1816 was composed 
of members of almost, every nationality in Europe.

“Lays of Ind V by Aliph Oheem (Captain Yeldham). 

“ There stands on the isle of Seringapatam,

Monsieur Raymond, 


A lofty granite obelisk, without name or date, and these two 
letters only, standing at the end of a terrace, 180 feet long 
by 85 broad, on an eminence known asMyseram Tekedy or 
Monsieur Raymond’s Hill, miles from Hyderabad At 
the south of the platform is an edifice like a Grecian temple in 
which are kept the lamps and other articles used to decorate 
the tomb. Rude crosses in red are painted on the basement 
of the platform, which commands a fine view of the sur¬ 
rounding country. The tomb is described in Warren’s 
“ 1’lnde Anglaise ” (1843): 

Michel Joachim Marie Raymond was born at Serignac on the 
25th September 17.55. His father was a merchant, and. in 
January 1775 the son set out from Lorient to Pondicherry 
with the intention of Parting a corresponding house in 
India, but soon abandoned trade for the more exciting pro¬ 
fession of arn.s and entered a corps in the service of Tippoo 
commanded by the Chevalier de LassA In 1783 he became 
JBussy’s Aide-de-Camp, and on the latter’s death two years 
later succeeded the younger Lally (see No. 1242) as com¬ 
mandant of the French cavalry, which Nizam Ali had taken 
over from his brother Basalat Jung and lent to Hyder for 
his Carnatic campaigns. Raymond gradually altered the 
composition of this force to an army corps of twenty sepoy 
battalions officered by Europeans and maintained by the 
revenues of an entire jaghire. His death occurred suddenly 
at the zenith of his fame, when he was at the head of 16,000 
disciplined troops, with numerous magazines and gun 
foundries, one of which not unlike an immense racket court 
still stands near the Chudderghaut Residency. His successor 
Jean Henri Piron(born at Huningue, March 25th, 1763, died 
at Chandernagore October 21st, 1807) was a man of little 
ability and six months later James Achilles Kirkpatrick, the 
British Resident, was able to execute a treaty with the Nizam 
under the terms of which tho entire foreign contingent was to 
be disbanded. On October 20th, 1798, 14,000 men and 124 
officers laid down their arms to a force of British troops under 
Colonel Roberts, John Malcolm, Assistant Resident, and 
Kirkpatrick ; and the celebrated French corps of Hyderabad 
passed into a tradition. The name of Monsieur Raymond is 
still kept up in the Myseram Regiment of irregulars, and on 
every anniversary of Raymond’s death the tomb and platform 
are brilliantly illuminated and a grand fair held, which is 
largely attended. Salutes are fired by the Irregular troops, 
many of whom are descendants of Musa Rahim’s famous 
fifteen thousand. “ No European of mark who preceded him’ 
writes Colonel Malleson, “and no European of mark who 
followed him in India, ever succeeded in gaining to such an 
extent the love, the esteem, the admiration of the natives of 
the country.” 

Hero lie the remains of Ann Jane Elizabeth Jenkins, aged 
21 years 6 months ; also of her infant son who died shortly 
after his birth 

This with two other nameless slabs lies belo.w the platform on 
which Raymond is buried. It is erroneously described 
by the caretaker in charge as the grave of Raymond's 
bubbachee.

Her husband, Thomas Sydenham, natns circa, 1780. was second 
son of Colonel W. Sydenham (No. 896). After serving in the 
Mysore war as Captain of Guides, he was nominated secretary 
to the residency of Hyderabad. He returned to England in 
1802 and studied at Christ Church under dean Jackson. In 
1804 he again sailed for the east and was appointed first to 
the charge of the residency in Persia and then (1806) to that 
of Hyderabad. Resigning this office in 1810 he proceeded 
to England, was sent by Lord Wellesley on a confidential 
mission to the Peninsula, and became charge d’affaires at 
Lisbon. In 1812 he joined the Earl of Wellington in camp, 
and served with him as a volunteer in the campaign of that 
year." He then repaired to the head-quarters of the Russian 
army and took part, in the company of his friend Count 
Woronzov, in the battles of 1814. His gallantry at Craon 
procured him the cross of St. George from the hands of the 
Emperor Alexander, while Bemadotte presented him with 
the Swedish insignia of the Sword. On the conclusion of 
peace, Sydenham was appointed British envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary at Lisbon, but his career was 
cut short by an incurable illness at Geneva, August 28th, 
1816. 


This monument was erected by the officers of the Russell 
Brigade in memory of their comrade Lieut. William John 
Darby, who in an attack within the city of Hyderabad on the 
20th of August 1815 fell at the head of a column as he was 
gallantly cheering on his granadiers to the charge. 

This obelisk originally stood near the present lawn tennis 
court. 


Charles Russell Falkland Murray Grant, the only child of 
Lieut. Charles St. John Grant of the Resident’s Escort, who 
died on the 14th Sept. 1817, aged 10 months and 19 days. 

Grant married Miss Mary Stoddard, December 12th, 1812. 


Anne, the infant daughter of Henry Russell, who died the 16th 
Oct. 1818, aged 3 months and 4 days. 

Sir Henry Russell, second baronet (1783-1852), was Resident at 
Hyderabad in 1808 and again from A.pril 18 U to December 
1320. He married firstly Jane Amelia (No. 338), daughter 
of J. H. Oasamajor, Member of Council at Fort St. George, 
who died at Madras, December, 29th, 1808 : and secondly, 
on November, 13th, 1816, Marie Olotilde, daughter of Benoit 
Mottet de la Fontaine (No. 2199), who survived him until 
1872. Their eldest son, Henry (b. 1819) died at Cairo in 
18 47. The second son and third baronet, Charles (1826-1883) 
was a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Grenadier Guards and one of 
the first recipients of the Victoria Cross for gallantry in tho 
Crimea. He was a Member of Parliament from 1865-68 and 
again from 1874-83. Sir George Russell, the third son and 
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Chief Justice of the Supreme Court at Fort William from 
1807-1813. He was knighted in 1797 on his appointment 
to be a Puisne Judge at Calcutta, and was created a baronet 
on December 10th, 1812. He married as his second wife 
Anna Barbara, youngest daughter of Sir Charles Whitworth 
and sister of Earl Whitworth, the British Ambassador at 
Paris, who was publicly insulted by Napoleon after the peace 
of Amiens. He had a family of six sons and five daughters. 
Three of his sons entered the Company’s service. Henry the 
second baronet; Charles who became M.P. for Heading after 
leaving India and died in 1856 ; and Francis Whitworth, 
who became Salt Agent at Chittagong and died there on 
March 25th, 1852, in the forty-fourth year of his service. 
The Chief Justice named his youngest daughter Rose 
Aylmer, in memory of his niece, Landor’s early love, who 
died at his house in Calcutta in 1800. 


G-eojrqe Rumboi/d 


Geoege Rumboed, Esq, who died on the 17th day of June 
1820, infinitely beloved, aged 26 years. 

The Rumbolds furnish an apt illustration of Kipling’s saying 
that certain families find their way to India generation after 
generation, as dolphins follow in line across the open sea. 
William Rumbold, of the Company’s service, who was 
buried at Fulham on September 15th, 1728, became the 
father of two sons, Henry and William. Henry was Secre¬ 
tary to the Council at Fort William and died in Bengal, 
September 1st, 1743. He married Sarah Basnet at Fort St. 
George, August 17th, 1731. William rose to be second at 
Tellicherry and died in 1745. Of his three sons, William, 
the eldest, entered the Company’s military service and died at 
Fort St. David on August :st, 1757, in his twenty-eighth 
year: and the second, Henry, died at sea at an early age. 
The mas Rumbold, the youngest (1736-1791), is erroneously 
said to have begun life as a boots at Arthur’s, fashionable 
gaming house in St. James’ or as a tide-waiter at the London 
Docks. In 1752 he entered the Company’s service as a 
Writer, but before long exchanged the civil for the military 
profession, as Clive had done. After serving under Lawrence 
in the operations round Trichinopoly in 1754, he accompanied 
Clive to Bengal in 1756, and for his gallantry at the siege of 
Calcutta received a captain’s commission. He was Clive’s 
Aide-de-Camp at the battle of Plassey and was severely 
wounded. Permission was given to him to revert to the 
civil service, and in December 1760, he was third at Chitta¬ 
gong. Subsequently he became Chief at Patna and from 
1766 to 1769 was a Member of Council at Fort William. He 
had now made his fortune and returned to England. On 
November 26th, 1770, he took his seat in the~ House of 
Commons as member for New Shoreham. Seven years later 
he was appointed to succeed Lord Pigot as Governor of Fort 
St. George, where he laiided on February 8 th, 1778. In 
the following October, Pondicherry capitulated to Sir Hector 
Munro, and Rumbold was created a baronet on March 23rd, 
1779. On April 6th, 1780, he resigned his governorship and 
sailed for England. On his arrival, he was held responsible 
for Hyder’s invasion of the Carnatic and dismissed the service 
of the Company by the directors.

in the House and play the part of a nabob until his death on 
November 11th, 1791. He was twice mariied, but left hi,& 
estates to his children by bis second v ife, who was a daughter 
of Edmund Law, Bishop of Carlisle. Bis eldest son by his 
first wife, William Richard (1760-17?^ 6), was Aide-de-camp to 
Sir Hector Muftro at the siege of Pondicherry and cairied 
home the despatches and the colours of the fortress for pres¬ 
entation to the King. r Ihe seco d baionet, Sir George 
Berriman Rumbold (1764-1807), was so named after bis 
mother, Prances Berriman, who had married Thomas Rum- 
bold at Madras on June 22nd, 1756. She died at Calcutta in 
childbirth, August 22nd, 1764, aged 26. Hei parents James 
Berriman and Frances Aspinwall were married at Foit St. 
George, October 9th, 1736. G. B. Rumbold was born at Poit 
William on August 17th, 1764, and whilp Minister Resident 
at Hamburg in 1801, was seized 1 y order of the French Gov¬ 
ernment and conveyed as a prisoner to the Temple in Paris.. 
He died at Memel in 1807. Two of his sons joined the 
banking house of Palmer & Co, and are buried at Hyderabad ; 
George, the second, who is here commemorated, and William, 
the eldest, who succeeded his father in the baronetcy and died 
in 1833. Rumbold Kote in Chudd< rghaiit still preserves their 
name. With the death of "William, the link which had hound 
the family to India for more than a century was snapped. 
Sir William Rum) old, third baronet, was born on May 22nd, 
1787, and married at Castle Doningtcn on July 13th, 1809, 
Henrietta Elizabeth, daughter and co-heiress of Thomas 
Boothby, Lord Baincliffe (No. 1584). Four of his sons 
succeeded <o the baronetcy in turn : and the present baionet, 
Sir Horace Rumbold, g.c.b., g.c.b.g., British Ambassador at 
Vienna, is his fifth son. 

Lieut. John Elmore of H.M/s 72nd Begt. of Foot whose 
amiable qualities and distinguished virtues conciliated the 
esteem of all to whom he was known and whose death, which 
took place at Hyderabad on the 15th of Dec. 1823 in the 28th 
year of Ids age has left on the mind of his connexions and 
friends a deep and lasting impression of regret.

Partner in William Palmer & Go. George Larabe, another 
partner, died April 9th, 1829. Trotter’s “ History of India ’* 
gives tiie following account of its influence:— 

4 ‘The only cloud upon the later years (1820-28) of the 
Marquess of Hastings’ rule in India was caused by the 
embarrassed state of the Nizam’s affairs. The great 
banking firm of Palmer & Co. had become a power at 
Hyderabad—-a power which Sir Charles Metcalfe the 
Resident (1820-25) pronounced so dangerous that Lord 
Hastings was compelled to step in between the impover¬ 
ished Nizam and his creditors. The claims of the former 
to a yearly tribute for the Northern Circars were wiped 
out for ever by the payment of a large sum down, most of 
which went to extinguish the loans due to the English 
bankers. A year afterwards the house of Palmer & Co. 
stopped payment. On the Governor-General’s return to 
England in 1823, tho Court of Proprietors passed a vote 
of virtual censure upon him for his conduct in the affairs 
of Palmer & Co. which was only softened by liis acquittal 
of any corrupt intent. It was not until his death in 1827 
that the India House made him seme amends by voting 
£20,000 to his son.”

Eric Sutherland, Lieut. Colonel Bengal Army, who after 
serving the Nizam’s Government in various important 
situations for the space of 20 years was appointed Military 
Secretary to the Resident, in which capacity he was distin¬ 
guished by a zealous, upright and assiduous discharge of his 
public duties. His career was terminated after an illness of a 
few days’ duration to tho unfeigned grief of a numerous body 
of friends, European and Native, among every description of 
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whom by his kindly and generous nature and by the exer¬ 
cise of many public and private virtues, he has conciliated the 
highest respect and esteem and who have erected this monu¬ 
ment commemorative of their affectionate regard and as a 
testimony to those excellencies in his character, which they 
desire to see recorded.

This was agreed to by the Prime 
Minister Chandii Lall and sanctioned by the Marquis of 
Hastings, then Governor-General. Three years later Sir W. 
Rumbold joined the firm, which in 1820 advanced a loan of 
60 lacs to Chandu Lall. In 1840 Mr. Palmer, then the only 
surviving partner, formulated an exhaustive memorandum of 
reforms in the Hyderabad administration, which testifies to 
his abilities as a statesman as well as a financier. Evil days 
eventually overlook him and at the time of his death 
pecuniary difficulties obscured the horizon. His daughter 
Mary by a previous marriage became the wife, on August 
25th, 1881, of Meadows Taylor, the distinguished writer of 
Anglo Indian Novels, who died in 1876. ;

Lieutenant-Colonel James Dalrymple, who. commanded the 
lion, the E.I. Company’s forces serving with his .Highness 

. the Nizam, and died at Hyderabad on the 9th Dec. 1800, 
prematurely closing a life of active distinguished and honour- 
aide service in the 44th year of his age. This monument lias 
been erected by the officers who served under his command 
and by the gentlemen of the British Residency at Hyderabad 
to record their admiration of his professional talents, their 
high estimation of his public character and their sincere and 
affectionate regard for liis many amiable and endearing priv ate 
virtues. 

This is a square granite tomb raised on steps ancl surmounted 
by an obelisk. ’ The reverse side bears a Persian inscription. 
J. A. Kirkpatrick, the Resident, officiated at his funeral.

Cob Sir Augustus Plover, k.c.b., of the 3rd Regiment of 
Cavalry of the Hon’bio Company’s Army on tlie establishment 
of Fort. St, George, who after serving liis country in India 
for 35 years and acting in all the principal campaigns during 
that period died in command of the troops at Hyderabad on 
the 17th October 1818, aged 52 years. This monument was 
erected by his friends as a mark of their respect and affection. 

His youngest son George Moubray Floyer, Lieutenant, 2nd 
M.L.C., died at Secunderabad, November 23rd, 1827, aged 
25 years and is buried beside Mb father.

James Achilles Kirkpatrick, born August 28th, 1764, wat: 
the 3 coon fl son of Captain James Kirkpatrick of the Madras; 
Cavalry and his wife Katharine, n£e Munro. His parents 
were married at Madras, March 14th, 1762, and the 
mother died January 27th, 1766, aged 22. There is a table! 
to her memory on the east wall of Bombay Cathedral 
James Achilles, who was educated at Eton, entered the 
Madras Army, October 18th, 1780. He was invalided 
home within ten years, but returned in time to serve in 
the second Mysore campaign. In 1793 he commanded 
Yizianagram, and from there was appointed Persian Trans¬ 
lator with the force serving under the Nizam. The death 
of lieutenant William Stewart promoted him to be Assistant 
to his younger brother William, Resident at Hyderabad. 
Early in 1797 William was compelled to proceed to the Cape 
for his health, and James Achilles became Resident. He 
held the post for nine years and in that time negotiated 
three important treaties; by the most important of which a 
British subsidiary force was to replace Raymond’s French 
contingent. Kirkpatrick was an extraordinary instance of an 
orientalised Englishman. His most famous feat was his 
marriage in 1800 to Khair-un-nissa Begum, granddaughter 
of Akil~ud-I)owlah, Buxey or Paymaster to the British Sub¬ 
sidiary Force. This exploit was made the subject of calum¬ 
nious repoits to Calcutta by Kirkpatrick’s enemies, and 
Lord Wellesley bad a searching’ enquiry held, the result of 
which waste completely exonerate Kirkpatrick from blame. 
Two children were born to him, and these two wells comme¬ 
morate their births. Catherine Aurora Kirkpatrick, the 
daughter, married Captain James Winsloe Phillipps of the 
7th Hussars, and died March 2nd. 1889, at the villa Sorrento 
Torquay. She is the “ Kitty Kirkpatrick ” of Carlyle’s 
Reminiscences and according to some the Blumine of his 
Sartor Resartus. ( Vide articles in the Nineteenth Century for 
September 1892 by George Strachey and in Blackwood’s 
“Magazine ” for July 1893 by Sir Edward Strachey ) Her 
brother William George died young, leaving a widow and 
•three daughters. Chinnery’s portrait of the two children in 
Eastern dress is now at Torquay in Mr. Paul Phillipps’ 
house. It was formerly kept in the Rang Mahal or Zenana 
at the back of the Chudderghaut Residency, which Kirk¬ 
patrick built for his Indian princess. This building fell 
into disrepair and was finally pulled down, by Sir George 
Yule’s in trie sixties. The old Residency gardener can 
however recall it (1901), and in Sir Salar Jnng’s Art Gallery 
is what appears to be a picture of the place. In the same 
collection is a portrait of James Achilles. His vernacular 
name was Hushmat Jung “the Magnificent in Battle,” a 
title given him by the Nizam; and outside the principal 
gate of the Residency is a small grain bazaar still known as 
Hushmat Ganj.
